JHverit .—Tliere are no perennial river a in the State: tbe 
four rivers, viz.^ the Utangaii or Biingaiiga, the flanibhi)', 
the Kakund and the Kujtarel, wlueh |jaKs through the State, 
flow only during the lains, and di y U]4 entirely two or three 
months after the latter have ceased. The Jifmi/ftnffit, whleW 
enters the State on the west f'mni J aipur territoiy, aral passes 
on to the Agra District on tlie south-east is said to damage 
tlie fertility of the land by deijositing siuul upon it: this state* 
iitent, however, is not, 1 tliiiik, Rujiptjrted by results, and tliis 
slUftd material, whieli is depositeil, 1 should fancy must be 
rich in organic matter, and of itself must nmterially beno- 
flt the land. The advantages of saUirating llio intervening

Is* objwted to by the Hharatpiir Durliiir. After lon/r distnis’ 
Stoll fuid ein|uii’y, the Goveriuneiit of India decidud tliat 
tfio -Itiiimr l)iirlii:ir should take ufioii itself the resjionsi- 
bilitv of <;(>mimrisiitiii;,'aiiy loss tliut the embankineiit iiiiolit 
eause to Hhuratfjur, hut the Dui bar refused to undertake tliis 
resjKuisibiltty, and the jH-ojeet liad to be given up entirely. 

The tjfmUhir also comes from Jaipur territory at the 
south, aiai uiYor reeoiving the waters of the Kakiuid. about 
8 miles higher, joins the Banganga near tlie tillage of 
Kurkiv In the Biaiia tehsil.

The liupfficK entering the western bonier fixnn ,\lwar

The Inind is 8 miles in length and ha.s j!I 
mawmrv outlets, sufficient to disc!mrgo 15,(150 cubic feet 
of wateV iiei* scciiini in heaw Hoods. It is intctided not to 
store water, hut simply to'ljold it up for distributmn as 
neces-sarv, acxx.rtling lo the r«iuireiiients of agiTcultnie, t h 
the tw.; tnaiii couf^es b> wliiclu thtough these outlets, 
the water is led. one flows to the north-east towards 
Gopalgarh, Bahari and Kama n, and the other to south¬ 
east tfjwards Dig, Kumher aral Bhamtpur The eflectual 
irrigation ofhiiul in these |)ergumuibs greatIv depends ujsm 
this river and so mucli of the water is utilized on the ^vay 
that except in vears of veiy heavy rains it never parses 
to the opiHislto‘l.order of* the State to enter the Muttra 
uinl A-rm Distrlids. The water of the luij^irel l.emg s.* 
much needed bv Bhamtimr, the AUvar State wa.s lamnd, m 
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ati engapfCitient cnterefl into by Kaw^vb Aliinad Bakhsii. 
Klianr Vakil of Alwar, on the tilst of Kajab 1220 f lijrl 
(A.D. 1805), to keep the bund of JjaHWiiri Nadi (the 
Rujiarel) aKvavs open, in so far as is iieeet4,sary for the 
beaetit of the country of the Bharatpor Hnjah, \%'itb the 
promise that tiie “ ilaharajab (of Alwar) will strictly atlbere 
to tills agreement-” Deviation from the terms of tins agree¬ 
ment ou the [Jart of Alwar, however, caiifte<l constant 
disputes between the two States, till Colonel Sir Henry 
Moiitgomerjf Ijawrence, the Agent Oovernor-General for 
Rajputana,, decided in 1855 tlmt from lOth Juno to 9th 
October, four months every year, Bbaratjnir should receive 
the water of the Hver fi‘eel 3 \ and in the remaining eight 
montlis Alwar can utilise it by means of temporary bunds or 
any other means. As, however, the sulyect of irrigation in 
this State will he fully dealt with by tbe Into State Engineer, 
who has kindly conseuted to wn'iie a note on the subject for 
this Gfusetteer, I shall refer the reader to it fm further in- 
tor mation. 


/i(H7i('(ry.'f.--Blvaratpur State la traversed by tbe Agra- 
Ikiidikui section of tbe Rajputana-Maiwa Kiiilway for a 
distance of 34 miles, and the stations on the line within the 
State are Ikran, Bltanxtpur, Heluk aiul Nadbai. A new line 
of railway Ima alrea<ly been surveyed, which when «anc- 
tionetl by the t iovernment of India' will [jass through the 
State directly north and south, and connect up EarauU, pro- 
viditig through communication with Delhi and the liorth, 
ride iiuip attiichecL 


The chief roads in the State are the Agra-Aj¬ 
mer roiid (31 miles), Bharatpur-Dig-Ktimanroad (34 niiles), 
Itharatpur-Muttm (22 miles), Rluxratpur-Fateh pur-Si kri (8 
miles). Blmratpur-Biana (24 miles), Dig-Goi dhan (5 miles), 
and D.g-Nagar to jUwar border (25 miles). Resides tlie^e.

lIliHratjiur, tlie cajntul tlie State, is situated i 
low-lying ground, raore c»i‘ 1l*s.h at tUe eoidliionee of tlie 
waters of the rivers Riijiarel and Bangangiv, those of the 
former being storo<l in the Moti Jliee] J^uiid, alamt a 
mile due north of the city, 3vhil© those of the latter, 
being brought from the Ajun Biirnl to the Attd Eviiid 
adjoining the city, furnish the moat around tlie fort 
with a large supply of 3vater annually, which reple¬ 
nishes the wells used by the iiiluibltaiits for tlrinking and 
other pur|jose». In ywirs of exees-sive Aim ids Hie city has 
been in danger of being suhinergixl. This evil has now be«>u 
partially rcinetlicd by an excclktit system of draitiage insli' 
tuted by tlie State P. 1as well as better eontrol over the 
water in the Ajan Hmid; and shortly a direct eh aim el into 
the Atal Bund is to he brought from HioXunj Helou l iiiori on 
tlie Agency Sewar Rond, which will prevent a large amount 
of very unnecessary inundation. This low-lying position of 
the city has been, htwever, very mlvaiitagwus in time of 
war, as the water in the bunds or hills in tlie vicinity eaii be 
easily idlowcd to pw into the earthworks ditcli, and thus 
render the place douVdy fortified against attack; tins was 
tlouhtless the reason which prcventwl the armv under Eord 
l*ake fro 111 approaching the city wall, and ultimately re.siilted 
in total tailure of the siege of 180.^. But in 182G a p ..y 
of Lord Coinherniere’s troo]>3, ivho liad been previously 
stationed ut the Moti Jheel to watch the escape of water 
from the lake, made an attack upon the city, which ultirnately 
ended in its oaptui c. The city is nearly five miles in eir- 
cunifcrcnce. the length from south-west* to north-east being 
about 3 miles, and the breadth a little less than one mile 
and a half. A high nielalled road lined on each side bv lino 
trees constriictctl by ilajor Alorrison, a former l^olitleal 
Agent, tor the piirjHjses of coinmniiication as w’ell as to serve 
the purpose of protecting the city from Hoods, encircles the 
city and is five and a half miles in length. No such com¬ 
pletely circular road surrounils anv other capital city in 
liajputaiia. Inside this road arc a wide atul deep ditch 
and a mud wall of great lielglit and tlilekuoss, which aid in

and (7), the Burj of Gokal Kam RisaliW on the east; and 
(31, the Kalka Burj on the north-east/ 

Hharatpur Avas once a thriAitig city, but its population 
has much decreaaed of late years oAving h> the following 
causes :— Firstly, it was a mart for the purchase and sale of 
salt, which aa’us muaufactiired in large quantities in tJie 
jjerguniiahs of Bhuratpur, Kuriiher and Dig. The annual 
produce of salt amouiited to about 150,000 niauiids, yield¬ 
ing au income of about Ils. 3,00,000 to tlio State, and gaye 
employment to many thousands of people. Tlie protits 
accruing from the uanufacture of it were great, and liirgeT, 
it issaid, than the net State revenue' Naniak-ka-Katla was a 
Avealthy and hot risking part of five city, but since the sup¬ 
pression of this snurce of industry in 187 9, the Katla liR’* 
become almostdepopulated. Secunillv, as the late M aharajah 
Jaswant Singh lived throughout his life at SeAvar, four 
to the wcat, "lectcd for its aulubrity by .Major Morrisoi' 
(luring tin aharajah’a minoritv,*a large nuiuber 
State serv*. /in order to live Avlth their°maater ' ■ I 
remove to Se "ar and desert their houses in the cit^ — 
was not tin after hia death and accession of his son, 
Singh, wh' took up his residence in the Fort Palaces, tlud 
Bharatpur . mined a populated appearance.

Tliia Boaixl has taken fiver all the duties hitherto I

Eharatpur i« said to have been originally tbuiided l>y 
Rustani, a Jat of the Sograya clan about 200 years ago. 
when it was oiiiv u snuill mud fort. In 1733 ilaharajah i 

Suraj >full took it from Kheni Kai-an, tlie son of Rustairi. 
aiul improved it, buiifiing the larger Fort', andalsf>the earth¬ 
works around the city. Jt uns named Bhnratpur after 
I'hurnth, the brotlier of Ham of Ajodhia, whfise otlier 
brother Lachmnn is worshipped as the farailj' deity by tlie 
CJiief, and whose name is also engraved in the State arms and i 

seals. I'he name of Iliim is usually repeated in ordinarv 
euinpliiuents bv the petiple ot Eharatpur as “ Ham Kam 
Sahib/’ ‘ . . I 

,)/i7i7rtriy-—There are two regiments of Imperial Service 
Troops staf ionctl here, one of Irdantry and the other a Trans- 
fioi-t Corp. The former is located in excellent lines at Eiin- 1 

joli, alamt two mil&s north along the Dig road, the hitter ^ 

at the village of Mtmdholi. about three miles due west of the 
city near Sewar. There are also one Cavtilry and three In- 
fantiy regiments of State troops. The apny of Hliaratj>uj\ 
incluiliug irregulars, as reported in 18!)0, consisted of 8,20/ 
infantry. 1,647 cavalry, 298 artillervinen an:», 12 guns, classed 
aervic^ble. Of these forces, tlie Durbar placed & regiment 
of 600 cavalry, and another of 300 infantry at the disposal 
of the Governmeut of India for Imperial service. The

Diu. 

Next to Bharatpur in imporhuice and renowned for 
its fountain pkalaces, called Bliawana, is the town of Dig, 
situated to the north-w*eat of, and 23 miles from, Bharatpur. 

It is a very old town, mentioned in the Skandh Puraii. and in 
the 4th chapter of Bhagwat Malmtain as Dirgh or Dirgh- 
pur, meaning **large." The reason why it was so named appears 
to be, that on the site where Dig now stands was situated 
the larger of two hamlets belonging to the older town, Ow, 
three ^Hes to the south, and its designation as “Dirgh” or 

large has been converted into the j>rcsent name Dig- 

Dig is situated to the south of Manus Navi, the stmth* 
eastern branch of the Buparel river, and though the town 
iteelf has not a very low fK>sitLon, there are many depressions 
along the course of the river, such as Kho Dahar, the Shi- 
shamwala Bund, the Gordhan Darwaza Bund, and others 
around the town. Dig is enclosed by eartluworks now in 
rums, which, un the west side of the town, are strength eiied by 
a masonry wall, and is entered by the nine following gatea:— 
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(1) the t)w ov Kmiilier gate ainl (2) the Bhu™ i>n 

the smith; (3) the Panhori gate, (4) tlie Slmli>«jre gate, and 
(5} the Batidha gate, on the ivesit; (6) the Kama gate and 
(r) the Delhi gate, on the north; (l^) the iasondlii gate and 
(1*) the Goixlhaii gate, on the east. The s^iace witlnii the 
HiirrnuTuiing wall is nearly as tnueh in area as that oi* 
Diiaiutpiir, l>ut it is inliabited spai'sdy, and consists of many 
scattered hamlets at long rSistances from each other, separated 
hy cultivated fields, ruins of hniltiinga, or We pieces ofgronnd. 

I )ig is ei osseel hy two metalled roads iieurly at right angles 
to each otlier. proceeding from the town in each of the 
hmr following directions:—North to Kiiman, south to Kuni- 
lior and lilmratpur, east to Gordhan and .\[uttra and west 
to Nagar and Alwar. At the south-east angle of the town 
is the Shah Bnrj, a high rocky eminence, having oil its 
snniniii an area of 50 square yards and ench^ed by a 
r;im|ifirt, having four commanding Wti<fns facing the 
four cardinals jjoints. Within the walls of the tow n, and 
miie*li nearer to its southern position than others, is the 
% Fort, an iniposiiig structure with high i aiii}*arta tw enty 
feet thick, turnisiied with bastions eoiiimanding the 
town and the wuntiy around. Inside tlic Fort are the 
ruins of a line palace, which has recently l>ccii renovated 
and oimvcrted into a simdl District Jail tor the Hccommo- 
datioii «tf 50 jirisoneia, and has proved a great boon to 
both Jail and Judicial administrations. All pri^iners con¬ 
victed of petty offences can undergo their sentences here, 
w ithout transfer to the Central Prison at Bliaratpur. 

A vei’V interesting view of the surrounding country, 
slK»\ving extent and position of outlying tVirts, earth-works 
palaces?and gardens, may be obtained fi oin the highest burj 
of the Fort, which still contains a very large gun. This latter 
in its time must have been a very foiTiiidable w eaitoii, c<JU- 
siderini' its siie and position and the range it commands. 
To the^vest of the Fort are the beautiful iailaccs built by 
tlie "rent .Suraj -Mull, nnd iiiucli improved and ornamented 
bv the late Maharajah Jaswant Singh, who spent large sums 
in renovating tlie buildings and protecting them from 
damage, and lurnished tbein througliout for the accouimoda- 
tion Europeans. 11 was here that the late Karl of Dufftxin 
when Oovcrnor-General spent a few days, and, history says, 
was so tniL-haiited with his visit that he gave his portrait to 
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*lie lute Mahai-ajttli, wliiuli (UAv adorns the walls of the main 
Imll of the Oopal Bhawan. They have also recently been 
visited by H. E. Lord Cumnn, These yailaces, which, aecord- 
iiij^ to Thorton, are only surpassed in India for elegance of 
design ami perfection of workmanship by the Taj Mahal of 
Agra, are constructerl of due hard sandstone ijimrried at 
Bansi-Palmrpnr in tlm Ifupbaa perguiinalj of this Stiite. 
They form a quadrangle, in the centre of which ia a garden, 
»ii oblong space of 175 by 350 feet, laid out with flower 
i>cds and fountains. To the east ami a^est are large inaaon- 
ry tanks, with another garden ovi tlie other side of the west¬ 
erly tank, beyond the buildings forniiiyg the qiiadvangle. Tiie 
building on the north is ealleti the Narid iJhawari, ahallrnea- 
surlng G6 by -iO feet, built of grey isutidstone, with veran- 
didis on the east ami west. The inaijj building on the w-est 
is called the Gopal Bliawan, and is the largest of oil the 
iialoces, being two-storeyed on three sides, witlt an exteneivo 
lofty hall between them ; this is also built entirely of grey 
windstone. On either side of tlie (Jopal lilhawan, at suit¬ 
able distances are two snndlerbuildings called the Sanwnu ami 
Bhadon Bhawaiis, the posterior si<les of whidv, as well an of 
the Gopal Bhawan, command a view' of the western tank 
and the gardens beyond it. Tlieee tliree BJiawaiis, tliongli 
helving only one storey in the front at the ground level, have 
ill addition two more lower storeys at the hack, one of which 
is yiartially or W'holly under water throughout the year- This, 
however, varies, being dependent upon the height of the 
water level in the tank. CJn the southern side of the quad¬ 
rangle are two jialacos facing north ; one, called the Buraj 
Hliawan on the west, is built*entirely of niarhle quarried at 
\Iakrana in Jodhpur, and tastefully ornamented with stones 
of different colours, and in design similar to those seen in 
the^ Taj Miihal of Agia- This Ijuilding was till recently 
iitilued as a Dak Bungalow for the convetii cnee of visitors and 
eightseci A I’lic 1 durbar have now, however, built a capacious 
Dak Bungalow close by the plaeo.'i for visitors, which i.i 
much patronized. The other palace on the east, built 
id grey fiiindstone like the others, is calk'd the Kishen 
Bhawaii ( hi the roof of a very substantial building be* 
tween these twn palacos exists a reseivior, which supplies the 
tiiUiitfiiiis in all these palaces and gaixlens with water The 
Unji.msiniis of thU rcKCTvnir are 135 x i04 x GTo feet,* with I

Ciipaelly for bulcliii^; i*4.77U cubic feet of water. This re¬ 
servoir is dllrti hy the aiii of bullocks hi the visual wav from 
two capacious and |naciically iuexJiaustible wells sitviated 
at either comer, aiid takes akmt a thrtt%ht to fill, working 
day aiul night. The strength iiecesaarv in a roof w hich lias 
to support the enormous weight of so large a volume of 
\vater is, 1 should say, mn<]Ue. and scarcely has a jiarallel 
ill iiirlia. Uji the eastern side of the quadrangle, and eoin- 
maiiding a view of the tasteni tank, is the Kislien Bhawan 
(called also the Barah liari). an open sijuare building witli 
verandahs on all sides, ntid a double line of fountains in each 
of the verandalis. To the south, behind the Suraj Bhawan, 
out of the (luadrangle but adjoining it, is the Zenana Palace 
known as the Hardeo Bhawan, with an omnge orchard 
eucloswi by buildings on all tlie three sides. I’artly behind 
the Kishett Bliawan, and on the southern aspect of the 
eastern tank, but quite apart from them, is an old palace 
Imilt long before the construction of the Bliawans, durmg 
Tliakur Badan Singh’s reign. This also is an extensive 
building with two compounds, though not |ios&essmg the 
beauty of the other more recent fialaccs. 

Dig is the liead-quarters ofa tchsil, and contains a verv 
good Dispt-usary W'ith acconiitiodution for J 2 in q atieiits, has 
a district Jail for fiO prisoners located within the Fort, also 
a School and f’ost ami Telegraph Qfficea 11 also contains 
a Judge’s Court, &c., and a Sanitaiy Board, worked by 
native residents under the presidency of the tehsildar. 


Gosskuhan. 

Situated due east of Dig, and connected therewith 
by a very good metalled road at a distatice of about 
seven miles, is the town of Goberdhan in the Muttra 
district Though situated in British territory this tow'ii has 
a great connection with tlie Bhnratpur State, in that not only 
does the State own extensive and valuable property there, 
ill fact the greater portion of the town, but it is the place 
w here the mortal remains of its Chiefs are buried, and 
where extensive and very bamJsonie chhuttries and tanks 
have been erected to, their meniory. 

The chluittrie.il at present existing at Oobenlhan are

it is atsi:) called Katnbttti, nud is visited annually ia pilgrim¬ 
age by large munhers of the Baishnow Hindus in the niontli 
of Blnulon, known as B.’inyatra, There exist here the remains 
ofa curious old temple consisting of 84 pillars named Chourasi- 
K halt I ha, and it is said that these pillars ai'e never correctly 
nunihenxl. Kainan Imd long been under the rule of the 
Jaipur Chiefs, and it is only since the time of Maharajah 
Jawahir Singh that ithasbeen added to Bharatpurterritory. 
Palaces built hy the Jaipur Chiefs exist to tbis day, but 
are now used as the Tehsil OfKcefs, *^ 9 ,' There are many 
important Hindu teniples at Kama ; fw'O of them, those of 
Crokal Gliaiidraman and Madan Mohan, were taken by 
Maharajah Sawai Ja! Singh to his newly-built city of 
Jaipur, and after a i-esidence of about a century and a quarter 
they were turned out by the late Maharajah Earn Singh 
during his persecution of the Baishuows. After a short stay 
at Bikaner, where tlie State could not hear tlie expense or 
meet other demands, they htvd to return to Kama, 

There 19 also a tank at Kama, named Bimal-Kund sur- 
rouuded on all sides by temples, and a chlmttri built to the 
memory of Rajah Kainak Sen stands on the bank of the 
tank. "Kama is now a very dilapidated towm ultuated on 
rising ground and surrouuded on the south by jheels, 
ami contains remnants of many pukka buildings, also a 
Dispensary, Tehsil, Thana^ Post Office and a P. W, D. 
Inspection Bungalow. The town is in direct conimunieatioa 
with Blvuratpur by a first-class metalled road at a distance 
of 35 miles, aud with Gopalgarh by a very good hatcha 
road, a distance of 14 miles. The Dispensary is situated 
dose to the Tehsil Serai; a new^ and more modern building, 
how’ever, on a more suitable site will shortly be erected. 


Biana. 

The town of Biana is situated on an eminence in a 
small plain, between two rang^ of hills running more or 
less parallel to each other, and in a direction from north-east 
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sfjutli \yt8t. T)ie Biaim bill itsi-lf Ih L'o^et'ed with tlie 
reiiiaina of large huildiiiga; aiinmg tJifui is a fort in wliidi 
there is a high stone tiiilar trailed Bliimkt}i, or tJie bUH' 
t)f Bhiiii, etaispicuoQs fbr a longdlstatiec.

There la anjund the tt>wn only too evident proof of jui-st 
bliKKlslied ill tJie form of cxteiislve cemeteries, some of the 
graves in which are very lomdsonie and stid in an ejccellent 
state of preservation, and are ddefly made of the red sand¬ 
stone 30 abundant in tlie vicinity, " This town la the head- 
(juartersof a telisd, and contains a branch JJispeiisary, l^oUce 
Tliana, Post Office and School and a P, D, BunffaJow 
for the use of State OHicials, The town is connected bv 
good roads—with Hindoun to the south, Fatehpiir-Sikri 
to the east, and Bharatpur to tlie north.

I hm e 
were two Iwnthevs. Kunihhiand Sumbhi, Jata ot tho yillago 
of Siiisini, the former' foiindetl the town and gave it hia 
name. Thakur Bivdan Singh lived for a long time at tins 
place, hehuilt several substantial buildings ami made a wal 
round the town. In 1754 it was unsuccessfully besieged 
hv the Mahiattas. and Khandu Rao, the Ma of Alalhar Kao 
Ilulkar, the great Mahratta lemier, wivs killwl here, and liis 
ccnotupli exists near the tuwiu Tiiientbahir, dc«cni>iiig 
condition a century ago. states it to he a considernhle huigdi 
or ratlicr a sniall city, sitimted in a i>lum and sumnmdcti hy 
a mud wall and a ditch, iMost of the houses are of plas^r, 
hut several are of musonr)’ ami tiled. Of the last description 
is a line paWe situated on a moderate eminence, which com¬ 
mands an extensive view over the sniTouiuhng plnm, and 
sen'vea as a fort, hi'lng suiTOinided hy str<uig walls. 
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I^p(<ules the above towns, tlie population of wlikli is 
abeyve 5,000, there are those of Hupbtis, Nagiir, N'adbai and 
1 ahnri, (til with the eseeptiou of the last iwiiiicd head-rmar- 
ters o!‘tchsils of the same name: and Uehaiii, Akhe\n^ar)i 
and l.ojMiliTurh.

— Akbeygarh, which has a fort, was foimd- 
ed by Akhtii Singh, one of the numerous sons of Tliaknr 
Biidan Singh, and brotlier of the great Suraj Midi, rathena, 
a village in this tehsil, was given in jagir to a laxly of 
timknrfi, witli the idea {being of fighting instinct) that they 
might be able to keep peace on the frontier, Bnt in 1 Sfi7 
tlie thnkurs themselves rebelled against the State, ami 
Maharajah Jaswant Singh, after a siege oi'lesu than a week, 
ousted them, and destroyed tlieir fijrt. Prom [len+onid eii- 
f]uiry, however, of some of the olfler i nimbi tan ts still living 
it would appear that they made a good fight for it Under 
the new scttlenient tlie tehsil has lately been transferred to 
Nndljfli. The town is situatefl a few yards from the Alwiir 
border, and wa-s proluibiy placed there for stnitegie piirpioses. 
Tt contains a Tehsil and Ilis^eosary, both of which are very 
shortly to be removed to iNiuliiai, a far more suitable site, 
and also a Post Ofiica and School only two miles otJ’ the 
It.AL Railway at Rlicrli station. 

Gopalgarh.— Oortalgarh i« named after the niinl fort 
built bv (%j>al Singh, a sardar of Maliamjah Stiraj Mall, 
at the village named Dorola, in order to coerce tlie tnrhn- 
)ent population of Meos, of whose country the Mewiit, 
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lying in the Biiaratpur State, is tlio the oentre. It used to 
be the head-quarters of a telisil, aistl till reoeiitly [>ossesSL-d 
a dispensary, both of wldeh have now heeii alJolishfKl and 
transferred to Kagar, It is connectetl witli Kaiiiati to the 
east by a veij ^'ood katcha road, at a distaiiee of about 
14 miles, also with Puhari and Nagiii- by trucks on the 
north and south respectively. Tlie lleos, originally Minas, 
were converted to Islam during tJie seveial invasions of 
India by Sultan Jlahmud, between A.1). lOOl iiiul H)3U. 
rUe memory of ^lasaud, who accoiiqxuiied Miikinud in 
these invasions, is nmoh revered l)y tlie .AIeo.s. Their oatli 
on Salar (meamiig the fluvr of Miis^nid) is imwt binding. 
Whdst protessing the ilmadinan liiith, they observ-e 
ninny of the Hindu festivals and indulge in drinking wine. 
Like Hindus, their cLuighters do not inherit the father's 
property, and they believe greatly In omens, and wnisider 
the howl of jackals, the Wk of a tiiji, chirping of a bird, 
and the passing from right to left or I'ltre “iviuift of a deer, 
a cat or a snake, tt> be fortmuite or the reverse, tvj the case 
may he. Ihe dress of Imth men and woiiicu greatly re- 
semi lies tliat of Hindus. Intanticldo was once common 
amongst them, but the practice lias altogetlicr died out 
now. When converted to Islam, the Meba did not tdve 
up their thieving and plundering propensities, and to Ihis 
day they are most determined ' cattle-Hftci-s; hut to do 
them justice it must be sakl of the ileos that, with such 
exceptions as are addicted to crime, tliey are genemllv 
^pectable and tlirifty land-holders. A niece of Husen

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HISTORY OF THE SIEGES OF BHARATPUR 

On tlie 1st January 1805 tlie army, under the 

personal coiiiiiiand of Lord Lake, leit and being joined 
en J'oute by the 75th regiment, a very uecessiiry reinforce- 
Tneiit, arrived before Hharatpui’ on the 3rd, and took up a 
position ill H ganlen to the south”west ol the u hieh 

appeared a most suitable spot for (occupation during the 
siege. After an interval of some days of |>repaintion, on 
January lith the first assault was made but ended in Ikilure, 
rossulting in a loss of 300 European soldiers and 200 sepoys, 
with ati\vcessive casualty list aiiion^t officers, as might be 
expected in such an undertaking. Bbaratpur at first sight 
ilitl not present any very fbi midable aspect to an army, before 
wliicli many of the mightiest bulwarks of India had fulltn. 
it was encircled by none of those rugged steeps which gunid- 
cd the approach to Gwalior. The only works visible were 
a lofty mud wall and a broad ditch not easily fordable; but 
tbou'di the very extent of its walls which unbraced the town, 
forniiiio' a cireuinference of about srevtn miles, must Itave 
niateriallv increased the difficulty of protecting them, the 
HIaluirajali applied biiiiself to its defence witli the utmost 
Keal and resuliition. “The Kingdt m of the IMahrutas, he 
said, *'wasin their saddles; but bis was within his ramparts. 
Hitlierto the victorious British army had reduced even 
the strongest tbrtrosses witliout difficulty in the usual way, 
but the (lefenders of Bharatpur in this Instaiiee not only 
tbut'ht with the most daring valour, but called into requisi¬ 
tion means of defence and annoyance winch the J'.imlish 
army bad never liitlierto elsewhere encountered, and to 
meet which they were wholly unprepred. , , , 

After a few days of desultory bomlairdment, and rein¬ 
forcement bv arrival of another brigade under the command 
otYIajor-General Smith, a most determined assault, preceded 
bv a vigorous bombardment, was made on January 20tli, 
resultiiur in a breach of the earth-works. This, liowever, 
ended dfsastrouslv ffir the British, the casualty retui ns show¬ 
ing 18 officers aiid 500 men killed and wounded, the loss of 
the defenders only amounting to 50. 

A division of BoinLiy troops having arrived in the 
interim the attack was renewed on the 20th February, but

894 killed and wounded. 

The attack was renewed the next day, which, however, 
after two hours of hard fij^htlTig-, was ultimately abaiidoncKl, 
the Kritish returiiin;;^ to theii* trenches, having lost nearly 
1,000 killer] and woundetl. Such was the result of the fourth 
aial last attack of tins siege. 

Thus end«l^ the fh'st meinoi'ahle siege of Bharatjjur, In 
which the liritish were repulsed in four suceeswive attempts, 
sustainitig ill killed and wounded a loss of 3,20;J officers 
ami men.

On the 23rtl Deceniher the heaiegers, under n heavy Hre 
from the garrison, completed their tii-st parallel trench m the 
vicinity Gopalgarh, the north-eastem liavt of the city, 
and on the nvortiitig of the 24tli two heavy batteries openwl 
tire upon the city. Other batteries were braught into 
action in quick succession, and during the rernalnilev of the 
month a vast quantity of ^l4^wde^ and shot was expended, 
till scarcely a roof la the town was left unuijurcd ^ but 
neither slmt nor shell could make any iiiipression on a 
tough mud wall, tlie most knpenetruhleofivll jmssible defen¬ 
ces,'and which moreover vras 50 to (10 feet thick 1 A mine was 
therefore commenced on tho evening of the Gth January 
1820, in one poi-tion of the wall on the nortlicrn face <if tlic 
earth-works, but unfortunately it was not siirticiently 
advanced by dayijreak, and the engineers, apprehending 
discovery if tlicir operations were detectoii, it was i)remiv- 
turely exploded, and produced no material effect. A secoinl 
attempt to mine was made, but those employefl in it were 
countermined from the interior before? they had entereil 
many feet: the gallery nwle 'whs suljscfiucntly blown up, 
it having been discovered that the defenders were keeping 
watch on them. 

Some European deserters from the British army wont 
over to Durjan Sal, who entrusted them with a gun, which 
they worked so skilfully that on the 8th January a sliot 
tired from it set tire to one of the tumbrils in the Biitisli 
camp, blowing up 20,000 tbs. weight of gunjKiwder. On 
the 14th another mine under one tif the bastions w explod- 
erl too precipitately, yiroducing no more effect than great 
smoke and a terrltic noise ; bvit two more were driven into 
the siiiiie work, and these l>eiug (ire<l on the I Gtli so far suc- 
cecilcd. that with the aid of another day’s liatteriiig a breach 
was effected. On the 17th, hoTiyever, an immense mine 
having lieen eompletetl and charged with a vast finantity 
of iHJwder, the following ilay was fixed for the storminf^ of 
the city. *= 

Early in the morning of the IBth Jamiarj^ 1826, the 
Btoriiiing parties establishe<l themedves in the advanced 
trenches. The breach on the left, which was already 
practicable for an assault, was to be attacked by the brigade 
under General Nicolle, headed Ijy His Majesty's 59th Tteiri 
merit; the breach on the right was to he attack'ed by Gcncml 
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lleyiittUs ImgaUe, lieadeclby His ilajesty’s 14th Regiineut. 
the exiilosioii of n niiiie under the north-east bastion eiiileil 
the Nidwidi Burj beiug the signal for coinmeneeineiit ot 
the utUek. Tliia took place at eight o clock with terrific 
effect. The explosion was enormous; the whole ot the 
Miilieiit angle and portion of the shme cavalier belinul it 
was hul led into the air, which for a time became irs ^rk 
Hs iii'dit, while all the ganison who were stiitioiicii t^re 
were l>lown to the winds or buried amidst the ruins The 
result was an enormous breach. Owing.however, to dcfective 
(‘onstniction of the mine, lUiUiy of the ejected stones mid 
masses of eartb fell upon the heads of the attacking imrtics. 
killiin^ a number of men and severely wounding three 
officers Tlie stones and fell so thickly about Lord 

( ’iimbcnnerc himself that Brigadier General 
was huoehed down i>y Ids side, and two sepoys iveie killed 

within a few feet of His Lordship. 

The troops, however, pushesi lionie the attack w itU 
-rent pcitinacity, and in excellent order ascended the 
breaches and cleared them in tbo teeth of a very det^mmed 
resistance on tlio }iartof BakJishi Kishen Ram and Faujdar 
Kislitn BaUabh and their foliowers. On the left, where the 
a.-^-cnt wan steep and difiicnlt, the Grenadiers moved up 
'.l.iwlv and rcMolutelv without stopping to pull a trigger m 
return for the volleys of round shot, grape and musketry 
were «re<l r,p« tl.em. Within two 
IHirts of tlietown on the north-east between the Muttra 
and Kuinher irates were in poBsessioti of the b^tegei., 
whiil: rtlmd in from all tile breach^ eifee^ betwe- 
tlics,' t/ates. The garrison on the Aniih and Nimda ^tes 
made a feeble attempt at resistance, hut being 
bv the invaders from the Muttra gate, they soon thren 
awav their muskets anil lleiL The gmtes of the citadel 

surrendered early in the afternoon, and the A 

force was in undisputed command o both the Lity and 
Fort before dusk of the sauie evening ! 

Erii^adicr-Gcnend Sleigh, who eommaTiat.-<l the Guvalrj, 

had talTeii excellent precaiitiotis outside to prewent thecsscape 

of Durjan Sal. and 4hen that Ghlet; with UiO chosen horses 
attempted to force his pissage tlirough lS asw;aria B-is t 
Kumlier Gate, with a view to escainng to Biaim, be was 
made prisoner bv tbe Bth Light BragiKins, as the rLsiilt of 
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information ^iven iiy Biilinukantl Naswarla. One of hi a 
two of hiB sons (Thakur KhiiaVial Singh ait<l Kallyan 
Singh} aiifl Sriji Mahant were also captured with him. 
Jagat Singh, his eldest son, anccecdL'd ill reacliiug Biaria, 
but he was also afterwards captured there. They were all 
brought up before L<>rd Coiiiberoiere, by whom Durjan Sal, 
with his family, was sent as a State prisoner to Allahabad, 
and the tliakura and the iiiuliant w ere con lined for some 
time in the Fort at Agra. Durjan Sal's descemlants still 
oontiiiue to reside at Benares. The entire losses unstained 
by the British army during the siege and storming amounted 
to 6X Europeans and 42 J^atives killed, and 283 Europeans 
and 183 Natives wounded. The loss of the garrison wa.s 
estimated at 4.00&, nearly all killed by the aw ful explosion 
of the groat mine. 

The whole of the enemy’s ordnance numbering 135 pieces 
was captured hjr the Etiglish; twelve of them were purchas¬ 
ed by Jani Baij Nath fur the State, and a very heavy guii 
may be seen to this day on a high platform in Fort W'illiaui 
as a souvenir of this important victory, ilany others in a 
disabled condition lie oil' their mountings in the Fort at 
Bharatpur in different situations. 

After the British camp, with ammunition, arms and stores, 
hatl been removed to a place of sfifcty near Adi garden on the 
Moti Jheel, the principal bastions and other important parts 
of tlie fortifications were IjIow'ii up, and it was left to the 
monsoon rains to ciuiiplute the niiii of the earth works, whose 
boasted impreguahility was henceforth destroyed for ever. 
With the fall of this celebrated fortress perished all expocta- 
tion of successful r&slatance to British arms; and Dig 
Biana, Kama, and all other forts within the State surren¬ 
dered at once, and w*ere Ibrtliwith garrisoned by British 
tnxijis, while the inluabitants returned peaceably to their 
and oecupatioiig.

Though the creation of this Agency as a Political 
charge tlates back previous to 18G9, no available records 
exist showing any details regarding it till that date, when 
it appears that Captain Walter (afterwards A, G.-G. for 
Bajputaiia) wtus in cliarge. Ten years later the Agency 
seems to have been brought under reduction and amal- 
ganiated with the Jaipur Hestdeiicy. 

In the year 1873, Dholpur was made into a separate 
iiolitiCHl charge and placed under Colonel T. Dennehy who 
held the appointment till 1885, a period of 12 years, when 
State was again amalgamated with the Astern 
Rajputana States Agency, which appointment appears to 
have teen resuscitated in the year 1887. Since that date 
Agency, ^inpose<l of the tliree States of Bharatpur 
JJholpur and Karauh, has remained unchanged, with the 
excention of its heatl-quarters, which, until the year 18 U 7 
had been at Dholpur, were by order of Government then 
transferrea to Bharatpur for political reasons, where it 
since remained.

There are a large number of fimall fairs held tlirougliout 
the State at different periods of the year, mostly for agricul¬ 
tural purposes, for sale of grain, agricultural sttick, Ac,, and 
where the gatherings are local and of iittle importance. There 
are, however, two or threo very large gatherinos of people; 
for instance the Sitla fairs at Byaua, the Mohurrum at 
Bharatpur, and the Dusera festival, at which largo crowds of 
people asaemble, and which often afford great racili ties for 
the dissemination of epidemic diseases. At these latter the 
Medical and Sanitary departments of the State make 
arrangements for supervision and medical relief, and with 
that view I have had arranged a list showing all the fairs, 
Ae„ usually held in this State, together with the probable 
gatherings expected at each, which Is most useful informa¬ 
tion for the Sanitary dopartment, and enables tiienv to 
make preparations for meeting any epidemic that nmy 
ensue as a result of such.

WILD CATTLE. 


For many years previous to tlio recent political ad- 
niiuistraUoii of the State, large tracts of country ju tho 
Bharatpiir State had been overrun and laid waste by wild 
cattle, Wt since 1896 jV*]X etfeetive itiei^sures have been 
taken for the suppression of the nuisance, which is now 
happily a tiling of the past. 

The history of them is briefly as follows :— 

Their origin is commonly attributed to herds being re¬ 
leased to roam in the jungle during war time, rein forced 
from time to time by owiiorlcsa aulinuls and tlioso released 
for religious purposes. The nuisance gradually increased, 
find reached largo dimensions ufter the famine of 1877-78. 
The causes of the increase of wild cattle, and the cousecjueiit 
abandonment of cultivation were cumulative and reactive. 
Thus jungle and long grass grew on the deserted fields, 
which then became a cover for the herds which W'ere wont 
to sally forth at night to devastate the crops in the neigli- 
bourhood. Cultivation could only be maintained by building 
mud walls round the fields, and by keeping watch through 
the night on the enclosed crop, as the cattle used to breach 
and summuiit the walls. 

The lot of the few remaining cultivators in the affected 
districts became most miserable. They were worn out with 
w'atching their crops tuid at last obliged to ahaudcii tlieir 
land, and had to subsist only by gracing cattle. 

The land, once abandoned, could only he reclaimed by 
extirpating the long grass at great expense. Adding to 
thes^ causes the depopulation and fwvcrty that followed tho 
famine of 1877, it is easy to realise how the people, prevent¬ 
ed by religious scruples from taking the lives of the sacred 
animals, were hara^etl by them and gradually forced to 
retreat before their increasing inroads. In 18D6 a map was 
made by the State Engineer of the affected district and 
, , 200 dla^cs were suffering from the 

pest, which was, however, confined to tlie district north of 
the Banganga Biver and south of the Dig hills. Doubtless 
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the nreBCiice of oariiii’ora in tlic southein disitnot and of a 
MoliamiiieiUn nopulationiu the north prevented their spread 
bevoiid those liunts. In eonsMiuence of complaints from 
the neishbourms; British districts attempts were made at 
d’ltrerent times to miti^^ate the c^il, but as tar as any in¬ 
ternal measures wore conoerned. these were ill-desigaed, 
half hearted, and utterly inadequate. Protection to the 
Afmi and Muttra districts was, however, ultimatoly anorded 
ivV>out ten years ago by the construction ot a wire fence 
along the bodrer, 41 miles in length, which still exists _ In 
1896^ while the State waa being administered by the late 
Colonel Loch, Political Agent, a scheme was prepared by the 
State Encriueer, Mr. Deveniah, in the interests of agricul¬ 
ture, for confining the cattle within barbed wire fences to bn 
constructed around the principal forest, known as the 
Kela<leo Ghunna.

The rainlall 5 ^ems to be, as a rule, fairly evenly distri- 
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buteil over tlio State, the largest amounts beiug registered 
us having fallen over the Bliaiatjmr tehsil, 

There are twelve recording stations in tliis State, all oi 
which are kx-atefl at the liead-quarters of each tehsil, the 
instill merits being of the Symons’ jiattern, and in the eus- 
tftdy of the Metlical Sul>ordinate In charge of the local 
dis^iensary, by whom all observations are recorded, and 
submitted niontbly to the office of tire Agency Surgeon 
ibr disposal. 

Till lately, these instruments ivere in a very neglected 
state, but I hfive been able with the help of the hite 
Dewah to ensure their better protection b}* the erection of 
hurbwl wire fences around each eiiciosurc. Where possi¬ 
ble, these inatniments have been placed as close as possible 
to the dis]>eiiscries, but in a few'cases, coving to local causes, 
tills has not been practicable.

The rnins in that year were ouneoessnrily c^ioosilit ie 
moiitliof Asarh (at the Kharii sowings), which canseda 
eonaidvrable area to remain unsOTFll owing to nnusual niois- 
ture and the seed which wiis sawn afierwai'ds either did not 
trerraiimte or was totally dried up later, as the reina practh 
eally cenaed unusually early, the few standing crops reiiiairi- 
hif^kuiited for the same reason. The defective ramscausi-d 
IX decrease of water in bunds and wells, flud thus mdirecUy 
iimeh attected the inigation mid Chain culttvatioii, which 
would utherwise have been much better in the event of 
sutficietit raiiie- Another indirect result of the defective 
luiiis on crops was that tlie water of many wells was thereby 
reiidetcd so salty as to be deuluicntal to the valuable crops. 
Tbe fallowing statement sliows the I's'iinfall and area

Looking to these figures, St avIII he noticed that the rains 
in the year'l899-lUOO were uot much lielow tlio correspond¬ 
ing fi«airc3 in the past year, and it appears that the rains 
in the Kharif season 1899 were more by 4 percent, than in 
Klmrif 1898, the reason being found in the uiiiieeessnrily 
copious rains at the outlet of Kharif 1899, and then a prac¬ 
ticed cessation of the showers which should protect the crops 
fn.to drought. The winter rains, too, in the Eabi of 1899 
Avere less T>y about half auinch than in the Rabi of 1898, 
This bud distribution and deficiency of rainfall are the 
fiiclora mainly accountable for the famine under reptni.

Non: on thk Ihhigatios and Drainage System ok the 
B iiAEATpfR State, 

1. SovfCtfJi 0 / Irriffation .—There arc no perennial 
fitreams? in the HhamtjJur St^iie. 

IniLiiLlatlon or irri^ninott is ohtaiiied from I he goureea 
and l>y the means described below, viz .:— 

(a) from torrential streams, either by natural smll or 

by means of iriHiidation canals and training limiks. 

(b) froin loctd dramage intercepted by Bonds” or 

embankments. 

fc) from wells. 

2. Torvenfial Strertms. —Three la roe torrential streams 
enter the State across its w'esteni border, the Enparel at 
the nor [hern end, liaving about 1,000 square tniles of drain¬ 
age area in Alw'ar territory, the Bangi nga River in the^ 
Bonthern part, hnvitig more than 1,000 square miles of 
drainage area in Jaipur territory, arid the Gambhir River 
at tlie southern extremity, baling about 500 square miles 
of catchment in Jaipur and Ixaraidi. These streams tlow 
only during the tnonsoon season, the Hoods getiei’ally lasting 
tw'o or three days at u tijue> Both the Ituparel and the 
Bangam^a River flow between low banks, over wJiich they 
spiirwl^u in flood, this peculiarity crmihined w'ith tire fall 
of the country aflbrdiug great facility tor irrigation. 

3. T/ie Rupard Iiieer,^The Kupiirel floods as they 
enter the State are diverted hy the Sikri Bund, a fine eni- 
banktiient which extends for 12 miles along the weatRru. 
boundary, so that they do not follow the old river valley 
(marked in the map by a chain of swamps extending throuj-h 
the Pahari and Biana pergunnalis towards the iluttra 
diatriors) but are distributed through sluices at iiiterviUs, 
mainly in an easts ily diieciion oyer the perg 111 in a I is of 
Pfihari, QoT.vilg."irh and Nagar, tlic distriVtution ot ihe water 
being efleeted hy n system of difetributary channels from the 
sluices and sfialtow subsidiary reacrvoire fed by these clian- 
nels. The Bliarutpur State has a formal right by treaty 
to the use of tfie unimpeded flow of the Kuparel floods dur¬ 
ing the monsoon season. Tlte Irrigation derived from these 
floods is a valuable source of prosperity, the area of crop 
irrigated in good j^'ears amoitnting to 30,000 acres or more. 
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4. Sifjftem of hrig<Uion. —Tlifl systein of JiTigiitioii 
froin the Ruparel River auJ throughout the Rliaratpur 
State is to utilize the floods for inundating the land durin^r 
the rainy season, wiion the soil becoiues thoroughly 
K»turated, a slight deposit of silt, which posseseea highly 
fertilizing properties being also left on the surface by the 
floods. 

After the tei'mination of the rainy season in October, the 
water ii drained off, nnd the fltioded fields are ploughed and 
sown for the wiiitt-r crop. The .‘sub soil retains the moia^ 
tore sufficiently and at such a depth as to nourish the grow- 
ing plant with the need of future irrigation. The winter 
rains assist in producing a heavy crop, and if they^ fiil the 
crops are light; or well iiligation is resorted to in order to 
feed tlicni sufficiently, 

5 Banganga River. —The Eanganga Ri ver spills freelv 
o%'t;r its northern hank as it passes through the State, anH 
liboqt ntidivay in its course eastwards the river has left its 
old chanTtel and now flows In a northerly direction towards 
Uchain aVuig the Blana- Uchain road. The diversion nf the 
liver has U^en tmcouraged artificially by the use of the 
Byana-Uchain road as a training bank. This road is carried 
on a raised embankment from Nekpur toSewar, with flocxl 
regulators discharging in an easterly direction. The flood 
water so discharged is agairi iuj pounded and distributed by 
other works, the largest of w'hich is the Ajan Bund, a fine 
embankment extending for 12 miles across the direction of 
flow. The Ajftti Bund, which commands the whole vicinity 
of the Bharatpur city, coniaina a number of sluices and 
weirs through which the flood water can be released to Irri¬ 
gate the land in rear doling Hood time, and the sluices are 
also employed to empty the ba^iiti of the bund, which has a 
contour area of 14 square miles. 

The system of irrigation is the sfime as that described 
for the Ruparel. The Ajan Bund and other reservoirs are 
emptied at tlio end of October, and the floodcii land on both 
shies is then ploughed and sown. Tlie influence of the 
Banganga floods is ppecially valuable in frusheiiing the 
water in wells and io satuiating the soil for agricidtoral 
purpoiies. “ 

6, Recent Improvement of the Irriifation Sff.^tem ^Tlie 
Banganga inundations until recent years were uncontrolled 
and were thus a cause of mucli loss to the State, instead of 
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being, as now, a valnubla source of prosperity. Tho old 
works bad been abandoned in a breached eoiidition, immo¬ 
derate flooding took place iu natural depressions, which 
became thereby uucultivable while the higher laud on the 
margin remained uiiirrigated. The maiu principle of the 
irrit^rtlion system introdiaeed since 1895 has been to spread 
the^vater out over high land and to protect the depressions 
from swamping by euibankmcuts and drains. 

7. Ike Kdadeo JAiZ—Tlie Kehvdoo Jhil, 3 miles 
south of the liharatpuv city, is a notable depression floodetl 
amuially from the Bangaiiga River, via the Ajnu Bund. 
The Jhil is now drained so that water etui be stored in it 
to any desired depth, and it is partitioned by smalt embank- 
ineius into pockets which can lie flotxled Separately. Tim 
Jhil is flooded partly for the ssike of sport ami jjaitly to 
induce a growth of grass for the wild cattle and game 
conflued in the forest enclosure. 

8. Cat or frorii the Bangtinria Rk&r. — lr\ 

addition to tho Uchain Canal there are other cuts or in* 
undation canals receutly taken out fiom the Eangaiiga 
Hivor, one near Patheua on the north bank, one at Ilah iia 
50 fetsfc wide also on the north bank, and oO feet wide ou 
the south bank nearly opposite the latter, which feeds the 
large reservoir knowu as the Xjalpur Bund. The flontl 
water taken out of the riv^r by cuts is either held up in 
shitllow reservoirs or pockets, or Is spread out over the land. 
By means of these cuts and reservoir nearly tho wliole 
flow of the river is utilued and absorbtd within the State 
tcrntor\^ In 1900 the total area of crop irrigated from 
the Bangatiga River amounted to ^.000 acres. 

<J fke Gf-trahhir iJiVer.—The Garabhir River has well- 
defined banks, and does not spill largely until it enters the 
old Bangaiiga River betl. The silt of this stream is said to 
be hi^'hTy fertile, and crops are commonly miwri m the 
riv^r %ed fift^r the rainy Jseiison. The Gambliir River U 
tiiudo to spill largely into the Rupbas pergiiiiiieh at the 
eastern extremity of the Suite by means of natural and 
artlflcial channels at Dliana Ghata, Bakholi »nd bhekhpur, 
all taking out from the southevu banks There is also a 
considciable natural spill from the northern bank Tins 
irrigation is valuable, the crops grown m the flooded land 
Win- remarhahly good ; but of late years the floods have 
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been sll^lit, (iikI the area flooded not extensjive. There 
Imv'o been excellent floods in July lyOl. In IHOO about 
1,500 acres were beneflted by natural or artiflcial spill 
from the Gambhir. Ircigoliou works to develop the system 
arc ill progress^ and in 1901 several thousand acres havu 
been flooded. 

10. Local CatchfiKinis ,—It retiiains to describe the 
irrigation from local catchments. This S3'stem of iiTi^ation 
is very coiuplete in the Biiarutpnr State, nearly all the 
available catchment being iiiipounded, so that only a 
small proportion of the 'local rainfall escapes beyontl the 
State territory, and that only io the sparsely inhabited 
ravine tracts in the southern extremitj’. The catchments 
impounded vary in size from i- square mile to 10 squaie 
inilcs, but the typical size mny be said to be about squaie 
miles intercepted by a lovr earthtiii bank more than a mile 
ill Itngdi, Tiiesj einbatikmejits, as well as the sheets of 
water impounded them, are termed “bunds.” The main 
characteristics of the Bharatpur bunds arc their length 
and sinuosity ; they wind sometimes for two miles or more 
across a shallow depression, the depth of which does not 
usually exceed 7 ft. at a maxiiiiUTU. 

The bunds are generally thickly planted with trees, 
whicii protect and consolidate the hatiKs. During recent 
3'car3 the old btjuds, nearly all of which had been bresched 
and abandoned, have been restored and improved, the ne- 
cessarj' escape weirs or bye-washes having been provided 
to prevent tlteir destructiiai in flood time. 

IJ. Numher, locality aiui- ai’crage of 

i?!inds.—There are more than a hundred of these bunds, 
not counting the training banks (also termed bunds) of the 
river inundation system biefore described. 

The local catchment bunds are numerous in the Weir, 
Biatia ami Kupbas tiistricts. there are few in the Dip and 
Kama [►tii-gunnabs, and very fetv in the remaining parts of 
the State. 

In 1900 the area of crop irrignted by villngo bunds 
having catchment areas than 12 square miles in area, 
amounted to 19,000 acres, from which figures it will be 
seen that the extent of cultivation depending upon the small 
bunds appears to be unimpnnant wlieu compared with the 
widespread inundation from the larger streams. The in¬ 
fluence, Itowevcr, of the small bunds in contributing to the

«tora.i reservoir in the State. This ia the BareU Bund, a 
large” work coinincnced in 18(57, abandoned on the late 
ALTharaiah^s accession and completed in 1S5^ during the 
political aduiiuistratioii of the State. This reservoir, which 
is situated a miles west of Biana, has a catchment area of 
70 .square miles, a storage basin of l,5po million cubic feet 
capacitv, a waterspread when full of i stjuare mdes, and 
a niHximum depth of 40 feet below escape level. t«nce s 
comnletum in 1807 the bund has always received an ample 
Eupilv, the hesin ovcrflo.-i-.g it.

growth, or they depend on wells. 

14. Irrigation by — There is a great deal of 

ii-rigation done by wells tlipoughout the State, The depth 
of water surface in the wells in the dry season is about 
3.7 ft. below ground level on an average. Many of the 
wells, especially those in the central pergunnahs of the 
State, are bitter. According to the new Settlement Report 
there are 106,000 acres of land irrigated by wells, 11,610 
sweet wells and 5,852 bitter wells in the State. Though 
the bitter wells can be used partially for irrigating growing 
crops under certain conditions, the sweet wells, which are 
largely used in the “ Chalii” land, are the more valuable. 
The wells are used mainly for the winter crops, both at the 
time of sowing and for subsequent waterings. They are 
also used to revive the khaiif croj^js if the rains are defi- 
eient. 

Water is drawn from the wells by the ancient method of 
the “ charas ” or leather bag drawn up over a pulley by 
bullocks driven down a slope. One pair of buiWts can 
water six acres, and the wells are sometimes wide enough 
for two or three chaixts to be worked at the same time. 
The quality and quantity of water in the wells are much 
improved by yearly inundations in the nei^hbourbocid, the 
deep soured being generally bitter owing to lime and salts 
in the soil, 

15, Drainage Ziues.—Regarding the drainage of the 
State, reference is invited to the attached mop, in which the 
drainage courses are indicated by arrows. Omitting the 
hilly tracts, there is a slight uradnal fall from the north of 
the city to Bharatpur, and a fall of about 2 ft. in u 
mile from the south towards the city, so that the Capital 
of the State is situated where these opposite drainage 
slopes meet. 

The main fa! I of the country is, however, easterly towards 
the junction of the Jumna and Champal Rivers, the fall in 
this direction being about 5 ft, in a mile. 

The environs of Bharatpur city, which may be easily 
flooded by the accumulation of Hoods chiefly from the 
south, is thus nevertheless readily drainable by cuts bending 
in n south-enaterly direction towards the Khari Nadcii, a 
tributary of the Chnmbal River, which river is the destiiU' 
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tioB of all the drainage escaping from the State territory. 
Owing, however, to the uaturul drainage courses by canals 
and bunds very little drainnge water now leaves the State 
except by the Gambblr River in times of heavy iioods. 

1 G. Stamps in the ^^orth. — The chain of swamps mark- 
ed on the map in the extreme north are land-locked and 
un drain able except easterly towards the Muttra disti'iot. 
An artificial eut would be reriuired for this purpose, ns the 
natural outlet is blocked in ^British territory, the old Hu par el 
valley, along which swamps lie, liavitjg become silted up 
owing to the diversion of tJie stream. 

The swamping of the valley has, however, been obviated 
recently by the restoration of the Sikri Bund, which now 
intercepts the Ruparei Hoods, so that the swam pa which 
used to be fed by floods escaping through brcacliea in the 
bund do not now exist permaneiitly. 

17. /Jj'Ctinuye mid proteciioJi of lowdyinf/ Ittnd frntn 
Aimmpia ^,— The other pai ts of the Bharatpur State wiiicli 
formerly aiiffercd from e-xce^sive flooding, have non' been 
relieved by diversion of the liwd-s or by drainage. Unless 
the floods are controlled, the environs of the Bharatpur city 
iimv lie in swamp throughout the greater part of the year, 
but it is now possible to keep the flooding in control, so that 
only a moderate inimdatiou of the low-lying land to the 
south-west of the city is allowed, from w hich source the 
Fort Mont is filled anuunlly, os soon as the flood water has 
beconje fairly clear. 

If there ia any surplus water in the depression after 
filling the Fort Moat the same can be drained off in a 
south-west direction by means of an underground masonry 
cliannel passing through the city. 

1 3. Foimer sicmnpintj oj the eiieirans of the Bhoratpur 
Citi/.— In former times, especially in titne of war, the out- 
skiits of the city used to bo flooded from the north by tiitaiis 
of the neighbouting iloti Jhi! Bund, as well os from the 
south-west, the object being defence. The ditch outside the 
rampiirts was then filled with water, thus renderhtgan as.sault 
extremely difficult. 

Ifl. The dtp Ditch. —The Fort drains into the Moat 
aiirrounding il-, and the city is mostly draincil infrj the outer 
ditch surrounding the earth-works, wldcli is itself uitdrain- 
able except by pumping. The amount of storm water dis- 
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thargctl into the ditch is, however, comparatively small, so 
that'^the ditch soon dries up and is not offensive, provided 
that no flood water is admitted into it from outside; in Ihe 
latter case the water in the ditch would remain tlumughout 
the year, and, becoming putrid by contain in ati on with 
sewage, would become a serious nuance and u menace to 
the public health. 

Steps have been taken of recent years to keep the 
diteb dry, but in L900, durinfr the Executive Engineers 
absence ou leave, it was unfortunately filled with water f'roin 
outride, witSi the result that a consiiJerable uuimmeo was 
created, and pumping was ultimately resorted to in order to 
get rid of the foul weaker. 

20. Tha F^rt ifoit/.—The Moat round the Fort is revet¬ 
ted by masonry walla. It is about miles in circumfer¬ 
ence. 200 wide and dO ft. deep when full. The Moat has 
imly once been dry in the memory of the present generation, 
and then probably owing to a prolonged failure of floods 

during successive years. 

In June 1000 the water in the Moat was 20 ft. deep, 
having been reduced by only 10 ft. in depth at the end of 
the hot season, although there is eonie drain oii it for the 
irrigation of gardens in addition to the loss by percolation 
and evaporation. 

Owing to the large concentrated volume of the water 
in the Moat, it does not at any time become sulflciently 
impure to become a nuisance. Fish tlirive in^ it, and it is 
a feature of great utility and Interest to the city. 

21. i'iiaituiton draina*je iieur (Ac During recent 

year s considerable attention has been jiaid to the drainage of 
streets and low-lying ground outside the city, and storm 
water passes off with fair ra|>idity. A good deal has been 
done towards the filling up of small uudrainable hollows in 
which stagnant water accumulatea, but ow ing to the method 
formerly prevalent of building mud huts froin soil dug in 
pits here and there, according to the eonveiiience ol the 
huildera, there remain a lar<je nunibev of insanitary e.xcava- 
tiuna which can only be filled up gradually as funds are 
available. The dismantling of ruined or insauitary congeries 
of huts and the rcshjration of the mud in the walls to the 
pitii from which it was tlug, is especially desirable whenever 
It is possible to Brrangu for iwtiuirement of the huts. 
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GAME AND GRASS PRESERVES. 
(/'rtUHrt-..! vl/nuna.) 

In the Rhariitpur Stftte there are nun j hers of large 
tracts of land covered with aerub jungle, locally known 
uw “ idiuuuas," or in some places '' roontls,’' preserved for 
the purjxj-^e of growing grass fir fodiier, chieHy ftir use cd' 
mounted troops, Iti the jungles of width are usually found a 
large quantity of game of all kinds. The most extensive of 
these preserves ia that situated at Kevlixleo close to Rharat- 
pur city, ill which at preaorit all the captured wild cattle 
are euclosed, the enclosed area being about sixteen miles 
round ; other smaller ones exist at Helak, Dig, Rupbas and 
Karah. Tlierc are again in addition to these many others, 
however, of smaller extent, Tlmt at Riipbas forms puirt at 
any rate of what useil to bo. hundreds of years ago, the shofd- 
in-'^rounds of the Emperor Akbar, when his head-ijuar- 
ters^'were at Fateh pur-Sikti; and there exist to this day in 
this •' rooiid ” remains of ehabooiriia which were used as 
tnachans during di ives of game for the purpose of sport 
by him and his followers, in both the other States oi this 
Ao-ency there exist similar places on a smaller scale, also 
stocked 'with small game of all l;inds, whereas in both Ka- 
ranli and Dholpur among the hilly tracts very ex ten mvo 
jungles exist. In which is to be found lag game m i>Ienty, 
such as tiger and panther, and in some places even bear, sam-

Fauna dc —In cotiaideimg the distubutum of wild atii- 

nmls over these States, it will be as ;velUo stick to the Natural 
History classltication of them, and to that end, 1 shall com^^ 
raence with the natural order, Bimana, There are as f^ as 1 
know only two members of this order w-hicli inhabit thisbtate, 
and they are tirstly Presliytes Entellus, usually known as 
the comiiion Beniral Langur, and the variety Macacos Rhe* 
sus or common Bengal ilonkey, the forumr inhabiting the 
hilly tracts generally about all three States, and the latter 
usually to be found in the vicinity of. or actually within, 
most of the large towns in these States, tliough they appear 
to throng to places w^hore population is largest, ^ sueh 
places aftord oreater opportunities for pdfenng tom , &o. 1 he 
Lingur on the other band lives upon dower buds and 
berries usually to be found in the hilly regions named. 
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As regHRlii wilil Bnimtils of all kinds, these aie to he 
lound jii lair ubundance in all three States of this Atrencv 
Amongst thu carnivora are to be found tiger, pa'^thej* 
hyiena, bear, wolves, jackals, wild dogs (only in Karauiil 
wi d cats; and along the banks of the River Chambal in 
both Dhol pur and Karauli are to he found others in 
abundance.

btatea. In Sliaratpur terntory they are to be f.mnd chicHv 
confined to the tohsils of Biana and Weir, also in Bullubf»],ar 
a Jagir held by haujdar Debi Singli, the leading Sirdar of the 
btate. Ino country in these tehsils is hilly and intersected 
by ravines, with occasional tunks or bunds where water is 
usually available throughout the year. Large numbers of 
catt) are grazed in these |>arts, there is little opportuiiity for 
agriculture, and so lacilitles for the welhbeing of tigcrs^aro 

tructfvf r f ® that since the cons¬ 

truction of a largre bund at Biireta, a village in the '‘Dan*^’' 

country, about six miles to the east of the town «f Biaua'^a 
good niany tigers have come and taken up tlieir permanent 
ab^e m these regions which are provided with plenty of 
^ater all the year round without any chance of drou-ht for 
them os well as being a cool neighbourhood. There m little 
doubt that numbers of them have migrated from Kaiunli 
territory across the border hi late years, owing to the above 
cause and have remained, us in a drive recently held in this 
region no less than six came out of one nullah ! 

In both the States of Dbolpur and Karauli there are 
nmnbera of them, especially in the Dang country, the Rn[h,^ 
Chief of the latter htnte being a keen sportsman and 
counts for a great many every year, I myself liavliio^ had

years these animals have actually found their wav ni J 
the “ghunnah” close to Bharatpur city, and where 1 myCif 

s;r‘s4- 
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countiT tnllotl the “Dang,’’ vvheTe they lire found to iiilmbit 
eaves and holes in the iiifiiiy quarries which abound in this 
region in the Eharatpur State. I liave, however, found tliem 
in the region of bunds, but these having pri!l)ahly corae iu 
search of prey, ns a rule do not stray far fixuu Jiilly ground, 
hut live under rocks, where they usually make their lairs, a ml 
deposit their cubs. Une frequently comes upon one of these 
aniinaU where one would least expect them, and one day 
while walking down the main road of the large Ghuntiuli 
at KevlofJeo with tny Asdfe, we encountered one on the 
road. This individual 1 went next morning and tracked, find¬ 
ing he went to drink at a spring clo&e by, and sat up over 
it the next evening and shot him. 

They are veiy destructive animals, and, like tiger, usually 
kill every third day. It can thus be estimated, in placi 
where can they can get no game but only cattle, what 
destruction they are guilty of. 

5. Fetis — This animal, the spotted wild eat 

(iTeardou), is a very handsome little creature, to be found 
either or rocky ground, or as far as my experience goes, in 
the grass o bounding in the many “roonds" or {jrass pre¬ 
serves in the three Stales. It is usually very fierce and 
destructive to all small game, and does not altogefher 
confine its dietary to the jerboa-rat, as some naturalists 
would lead one to suppose, as I have caught them sometimes 
in Jlapranie delicto stalking other game; and shot them while 

doing. The above are the only repreaeutatives of tiie 
Felidae present in these States w^hich I stii aware of, except 
the Fells Caracal (Hed Lynx-Jerdou) which is said to 
inhabit parts of the hilly country iu the Xarauli State 
along the Kiver Chambal. 

ti. l/rsus Lftbidiiis .—This bear, the commen Indian 
Sloth Bear, is not to be found in Bharatpur, but Is occa¬ 
sionally come across in the billy country bordering on the 
Kivtr Chambal in the Karauli and Idiolpur States. 

7. Ilp/eiia Striata .—This carnivorous animal forma .a 
link between the Felidae and Viverridae, and though re- 
eembiing the dog, strictly speaking, is not of that genus 
at all, hence the reason for my taking it separately. These 
animals are to be found well distributed all over the three 
States, in almost any kind of countr 3 ', in which they are 
verj’ destructive to goat, sheep, and pariah dogs. Their 
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hilhits are abi^olutely noeturnul, atirl during the dav tho\* 
usually eleep heavily, s<» much so that! have on otieW twb 
occfisiotis With difficulty stiinJed them up, and they liave 
showi, no indecent haste to be of?! Though the.se animats 
are as a rule harmtesa to man, I know of» case which atme 
under my notice medicidly in which a sefjoy of the I S 
liihmtry here was attacked at nigtit and severely mauled 
by one in a Jungle to the north of the city of Bhivratrmr 
and the aiiiejihI heiatr killed aflerwaiiJs (pj^rtlv bv him \n 
the stniggle) absuiutely vouches for the veracity of the 
story Ihe anima! was shiirtly aftei-vvards inspected by 
me at the scene of the encounler, the ne.st imirntng, niid 
turned out to be a very lar^ female hymiia, very advanced 
ui pregiuincy. It was in miserable corulitioii imd apiieared 
half starved, which perhaps would account for its hold ness 
fhe sqjoy narrowly esc.-i[ied amputatiou of his forearm’ 
but thanks to ngorms antiseptic treatment the wounds ■ 
wd.idi were severe and resulted in two fingers being hilteii 
off, healefl up very shortly afterwards. The only other 
important members of the carnivora which are to lie found 
in this State rerriammg to be dc-seribed, are uninials 
belonjjrng to the family Cyiioidea, consisting of wolves 
jackals, foxes and wild dogs, ^ ’

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10. C^nis IiifUan wild is not a. very 

significant looking niiiinal, but for ferocit)’ and boMuess ft 
take.s first place ; wherever it is fouiul it becomes the terror 
ol the neigh hour hood as regards game of every kind. I 
have even known tigera to leave a Jungle when these beasts 
appear, which they usually do in packj*, in which state they 
hunt, and as before inentioned, if not stop 2 >ed tliey will 
dear a juiiole in no time of every living aniinaL They are 
to be founa, as regaixls this Agency, only in the Lilly coun¬ 
try and forests in the Karauli State in the vicinity of the 
River Glniinbul. Of the genus Vul^jes w’c have one only in 
these Sbites. 

11, Fu/j3cs Tlie cojumon Indian fox is to 

be found generally distributed over the State; it is a very 
pmty little animal, w!io.so fur vnries in colour greatly at 
>JIfferent times of the year. I once came across a whole family 
amongst some sand-hills along the bed of the Bauganga 
River, whose members I nearly succeeded in capturing; 
they were all, mother and cubs, of a light grey silvery 
colour. Tills statement bears out what Jerdon and oilier 
naturalists mention as to the variety of colours the fur 
takes according to the season of the year. This animal, like 
the Jackal, is capable of eating almost anything, from ver¬ 
min to fruit. 

This, 1 think, disposes of members of the land carnivora 
which frequent these States. AVe have yet to consider any 
members of aquatic carnivora which inliabitthis part of the 
country. As far as I have been able to judge, the only 
representative of this kind we have is one belonging to the 
Lutridic. 

12. Lutra Nair .—The comm on Indian fitter is, as far as 
I am aware, only to be found in the River Ohambal, which 
comjirises the southern boundary of both the States of 
Dholpur and Karauli. I have myself shot a pair of these 
animals in this river not far from Dholpur, They are very 
pretty little creatures, possessed of beautiful fur, very fierce 
and pluck}'-, and live on fish, which they usually play havoc 
with if left undisturbed. I have known them, however, 
oome down wuth heavy IIikmIs to the Keolddco Jheel near 
Bharatpur and even into the Fort moat I 

The only other members of the carnivora wrorth nion- 
tion which are left to describe, belong to the genus Herpes- 
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tidfu, and cnnelst of the iiionj^oose, two varieties of which 
class are to be found in these States, vit: Ifet'pertes Pallidvs, 
usnally knowti as the conimon grey mongoose, and the 
Her 2 ?eytes dtmloni or long-hiiled mongoose (.feidon), l>o[h 
of which are so famijiar to the ordinary observer as to re- 
<iuire nodfcscrijjtion* 

Of tlie Kodeutia the only members requiring notice are 
Sciunts /'o/niotiTitnor, the common ]n.dian ground squirel, 
and Gcrhtibtv /iw/nnis or the Indian jerboa-rat, also called 
the kangaroo rat owing to the cnriouft posture it adopts 
when eating: another variety of the jerboa*rat calletl Gar- 
bWw i/Krrifiuflk? is sometirnes to ive seen inhabiting sandy 
tracts and is known as the desert variety ; it is fairly com¬ 
mon over Rajputana. 

Of animals of the order Unguhta inhabiting tJiese 
States we have the wild-boar, and under the Jiumhuiutia 
wc find antelope and gazelles as w^i, while under the Cer- 
vidae we find sambliur and spotted deer, 

13. /jM/iciis.—The Indian wild-boar is to be found 
ill great numtwrs throughout all three Shites in every kind of 
country, and is so well known as to need no further descrip¬ 
tion here. ^ In the State of Dholpur it abounds, and the 
country being rideable, is resortcu to by aportsineti lor the 
purpose of pig-sticking. 1'he late ilabaraj Rarm was 
his time the finest living exponent of this sjjort. 

14. Gazella Bennetti .—This graceful little animal, coni- 
monly known as the chikara or ravine deer, is to be found on 
all the rocky hilly ground in most parts of the three States 
They usually roam about in twos and threes, but in somo 
places are to be found in di.stifict herds : their horns seldom 
exce^ 12 inches, though in this species both sexes arc 
provided with horns. 

15. Anteloj^a Bezaarttci.—The common Indian ante¬ 
lope or **black buck " is to be found in large herds all over the 
three States, where plains and cultivated land exist. They 
arc baudsume animals and in places atlbrd gtaxl sport. The 
boras, as far as 1 know, do not run to any very great leucrth 
in these parts, thougli I have myself once shot an animal 
with horns of 26 inches in length. Most of the “ roonds " 
in the Bharatpur State contain large numbers of them 

16. Portax PtetrLS-^This animal geneiaJIv known » 
the nilgai or “blue bull ” is to be found m the thick jungle 
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in all three States autl along the River Cliatijlial and neigh¬ 
bourhood, Ill the plaias they nderd no real sport, but are 
shot down as they are so destructive to crops, out in forest 
and thick jungle this animal is often as shj' as possihle, and 
requires a good deal of stalking to get within shot tif 

The snmbhuv {Rusa Anstotelis) and spotted deer (Aids 
Macvlcttus) are l>otli very rare in these States; a few, how¬ 
ever, may be t'miiid in the jungles on the hilly ground bor¬ 
dering on the blinks of the Chambal River, on the southern 
limits of till' States of Dholpur and Karauli, there being 
none so far north as Bhanitpur territory, except near Bareta. 

With the above description ends an account of the 
Rauiia. I shall now give a brief description of the Avifauna, 
but confine my description to the more iiiiiwrtant game¬ 
birds found in "these States, aiiiong which the following are 

the moat important;— i ■ ■ ■ i 

17. Eupodotu EdtPUiAsi ^—The Indian bustard is said 
to have been seen here, but I have not myself ever seen or 
shot one in these parts; it is jiOissihle that it would occur 
more fret[uently in the States of J^holpur and iCarauli than 
in Rharatpur, as there is country more suitable for theui 

in those States. ... . 

18, St/phmtides Auriim^ The lesser florikiu is oci»- 
aionatly to be found in these States, but is not abundant by 
any means; it is a handsome bird, and its flesh is consider^ 
a great delicacy. They are decitledly more prevalent in 

tho rainy season. , 

There are many kinds of plover to be touud, few or any 
of which are considered sport, and 1 need not enter moie 
into detail about them here, except to mantioii two varieties 
which are very coniinon. vrr., C'tfrsonws Oiuowiuh ictiy, 
or courier plover, the Oedienemus Cre^ntuns at stone plover, 
with, in the winter months, the ChtyndnmFuleus, or golden 
plover, the two latter being very <lelicate for the table. 

There are three varieties of sand grouse which arc to be 
found in these States, one the PUrwUs or common 

variety on every open sandy plain existing, another Ptei-ocles 
Alchata or pin-t8ile<l variety, also to be fouiid on similar 
ground, and a third variety the Pterochs Fmctatm, a some¬ 
what smaller bird found inhabiting dry giouiid on low 
rocky hilly eouiitrv, which makes a curious noise when 
ijtartled, tinJ coiilJ in the chuk he ea:^i1y Mii^takcni foi the 
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coninion night jar. a species of goat auckor. All the above 
v&rities of sane! grouse afford excellent sport and good 
eating for tlie table. Tlie large or Imperial variety of this 
apecies is not to be fuund in these parts. 

Amongst the genus Croc&pus we have one vaiietv 
prevalent in most parts, viz., tlie Crocopus PhfetiicotjUer^ 
or “green pigeon.’^ Tin's bird is to be found in grout 
numbers in most parts, especially where pipal trees are to 
be fuien, whose frud, especially iiv the spring, tliej* eagerly 
dev- nr ; they lu'e excellent shooting, and often display their 
prc.sciicc by a very sweet whistle while feeding, and are 
usuidly to be found in pi)Mil trees. 

ID. Cohtmbft fAnteT7Ji&iIi/t .—This bird, commonly known 

aa tho “bine rock,” is to be found almost everywhere in these 
States, and in pirticnliirly large numbers frequenting the 
forts aitnated near the large towns of these States; in some 
placo^i there is provision for them to be fed by tlie State 
and there they are, of course never shot, and* are held as 
setni'.'iacred. Of the class Tefrtumtdft! vve have in these 
States three representatives, Frmicolinus Vnitfurts, tlie 
f}finvf)Hiim Ptcius, and the Orfygorfm fTronficennna,. Tho 
variety known usually as the “black partridge" is fairly 
common in most parts of Bharatpur and Dholpur, but not 
inKarauli; it uanally frequents thick gTOS.s, and is found, in 
consei[uence, dcring the rains everywhere, but on their 
drjdng up it disappears, but will be found if searched for 
about all the various bunds throughout the State in the 
grass there and also in the "roonds." It is a very hand 
BOitie bird, and affords excellent sport. 

20, Fi'finvolinuji Pidus. —Thi.s variety known as the 
“ painted partridge” is occasionally to Ire found in these parts, 
and usually in the same kind of ground as the block variety! 

I have often shot them together in covieg in the same 
ground, 

21. Oi'tygomiit Ponltcerjanfit {coinmonly known as the 
“grey jmrtrid^e"),—This variety is prevalent everywhere 
and around ahodst every village it will be found in 
the adjacent fields, where I fear it does not heaitate 
to devour offal of all kinds: it is for this reason, I fear 
by largo numbers of sportsmen not allot or considered 
sport. Of the family CoturrticinO', or quail order there are 
only three varieties in these parts which call for notice and 
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are Coturivix Communis or common or large grey quailj 
Corlumix Coromnndelica or black-breasted rain-quail, and 
the C^^^wrF^ia: Jbiirfem or “button” variety, all of which 
are comnion at certain seaaona of the year, and to be found 
in the grass “roonde” or in the crojte when these latter 
are standing. They all affoid excellent sport, and are 
delicate for the table. 

The above complete the description of land game birds. 
I will now briedy detail the ivater birds most common in 
those States, wliich consist of Kooltdi, geese, wild-fowl, 
including cluck of dliferent kinds, snipe, curlew and coot. 

Koolan and wild-geese are to l)C found in great flocks 
about the Stjitcs, during the cold weather freejnenting tanks 
and jheels, the latter having tevo common varieties, 

Cinerens or grey variety, and Anser fitdifms or “bnr 
lieaded” variety, both of which are fairly numerous and 
associate freely together. Amongst the wild fowl wo have 
a variety of ducks, of which the following arc the most 
conttnotily met with, ri's., mallard (.i4nfw fioscas)^ gad wall 
^’irepmw), tlie sjMtted billed duck (jinos 
Paecilwhynchn), pin-tail duck {Dtijita Acuta) widgeon 
(3/fi?vc<i Penehpe)t common teal {(Juerijuedula Crecci:) 
gargatiey tefi\{Quen]uendelct Cireia), shovGUarduck(SjpoM« 
CVy^KQtff). Whistling teal {Dendro<^ffna Jttmniai), brah- 
miny duck (Cararco j, cotton teal {Neltopus Dora- 

m(iHdelicfius), pochard (^Pulif/ula There are other 

varieties of duck and teal occasionally met with, but have 
not been included In this !i.st, not being common. ^ 

Of the water hen class there are many varieties, into 
which I need not enter here, as they are not usually incladod 
in, strictly speaking, game bird category. The only other bird 
worth mentioning liere is the JVhmentua Artjuatus or what 
is more commonly known as the conuiion curlew, whose 
presence is usually betrayed by the curious plaintive cry of 
the bird while flt’ing, and heard so often over jheels to¬ 
wards evening time in the cold weather motiths. All the 
above water bii^Js are to be found in the same kind of place- 
tanks, jheels | in fact any portion of water around whose 
hanks there is slimy mud and in w'hich there is plenty 
of weetl, &c. ... 

The only remaining game water-bird of importance is 
the snipe, of wliich there are to he found in these States, 
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three varieties, viz,, Gisltinftffo Scotopadna or the commcm 
snipe, Gattiri'igo GaUinula or usually known as the " Jack ” 
snipe or jud-cock, and l^ii/nchfe Capenxis or *‘painte<l 
snipe.” The first-nauied alfordK the best sport, ns its Highi 
is swift and it often rei^uires careful shooting to bring the 
bird down ; the two latter are sluggish dyers and do not 
atford good spfirt as a rule, except on a windy day ; all three 
varieties select the same kind of ground, viz., a little water 
with fair amount of cover and a fair proportion of slimy 
mod redolent with aniinatcula; and mtci-o-orgauism of all 
kinds. There are few giiotl spots in these States which are 
frequented by these birds. I regret to say, <xicBsiona11y, how¬ 
ever, they are to lie found in the fields near bunds or (jthcr 
irrigated lands especially when the cold is severe. 

1 have, in the above desermtiun, only inclntlcd game 
birds found in these regions as being, perhaps, more of in¬ 
terest to the general reader than others, of which there are 
plenty, and which it W'uuld be outside the scojjo of this 
work to detail here. 
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Nature and extent of the duties perfobjieo by the Aoenuy

The nuture of the duties pei fonoed hy the Agency 
Surgeon in these Stat-ea is vciy extensive, in that besides 
actual medical aud professional work at bis head*quarters 
(Sbarutpur) there are many other duties connected with 
those of a Medical Otiicer which arc. owing to the absolute 
want hitherto of any jiropor suTOrvision and organiEatiou 
in these States, perfornied actunllv or superlnteudod hy tlie 
Agency Sui'geon himself, a brief detail ttf which ia here given. 

At'his head quarters at Bhanitpur he has the itaine- 
Jiate performance of surgical openitions as well as super- 
visiou and superiutondence ot the Victoria HospituL with 
beds for about 73 in-paiients, attached to which is theFemale 
Jdospital &ud iiik:!uding a laboratory where water 

iind other aiii^lysis made. tliif?.taiico ol rniles 

awayarethetwo IniperialServiceRegiments, one a Transport 
Corps situated at Mandholi, the other a regiment of Infan* 
try located at Khaujoli, the latter also about tlirce miles 
ditttant. In addition to tlie&B t lie re is the Central Prison 
situated at Sewar, of which liitherto he lias had executive 
as well us inedical charge; this he has held since the re¬ 
organ iziition of the Jail Department, and institution of the 
new District Jail at Dig, 

Besides the above he has had, till recmitly, the supenn^ 
tendence and chairnianship of » Municipal Board ivith a 
Sanitary Committee, which is carried on under his direct 
orders. Lastly, he has charge of plague preveutive ope* 
rations within ilunicipsil limits as well as sU over the Shite, 
and is ill medical charge of the young Chi el. yet a minor, 
for which duly a special monthly allowaiicQ is grunted hy 

the Durbar. , , , . , ^ 

In addition to the above <hities at head-quarters ho 
the general superintendence over and adniinistmtion of fb® 
Medical department at the head -quarters, as well as ol all 
mofus^^il clisp^jU^aFies iti tbe thre^e States of Bhatatpur, 
Dholi>ur and Karauli, the latter numhering 26 m all, as 
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well as the priaoua at the capitalH of Dliolpur and Karauli, 
and a Contra! and XMstriet Jail at Bbaratpur Jind Dig 
respectively, in Bliaratimr territory. Finally, he has the 
general superintendence of Sanitation and Vaccination 
operations over these three States, comprising 4,388 stjuare 
miles of territory (over the greater jicrtion of which he has 
to travel during his cold weather tour), with a population 
of over one million souls. 
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MEDICAL DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE. 


As far as can be ascertained no proper annua! reporta 
appear to liave been ever mnJu or submitted till the year 
18GG. Fictitious returns ap{>ea!' to have been submitted by 
native doctors in the dejjartinent, whicii, of ooui^se, are 
worthless. In the aunexed list showing the Medical 
Officers who have held charge, it would appear that Dr. 
Harvey seems to have been the Hrst Agency SurgGon of 
the Eastern Kajpntana States com prising Bharatpur, 
Earnuli and Dholpur, an appointment created in the year 
1869, though he ai)pears previously to have beeri in medical 
chaise of both the Ahvar and Bharatpur States up to that 
time since 1866; in the year 1369, however, Alwar was 
created an independent Medical churge. 

Dholpur was also made au indeperident political 
charge in 1873, but the medical institutions of that State 
coutinned to remain under the charge of the Agency Sur¬ 
geon of the Eastern Rajputajia States. Hakims and Baids 
appear to have been univeraally employed in the medical 
department of this Agency till t eciTit years, and since the 
abaoDce of an European Medical Officer in charge, grave 
abuses have crept iu, into which I need not enter here. 
Most of these officials have been gradually now got rid of 
and neosioned off in accordance with orders received from 
the Local Government {i?ide Foreign Department letter 
No. 714. dated 25th February 1894.) To show the state 
of the department as late as 1894, the then State Surgeon 
in hla Annual Report remarks about the degraded condition 
of the chief hospital in the State, '* that chnri^gh s are used 
in the hospital instead of lumps, clothing not provided for 
pat Lents, and suffi c ient food IsiiotdisiributeH. Instimraents 
in unserviceable condition.” This state of affairs appears 
to have ensued in tlie time of Babu Bhola Nath Dass in 
the reign of the Maharajah Jaswant Singh, who cer¬ 
tainly appeared to take little interest in anything in his 
State except its army ! 

Dr. R. K. Tandan, M.B,, was appointed State Surgeon 
in 1894, hut owing to an unfortunate occurrence with regard 
to his ad in inist ration of the Jail here, his services ware 
dis|}ensed with in 1896 by order i>f Government. The 
state of the Maharajahs health in 1896 (Maharajah Ram 
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Singh, afterwards deposed by order of Gov^nment in I DOO) 
nec^sltated his being placed under medial surveillance, 
and be left his State under charge of a Medical Officer, 
rraotain H E. Drake -Brockman, then Civil 

Lrgeou of MutM, living in the hills at intervals inr some 
years till hb recovery. Bnriiig this interval, there beiyg 
lo Medical Officer in the State. 

reauested the Officer on special duty (Captain H h. Urake- 
B^ockman, I.M-S.) to utilbe his spnre time and commence 
the re-organis!ation of all the mstitutiona pertmmng to tlic 
work of a Medical Officer. Al-nut that time a Dc^an was 
appointed to take over the administration of tlie State, and 
dSnng hb tenure of office, the Jnil and Medical dcpartme-its 
were thoroughly re-organiaed hy the above Otti^er 

and rescued from the state of chaos into which they had 
alowlv drifted, showing a sUtc of things reflectnig great 
dlscre^dit on the State. Beside compete re-organization of 
these departments, a Sanitary Board was st*|;ted m 18&5, 
which was taken over by the same officer and thoroughly 
reconstituted, and has continued to do good work ever since. 

The cinditlon of the several departments r^^ed on 
by the Medical Officer on special duty with H H the 
Mahnraiiih at the time, showed such a discreditable state

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HISTORY OF THE MEDICAL INSTITUTIONS 
OF THE STATE. 


Tlie available records of the Medical department of 
til 18 State are exceedingly few, and those that exist are so 
meagre that little or no in fori nation is obtainable from them ; 
the task therefore of giving a fair and correct description 
of the origin of the several Medical Institutions of this 
State is not an easy one, and has involved a vast aniouut of 
careful ntid personal enquiry, with, at times, inspection in 
order to verify data. 1 will endeavour, liowever, to take 
the seviral iiLstitutioiis and describe them in the order in 
which they appear to have originated. 

It seema that about the year 1849 ^laharajah Balwant 
Singh was in Agra on a visit; the Civil Surgeon (whoso 
name cannot be traceti) showed His Highness over the dis- 
}>ensary there, and talked about the benefits such an institu¬ 
tion conferred upon the people. His Highness thereupon 
decided that he would have an hospital at Bharatpur. 
1 mmcdiately after liis return a dlsjienaary was opened in the 
city of Bharatpur, over which two Hakims and Biiid.') were 
placed in charge. A large number of patients seemed to 
have frequented this institution. Thus it would appear 
that the City Dispensary was the first Medical Institution to 
bo made in the State, and was formally opened by T^taha- 
rajah Bui want Singh in the year 1849. 

Though several mofussil dispensaries were opened in the 
State during this interval, nothing more was done at 
Bharatpur In this respect until the year 1855, when, dur¬ 
ing the minority of the late Maharajah Juswant SiiK/h 
Colonel Morrison, the Political Agent at the time, applied 
to Government for the services of an Assistant Surgeon, ujio n 
which Assistant Surgeon Bhola Nath Dasa was transferred 
to the State for duty, and in the same year the Anah Hos¬ 
pital (bo named alter its being situated near to the village 
of that name, half way between the city and Sc war) was 
built by the Durbar near Sewar and the old Residency. 
Arrangements were then made according to requirements 
for the treatment, and accommodation of the sick therein 
In the year 1873 female wards were also opened in connec¬ 
tion with this hospital. The Anah Hospital continued in 
existence till 1897, but never adequately administered to 
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the wants of the sick and suffering poor of the citj, owing 
to various causes, chief ainoiigst which were, firstly, its 
unfortunate aud unsuitable location, and secoij>lly, on 
account of the entire absence of efficient European skill and 
su{>ervision. The alwve causes affected its popularity so 
aerioudly that for many years little or really no serious sui'- 
gical or tnedicai work appears to have been done in this 
inatitutioii, so much so, that it was considered at last impe¬ 
rative to construct a hospital on a more suitable site. With 
this object in view, in the year 18P5, asite atCharbagb was 
eventually selected by the A. M. 0. in Rajputana, and a 
building on modern lines suited to the treatment and accom¬ 
modation of the sick was commenced, which now goes by 
the name of the Victoria Hospital; it was ultiniafely com¬ 
pleted for occupation in the year 1900. A detailed descrip¬ 
tion of this inslitution will be given later on. A small 
ho.spita1 in connection with the Jail at Sewar (now' the 
Central Prison, Bbaratpur) was opened in the year 1831! and

A small out-door dispensary culled the Agency Dispen¬ 
sary appears also to have been main tain ed at the Agency 
Surgeon's bungnlow till the alioiition of the latter appoint¬ 
ment in 1879, and the de|Mirture of Surgeon Spencer, 
f.M.S,; this has never been re-opened.

amount ot surgical work here at my inspection visits.^ 

Copalgarh.—Ill the early part of the year 1361} in the 
time of Alajor Bouvei ie, wheu Assistant Surgeon Bhola 
Nath Dasg was also made tutor to His llighness the young 
Maharajah, and Dr. Stewart held tlie appointment of Agency 
Surgeon, a dispeusury was opened at Gopalgarh, In the 
middle of the year 18G1, Dr. Stewart died, and Assistant 
Surgeon Jihola'Nath Dass held temporary charge for a few 
months till Dr. Mott's arrival ai Agency Surgeon. This 
dispensary w as, how ever, transferred to Nagar in 189D, when 
the Tehsil wag removed to thu latter place on completion of 
the new Settlement,

Bharatpur Female Hospital—Ou the 7th October 
1894 thi.s hospital was opened by H. H. the Maji Salviha 
(grandmother of the present Chief) and named after 
herself, winch, until its affiliation bj the Victoria Hospital 
used to be known as tlm Maji Sahiba Darya Kuar's 
Pemale Hospital. It is connected with the Dufferm 
Association, and has a competent Female Hospital Assis¬ 
tant in charge. Its chief work is amongst the pardah- 
na.diin women of the city, and affords extensive medical 
relief to a class of patients which cannot be got at by tVie 
ordinary out-patient depivrtmout of a general hospital. 
This hospital was first located in a large building in 
the very heart of the city, svith a se]karate establish¬ 
ment, Ac, In the year 1899, iiowever, on comple¬ 
tion of the Victoria Hospital, appropriate quartoi^ wore 
allotted to it in connection with the above institution, to 
which for admbistrative reasons it was transferred, and 
where it now continues to work ou the same lines. A 
class for instruction of dbais (native midwivesj in elemen¬ 
tary obstetrics has recently been started under my direc- 
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tion In connection with this hospitnh and w held twice

gjmitary WhV-s which formerly existed there to the 
detriment of the public health. The close proximity of 
the hospital buildings to the mass of water contained m the 
Moat may at first sight be considered to he prejudicial on 
account of damp,&c. this, however, has boon allowed for, and 
any such completely mitigated by the insertion of a ;Mump 
course" into every fouiidation wall in the several buildings 

ivlth most gratifying results. i- i . ■ 

The buildings themselves are of exceedingly haiidsonio 
design conatruAed of stone of differcut qualitiea obtained 
from iiuarries in the State, tlie plans being made originally 
by Colonel Sir Swinton Jacob of Jaipur. There is a central 
block entirely utilized and constructed for admi'nvstrative 
purposes, possessing, besides a male and female dispensary 
with attached dressers rooms, offices and laboratory for the 
Agency Surgeon, consulting and waiting rooms, a mediciil 
store, operation room with storiUzing and instrument 
rooms attached, with a lavatory ; also an X-ray laboratory 
with all the necessary appllancos and tlie apparatus for work- 
intr the Finsen light treatment, and a dark room for eye, 
tliroat and nose examinations, <kc. 

Underneath this building is an extensive system of go- 
downs, practically damp-proof, and which provides useful stor- 
a<'^e room for perishable articles j there is also n soda water 
factory situated in them and an ice room. The cfiuipment 
of this block, though tiecessavily a slow proce.-ss for Hnaneial 
reasons, has been a labour of love to me, and earned on over a 
period of some years, till now it can boast of being practically 
up-to-date, in being possessed of all the most necessary and 
modern appliances for the treatment of sudering humanity 
on the latest European principles, and has in consequence 
been productive of relieving much Buffering, patien ts coming 
from long distauces to avail themselves of X-ray and 
Finswi-light treatment, for wdiivli a complete inHtallution 
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cs^ists, and wliudi hits afl'urdiid me persiuially, not only great 
pleasure, 1)Ut iiniuy pleasiint hours to think out, have 
o<instructeJ, aisJ finally to fix up. Judning by the number of 
dlstiiigiiislied visitors, both professional iitd non-professional 
who liave frotii time to time visited this institution, its fame 
lias spread far, and brought great keudos to the State, and 
though it has beyti a great undertaking, watching and looking 
after its progress from the first foundation onwards, the 
results, liow'ever, have tjulte lepsdd me. 

Tlie opei'ating room in this building is situated on the 
north side, is replete with almost every modern device to 
render Eiiropeuii surgei'y suocessful and mluimise pain and 
Buffering to rho sick, is supplied with water, Imt and cold, 
with Iri’igatfirs capable of use at any iiioiiient in any position, 
with srerllijiers for instruments, also electric light and all 
the usual glass and uietal aseptic furniture usually found in 
European operating thsfitres, but at the aaiiie time nothing 
extravagant or unnecessary. The X-ray laboratory con- 
tuinw all the necessary switch-hoards for working not only 
Roentgen rjiys, bat also the F Insen light, as well as gal van o- 
eauteries, surgical lights, motors, eeisiuotherapy, Ac., wuth 
a coiititiiious current direct from a small shuntwouTid dy¬ 
namo wliich I have fixed up, and whidi latter is work- in 
connection with a steam engine utilised by the F, vv. D. for 
pumping water into the puhlic gadens some distance away, 
so that all such work carried on in the hospital is without 
aiiv additional expense to the State 1 In ^e consulting 
room also exists a switch-board for utilmng the current for 
galvanisiu, faradtsui, electrolysis, Ac., which is a most use¬ 
ful and ine.xpeusive apparatus (or the apj)lication ol electro¬ 
therapeutics generally. Tliere exist in the groun s 
oIobbU- four TiBnUspnie stone buildings of siniilnr pattern, 
in the way of general, nieiHca! and surgiea male 
block of eye w^rds, and a cottage hospital block.

By reason of extended tours in the cold weather by tlie 
Agency hsurgeon through the district in tile States ruf this 
Agency {in fact already at my visits to the ntlior States), 
1 have liad the opportunity of performing surgical opera¬ 
tions at the places 1 viait. The nunihere attending on these 
occasions I have no doubt will inaterlclly increase as the 
visits of the Agency Surgeon become known. The chief 
blame foi- the state of things esisting lay with the medical 
subordinates of the State, who had hitlierto displayed an 
utter want of interest in their work. Most of them, when 
I began the task of re-organ iisat ion, were uni| call tied and 
often riuaeks, so that they usually dispensed treii-tment with 
native tlrugs, and were utterly ignorant of Hiiylhing Euro¬ 
pean, so much so that the latter methods of treatment were 
pT'actically little utilized, and as a natural consequence fell 
into disrepute. All these unqualified men have now been 
roplMoeil bv well-trained men fi'oni Medical Sch tails, the best 
of whom liave been taken on to the Government list, and a 
gi'eat improvement in the out-patient attendance is already 
miiiarent, which, as time goes on, must tend to iiopulatiac 
European treatment. 

Bhiri-atpiir unfortunately is placed directly between and 
clojjc to three very old-est-ablished centres of European medi¬ 
cal relief, e.i/., Muttra to the nortli, Agra to the east, and 
Jaipur to the w’est, so that competitirni is great<, otherwise 1 
feel sure more surgical work would become aa liable at oace 
here ; owing, however, to the bad climate of tire place the 
}>opulati^>n is more or. less stationary and in fact decreasing,

largest nuinW oomirring m the years 1894 and 1808. beint>- 
respectively 137 and 185. lu the year 1897. the yca*r 
in which the re-organization of the Vaceiimtion Departinent 
of the State was undertaken by Captain (nuw Major) H. 
E. Dnike-Brocktnaii, the oHi(*r on speeial duty in this State 
with H. H. the Mahanijah, it will be uoticed that few, if 
any, cases were reporled. This prominent fact nmst 
he directly attribxitiiWe to the above re-organiziition of 
the department, as it was foliow'ed the next year {1898} by 
a still stnaller mortality, which has remained more or less 
at a low figura ever since. It was ascertained, moreover 
that the cases which were reported on these occasions 
occurred in non-vaccinated childi'cn, most of whom had 
been Inijiortcd from other places, in i>rder, evidently, to evade 
vucemation. The n-gistration of the occurrence "of all epi¬ 
demic disease is very' well carried out in the city of Bharat- 
pur, HI that, there is a very efHcieut system of tiotification of 
diseases 111 vogue under the immediate* control of the Sanitary 
Bofird at that place. Each occurrence of such is at once 
verified by aMetlical suboixiinate eapecially detailed for the 
purpose, so that witEiin an hour of sucJi tXfcntTence, notice of 
It IS brought to not only the Assistant Health Oflictr but 
also to the J 'resident id'iheSanitary Board. There is no doubt 
that this early notification of occurrence of lufcetlotw 
disease ts a very ini porta nt sanitniy preenution in tliP in 
terests of the public lu-altli, eepecinliy in crowded aren^ m i 
one which eliould prevail in every* .Municipality or body 
nlltch ft>ntr*>l» meiMureft for tll, niainUtmnve cf tl,. u,jU|:t 
Ucdtl. .» any «„y, I have verj- guoii reason to belinv'

tioti and consequent isolation and treattuent of hucIi eases 
occurring, tiiereby allowing of early tracing out of the 
causes, &c., wltioh have ltd to the outbreak, and enabling 
sanitary precautions to be taken at once for the etiieieut 
prevention and spread of disease, 

CholcrE-—In tlie year 1392, a very severe epideiiiie of this 
disease showed itself in the cltv of Hhaititpur, lasting over 
the montlis of April, May anJ June ending, as is often the 
case, with the advent of the monsoon ; this appears to have 
been part anti parcel of a general epidemic of the same 
disease which raged throughout the State during the 
greater part of that year, as will he seen fWm the table 
appended, amounting in a total morrallty for tliiit year of 
1,599, The greatest number of deaths seem to have occurred 
during the months of April, May and June, being coiiicU 
dent with the period at which the greatest mortality 
occurred in the city of Bharatpur. Again in the year 139“ 
the city seems to have been visited by a severe epidemic 
of tbe same disease, ri'sulting in 157 deaths: in the same 
year cholera in epideinie form prevniled timjughout the 
State, comraenciog in April and lasting on till November, 
spreading over a period of seven months and resulting in a 
total recordetl mortality of 340. The years l89lB and 1899 
seem to liaveboen remarkable by the absence of a single case, 
to which I cannot help attributing as on explanation the 
exertions of the Satiltary Board which was instituted the 
year before, and by whose energy* great strides \yere made 
in the sanitation of the city In the way of salcguarding 
the water supply and in many other ways, aided by constant 
analysis of the water used for drinking purposes, and diS’^ 
infection of wells when necessary. As regards tlie city ot 
Bharat pur, where the wuter supply is obUrined trooi wells, 
great advantage has resulted by having all the wells with 
tlie most poiable water covererl in with platforms and 
supplying them w'ith pumps, wliicli prevents that uiost in¬ 
sanitary and objectionable practice of lowering private uten¬ 
sils into and fouling the water of wells, a custom whicli 
I fear, has a great deal to do with the sjiread ot Cholora 
in this country. I think a great deal of good lias I'esultcd 
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In this by teaching the people tlie evil iresults of 

such prooeedioL'S oii tlieii- pirt, by tlie circulation of saui- 
tary piniplilcts on the ijuestioii, which I luive written ex¬ 
pressly tbr the benetit of tlic rural ixipulatioii of this State, 
.riie little book has been translate<l itito both bliiuli ami 
Urdu, and a copy circulated to the Luiuberdarof each village 
throughout the State. ** 

It will be noted that the advent of chnleru into this 
State has been, as is the case usually elsewhere, synchron¬ 
ous with that of' tlie hot weather, and its prevalence is 
coiTip;itible with the presence of the greatest atinospiifrio 
heat, which occurs usually fTOm April to July, in which 
mouths about 80 per cent, of the toinl mortality from this 
disease usually has occutred, the cold weather months being 
noticeable for their alniust entire freedom from it. 

This disease, being in almost every cris>e nsiially trace¬ 
able to the pollution of food or drink supply, is a distinctly 
preventable one, and one which is and can be made direct¬ 
ly subservient to sanitary measures, irprtiperly a|iplieci, to 
its ultimate abolition from our midst; we may thvti look 
forward with coriHdetioe at sorae future date, when by the aid 
tjf education the people may come to see, that “ cieiinliness 
U next to godlinei^," and carry out its precepts to the letter 
in their everyday life ; until, however, the powerful civiliKing 
factor of etlucation (by whose aid only the elements of sanita¬ 
tion can he ditfussd amongst the p.^ople) is more goneraMy 
introduced and brought within the reach of the rural 
population, I fear we can expect very little initiative in this 
matter to be shown on tlie part of the bulk of the popula¬ 
tion, who in anme parts at any rate look upon any saiutarv 
measures a.s the grossest interference with their caste and 
religious prejudices, and accordingly offer resistance to such, 
Ixttli in a passive as well as, unfortunately, sometimes in an 
active manner I 

Altogether during the eight years under review the 
mm Ulity from Cholera amounted to 701 deaths in thJoitv 
of Bluiratpur, and that for tho whole State 3 , 2 (j 5 , ^ 

^ Malaria.— The moj-tallty from fevers of malarial origin 
IS and hj»a beyn very high in this State, moie esiiPci^lv 
ao m the City of Bharntpur, winch latter, fiSnm \u 
unfurtimate situation from a sanitary point of view *iu 
great mea-ure accounts for such, in'timt it is siUiated 
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iij If.iwlying ground, to whifih gniviLite all tlie Hood watprfl 
of tiiG liver ijangaugii, whioh till quite lately wei'e allowed 
to come in lar^e voUitiie nml inundata tlie surrounding 
country for miles about Blinrtitpur, Tiie site for tlie city 
was doubtless selected originally tor stnitegie rensons, iu 
order to collect water to till the Fort Moat as well hs the 
earthwork-*' ditch around the city. This causes waterlog¬ 
ging of the soil to aucli an extent as to render any drainage 
ior its remedy almost useless; still, as regards surface drain¬ 
age, a great deal has hetn accorri[dished, resulting in 
marked heuetit to the public henlth, and, by the gradual 
tilling up of luw-lying and othevw'lse insanitary sites (thereby 
doing away with facilities for the breeding of Culicidfe,) has 
resuked in a diminution of iimlaria. Owing, however, to 
local eircumstances, I fear little more can be done witliont 
actually removing the city to a liealthcir and more sanitary 
site, which of course is impossible. In the year IbOO, after 
the tanilne, which was tbllnwed by an unusually heavy 
rainfall, there was a marked increase of malarial fevers all 
over the province, resulting in an appalling mortality never 
equalled, which has decimated the population. The eeverity 
of the type of fever, no doubt aided materially by the 
devitaliKlng effects of the pievious srarcity, accounted for 
the havoc that ibllow'cd in tbe autumn ruoutbs of that year, 
regarding which a special ivport was preparenl and eubniit- 
ted liy the Agency Surgeon for the information of tlie 
Jjocal Government, thougli this State, as a matter of fact, 
Kuttered least of any almost in Kojputana, doubtless owing 
to the fact that scarcity and famine were not so evident as 
in the other [larts of Rajputana. Ihe extent ot the ravages 
committed by this scourge on the population of t lie city of 
Bharatpur almost yearly during the autumn months may 
be gauged on reference to the appended table, w-hich gives 
the total number of deaths from this diniease alone for the 
last eight years to be 7,741); this number forms about 40 per 
cent, of the total mortality from ull causes, and by no means 
indicates the tiiorni(Ui9 amount of suffering which it entails, 
the number of seixuresfar eclipsing that percentage; in met 
I have known in my own experience that few, if any, iuhabit- 
nnts escape attacks of fever of this origin dutitig thiaj^nofl, 
which must inevitably have a most deteriorating enect oti 
the public health of this place ami its residents. Ihe fever 
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y)rova!ent here during tlieao nioiitlus «s of a rery virulent 
type SOI lie til lies, ussoeiated witU r&pid and early eugorge- 
iiient ot the lungs and usually resulting in speedy death. 
To give some idea of the suffering entailed, the returns 
oftliedispensaries in the eity for the years 1900 and lOOa 
show the total number ol patients treated under this iiead to 
be respectively 4,562 and 9,132 for the autumn months, mak¬ 
ing about 33 and 58 per cent of the total number of the 
{Nitients treated for all diseases during this period. The total 
iiutnher of patients treated under this head ia the whole Stiite 
for siinilar periods in 1900 and 1902 respectively, amounted 
to the large number of 4,220 and 32,969. Further reiuarka 
regarding the measures which have been adopted in order 
to cope with tills acourage in the light of recent science will 
be found under the section Sanitation. 1 have, howevtr, ayi- 
pended tubles hereto showing tlie aliove facts, which will also 
serve to illustrate the havoc played by this scourge, malaria, 
upon not only the population of the city of Bharatpur, 
where it h most snarked, but generally uj>on that of the 
IVhole State. The returns appended are fairly accurate, as 
all the Medical subordiimtes m elmrgo of the several insti¬ 
tutions in the Stats have been trained to thoroughly rucog- 
uiac malaria in all its aspects, clinically as ivell as microsco¬ 
pically.

In the year 1853 the late Maharajah Jaswant Singh waa 
vaccinated" together with a few other children by Dr. 
ilurray, the Civil Surgeon of Agra at the time. After 
this a" few cases svere operated upon yearly, hut nu sys¬ 
tematic attempts to introduce vaccination into this State 
appear to have been made till tlie year 1861. 

Previous to this period two or three vaccinators t-aine 
from tiuiB to time t<> perform operation-i. hut tliey were not 
under the control of the Agency Surgeon. Attempts to 
introduce the practice into thie State set-iii to have l>een 
niEuie by Dr. Stewart, but it was not till the year 186 I, 
when Dr. Mott W'as Agency Surgeon, that any serious 
ettbrt was made in this direction, and one may say that the 
real introduction of vaccination into the State dates from 
that time. 

During the cold season of 1861, Dr. Mott applied for 
and obtained the services of two vaccinators from Dr, 
Christison (the then Superintendent of Vaccination of the 
Agia Division). These men worked under Dr, Mott’s 
direction, but their work was also supervised by Dr. 
Christ!son, w'ho himself visited the district for this purpose, 
and the results of their labours are reported as “ very suc¬ 
cessful ” hy that officer, to whom all their returns appear 
to have been sent in, and by whom they were included in 
the returns for his own district. During that season 3,780 
cases were operated upon, of w'hich 1,765 were reported as 
“successful," shoW'ing a percentage of 63'49. Durhag the 
next season a system of working through native doctors 
was initiated, the not results of which period, as shown fay 
records at hand, give a total of 7,907 cases, of which 6,67*9 
are returned as “ successful," with a percentage of 78 I 4. 
It doea not appear from the records available whether 
cases performed by the Agra vacciimtors ore included in 
this total For the next tw'O seasons ihe same dual system 
appears to have prevailed, vaccinators bein-if borrowcfi from 
the Agra Division, and their returns being included in those 
of the N.-W. P., leading to some confusion in the State 
records ; for instance in the season 1863-64 the Agm re¬ 
turns sliow that 3,404 operations were perfnrmetl in Bharat- 
pur territory, 2,595 or 7U'23 per cent, of which seem to liave 
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been “successful,'' while the Bhiuatpur returnsshmv a total 
t.f 10,212 with or 78 4»i per cent, as successful cases I 

There Is »ond reason to inter that the cases recorded hy 
tlie Agr& vaccinatois are included in the Bharatpitr re- 
turns tor both the seasons referred to, as on tlie fortna- 
tioii of the Agra and Meerut Vaccination Circles on 
November 1st 1864, all connection between the superin¬ 
tendents of that circle, and vaccination operations in this 
State appear to have ceased, as tliere is no hirther Record, 
of any such cases in subsequent reports which area vii liable. 
Dniin<^ the season 1864-1865 vaccinations were perlormed 
by native doctors and compounders detailed for the pur¬ 
pose, there being no special vaccinatois. _ 

On his arrival ns Agency Surgeon Dr. Harvey (late 
D.LG., lAI.S.) condemned the prevailing system ot re¬ 
moving the scabs from the arms of the vaccimit^ m order to 
jud-e of the vaccinator's work {a practice winch seems to 
have been in vogue at the timej, for fretiuently as a direct 
result of this proceeding, a small portion of tender 
was removed with thein, resulting in an nicer exposed 
septic infection of all kinds. 

As would be expected, vaccination operations met w ith 
great opposition on their initiation, "V 

the bcimtits conferred by such havegmdua ly become to bt 
appreciated by them, so much so that at the present t ^ 
little or no pi-ejudice exists either among urban oi ruial 

toil" th, 

of vaccinators, of whom there are ntteeii . 
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Tn addition to these, in order to etihaiioe vaccination 
operations, all medwal subordinatea in charge of mofugsil 
dispensaries have orders to, when opportunity atfords, 
vaccinate children at their dispensaries, as well as to 
inspect vaccination operations within a mdius of two miles 
from their respective head-quarters; thlsarrMi'eTnexit has Itad 
a good effect not only in considerably iiicreasiu>' actual 
vtiecination work amongst tlie people, but it has had the 
ftdtlitional advantage of preventing any harshness on the 
part of vaccinators, whose w'ork is thereby more efficiently 
supervised, and in cases where objections have been raised 
against the operation they have, with tact on the part of the 
medical subordinate, ttsually speedily disappeared, 

A reference to the tables appended will at once show 
the marked increase of vaccination from every point of view, 
as soon as efficient supervision w'as exercised by a commis¬ 
sioned Medical Officer since the year 1890, and the rapid 
growth of the department and extension of its work under 
such isgime. Since the appointment ol a fiennanent Agency 
Surgeon in the State and his proceeding ou tour through 
the State, vaccination operations have extended ao rapidly 
that considering the staff and size of this State it has risen 
to the Krst rank in this respect emoiiHStall the other States 
in Hajputana, as a reference to the report of the Adminis¬ 
trative Medical Officer ’will show. 
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Rl'les for Glidance ok Subordisatks or the Vaccination 
Department, in the Kastern Kajpciana States, 


1. Each Vaccinator will bo provided with api iiited list 
of villages in his ilaka, together with a map in the verna¬ 
cular showing such, wliieh he is to use and w'ill be held re¬ 
sponsible for. Tlie Agency Surgeon will, while on tour, 
expect to find the above in fKisseaslon of each subordinate, 
if he finds anyone of them without the above, the offender 
will be severely punished. 

2. The tnap is intended to serve as a guide to them in 

dtnng their work systematically, that is to ^y, beginning 
at one end of thcir’iVoia and vaccinating children of villa¬ 
ges tliorc instead of as hitherto, when there has been no 
method prevailing in their tours, and resulting in great 
waste of time and hindrance to their work. The Native 
Superintendent of Vaccination ot each State will be held 
responsible that each man uses and understands these inapa 
in his possession, and in the event of transfer lo another 
sphere of w ork, be w ill see that these lists and maps are 
duly handed over by Vaccinators on transfer to the reliev¬ 
ing subordinate, i^veb year a report must be aeiit hy^the 
Native Superintendent to the effect that ho has examined 
these maps and village lists, that they arc in the possession 
of Olich V^ciimtor and in good corKlition, report ^fbould 

be sent to the Agency Surgeon’s office both at tlia Cfim- 
fnencement of operations on October lat as well as at their 
termination on April 1st, in order that othe^ may be sup¬ 
plied in the event of damage or other necessity. 

3. The Native Superintendent will see tliat eacii V ac¬ 
cinator has his registers witli him at the time of inspection 
of any vaccinated cliildren. dviring the tours of the Agency 
Surgeon in the cold weatlier, sii as to have them haiid\ if 
the Agency Sur^mon wishes to refer to them ; any disobedi¬ 
ence of this order on the part oi either Native Superinten¬ 
dent or Vaccinators will l>e severely punished. 

4. Eiwh \'accinator should provide himaelf with a 
bottle of ™,i-c carbtvlic from the nearest branch dispensary 

within hi& iUtka. The Native Superintendent ot Vaccinatuin 

will he held responsible that each man is in possession of 
this as well ns a clean towel during the working season : any 
diyciliedience of this order will meet ivitli severe pumshiiient.

5. It is the duty of all vaceiimtors to use eveiy endea¬ 
vour to persuade sick and tiffllkted people in villages whieli 
they visit, to eoiiio for medical or surgical relief to the In ad- 
quarter medioal iiistitutians of the State in wliicli they are 
serving, and they should not Pike this opportunity of ex¬ 
tracting money or threateiiiug village folk in any way ; such 
action on their part will not only tttd- ft'rm, them, hut the 
department in which they are sej ving, Any casea of such 
which come to the notice of the Agency Surgeon during 
his tours, which may be proved to he true on enquiry, will 
be very severely dealt with departiiientally.

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SANITATION. 


Till quite recently little or tiotbin^? in tliia matter was 
done, and even nnw as regards some of the larger towns m 
the State tsanitary measures are conapicuons by tJicir 
absence, and I fear that until education has been more 
difliised amongat the people as a whole, we cannot expect 
much improvement in this line. 


In 1869 Surgeon Harvey (the late Sur^on-Genoral K. 
Harvey M.D., C.B., D.S.O., Director General of the 
liidW Medical Service), the Agency Surgeon at the time 
wrote ; “With the exception ofBharatpur itself, the aamtary 
condition of the large towns and of the district gene rally, m 
one which usually obtains in India, m places where hygienic 
measures have never been earned out There is the usual 
crowding together of houses regardless of ventilation m 
the villaffes, the same collections of decaying rubbiBh, the 
same carelessness as to the purity of th® water, the eamo 
mangy pariahs and fsecal-eating pigs. With one or two 
marked exceptions the above remarks I /o say. 

inmost instonoes as trne to-day as they m 

especially as regards village sanitation, where, I little 
improvement can be looked for until education bim Ue i 
spread amongst the rural population, and this SUte, 1 
regret to note, is most backward m this respect (vide

which had then just been cDtistituted for the city of Bharat- 
T)U rV nn dcireula ted am ongst th e v i1 1 ages t hronghout the State, 
throu di the agency of the official.^ of the Revenue, 
and Vaccination Departments, by whom the lumljardar of 
each village was furnished with a copy. It treated of the 
importance of safe-guarding the water supply ^fa vd ago, 
vaSiiHtion of all newly-born children, and contained a 
simple description of the agencies by which disease is 
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Spread in liidm, and tlie measures necessary to prevent 
such, the pamphlet bein^ written in the most simple and 
popular language in both Urdu and Hindi. 

The staff of the Vaccination Department during their 
work in the cold weather months, also take the opportunity 
of instructing ignorant villagers regarding such matters. 
From personal observation, 1 arn sure that a change in this 
respect is apparent, and the eyes of the people are gradually 
being opened as to the necessity for exertion on their jwii t 
ill tliifi most important matter, and I feel sure that this is 
the only agency by which any appreciable change can ever 
be effected, and is worthy, f think, of imitation in other 
districts. 

\Vat4r Supply .—The water supply of the city of Hharat- 
pur is and has always been a source of anxiety to the 
P. W. IX and to the MetUcal Department of the Stale, as 
it solely practically depends upon the flood waters of ihe 
Bangniiga River, the water of which is stored up in the 
Ajaii Bund for irrigation purposes, only so much ofit os is 
necessary being allowed to pass through Kevlodeo, 
into the Atal Bund for the flilmg of the Fort Moat, wo. the 
Kunj Behari Afori, in order to keep up the water level in ihe 
wells of the city during the hob months. As long ago as 
Dr, Harvey remarked regarding the water supply of Bhiirai' 
pur, that it is chiefly from wells, and In ^ome places from 
tanks; from superficinfexamjnation, I should say, that almost 
all the w'nter used for drinking purfioses is highly charged 
with various salts, chiefly comiiion salt. The well water is 
generally brackish, and often so salty as to be utterly unfit 
for drinking.*’ 

Ill some districts of the State wliere the ground is free 
from saline impitguatitin the water is potable, but in the 
majority of places the wells all contain brackish water, even 
ill the city of Bharatpur, where there is large suction 
underground of pure rain Avater from the Fort Moat, and tlie 
Avater in the wells becomes contaminated and highly chai'ftd 
with jialine as Avell as organic matter in its percolation 
tlirough the soil. As reuardi the city of Bliai'atpur the wells 
containing the sweetest Av a ter are to be found, as one would 
have expected, in the immediate vicinity of the Fort Moat, 
but even there chemical analysis shows it to be charged u iili, 
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iTi Slim? oasfts, such a lai'gei RiTiciuut of urganio luattcr 
to render it [)rfihibitivc for drinking |mrjJose3. 

During niy tenurtt as President of tJie Sanitary lioard 
(recently constituted Into a Municipality), I have had 
regular periodical analyses ot the water of all the import* 
ant wells in the city made and kept for reference in 
my laboratory, in the ictoria Hospital, from which it 
Would appear that by far ilie purest and most pntahle 
Water from a chemical stand point is to be found ^in the 
jlospital well, in tlie imperial Service Infantry lines at 
Xhimjoli. By far the majority of the wells in the city 
contain water unfit tor human consumption, certainly noi^ 
cliBinioally and bacteriologically far below ihe atatidard. 
it IS so higbly charged witli orgauic matter as to render it 
Unfit, and in some cases actual fajoai and urinary contami¬ 
nation have been found by me, bacteriological eJtatiLinafion 
reveriling count!ess myriads of bacteria, the majority of 
W'hich, though harnileHS in thsnieelves, tend to sliou the 
etmrmouB extent of organic pollution that must exist I 
There is no doubt that the Impurity and scantiness of the 
water supplv id the city of Bharatpur has a veiy direct 
baneful effek upon the public health, and renders the 
mortality high: this latter is mriteriiilly eniianced by the 
enornioua facilities for the breeding of Anopheles, 
shape of depressions and excavations in the ground whicli 
exist at every turn, in such quantities within city limits as tf» 
almost render any measures for their remedy impractic¬ 
able As regards this moat Important matter of the dis¬ 
semination of malaria, the environs of the city have been 
recently extensively drained, and this h^ mitigated, in a 
great measure, this scourge ; regarding this point, however. 
I shall have a word more to say later on. It jhi contem¬ 
plated, provided that the funds are forthcomiriff. to try and 
arrange for a supply of pure water to the city of Bharatpur. 
and with that idea in view it has been suggesTeil to bring 
in the water from the B.ireta Bund, at a distance of 25 miles 
,■1 wav in the Biana Teheil, by pipes, ami pasathe water tlirougb 
filter beds, ultinuitely supplying the city by hydrants at 
suitable spots. I have made an official note regar itig is 
iiicat urgent need, and trust that the sebeme may nsaume 
definite shape in the not distant future. An analysis of

done till 1 xiras asked to take over ciiarg'e and tliovoagliily 
re-organize it; tills was in the 3 'ear 10^7. A new J-toard 
was then constituted, uiion which influential residents in 
the city were asked to sit as merribers, in order to enlist 
tJie aymywithy of the local folk. The Board’s wcfrk In- 
creaae^ by leaps and bounds, and from that^ time it 
has continued to do excellent work for the public health. 
It has been instrumental In clearing tip many insanitary 
sites, filling up uneven ground ivhich afforded any chance 
of Anopheles breeding, protecting the water supply in the 
w*ay of eovering in wells whose water is fit to urinh and 
whose supply is likely to bescoms contandnated by the pass- 
in‘«'down of private utensils, leather buckets, Ac.? to prevent 
tine also Imnd-pumpis have been fixed upon miistmry plat¬ 
forms, the welts being provided, with trap-doors to allow of 
cleansing w'hen nccaasjiry, and moreover these wolls have 
been provided with circular drains eoramunicating with 
some other ehannol by which all the aullage water Tnay be 
carried off and prevent accumulattons likely to provide breed- 
inggrounds for mosquitoes. This is a most important sanitary 
measure which should alw'ays be provided in places where 
there is a pipe-Water supply by hydrants, a sanitary pre¬ 
caution which has been found to be so w'anting in some of 
our large towns as Agra, &c,, where the mortality has not 
shown any signs of diiulniBhing, w ith reference to fevers, 
since the introduction of a pipe supply owing to this one 
defect, which doubtless provides for the BUstenance and pro¬ 
pagation of all kinds of mosquitoes throughout the year. 

Amongst other important measures carried out by the 
Sanitary Board since ite constltutinn may be mentioned 
the erection of latrines at suitable spots throughout the 
city, the cleansing and scavenging of all the roads within 
Municipal limits, the erection of vegetable marketfi and 
slaughter houses at suitable sites in the city, the construc¬ 
tion of a sanitary tramwaj' for the removal of excreta to a 
distance from the city* where all such is incinerated in kilns. 

Munidp&l Board.— Sanitary Board has recently 
been ainalgamated into a Municipality, lately constituted 
by order of the Durbar, at my recommendatlou, and consists 
of a Sanitary Sub Committee compoacd of six members and 
a Fresidcut*(who is a tiiiallfiod iiii^iJicnl graduate ami acts in 
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tho ca[JHuity of HoaRb Olliccrkt the city) who control 
liianagG all oiattcra l onnect^cl with the uaihUtioli, of tbe city 
rttid its environs, under the geiiersl directions! ol'iliis Boar(l. 
The city of Bbtiratpiif is uiifortuurvtely situnted, being dnwn 
in ti basin more or less, its ppsitii^n being doubt!pi’s selected 
years ago on account of strsitegic reasons: n more unfortunate 
selection from a sanitary point of view, could hardly bnvo 
l>ceu luiide, as all thri flood water fi^r inriles round during 
the luotutoon is likely to gravitate towards it. Many rKoa- 
Eures have been taken to prevent this occurring liy tlor 
State P. W, D. in consultation with «he Medicnl J>epuit- 
tiient, and with Uie most satisfactory rcsulta from every 
point of view. The city can, however, never be really a 
hcabby one for many reasons; first and forernust is the one 
above given, which of itself renders the soil water*logged 
during the greater part of the year, a fact which not only 
conduces to the incidence and prevalence of phthisU and 
respiratory diseases, rheumatism, Ac., but what is per Imps 
worse, owing to the large number of inud fiabite.tions which 
exists, and for which ground has hnti to he excavated in 
order to build them, allows of so many catch in ent areas 
for rain water during the monsoon which become practically 
Anopheles traps, and so we have a most extensive ever*pre¬ 
valent and immediate source of propagation and dissemina¬ 
tion of malaria amongst the residents of this city, and for 
whiclu I fear, it is almost impossible to effect a complete 
remedy by any prophylactic sanitary measures. The ques¬ 
tion of the diosemination of malaria and the manj^ facilities 
afiTorded locally for the propagatioji of the genus Anopheles, 
which is so intimately associated with that problem, is one of 
great interest to the city of Bharatpur, which, by reason of 
its unfortunate situation physically, enjoys an unenviable 
notoriety in the matter of prevalence of fevers of malarial 
origin, in that these latter cause tiiore than 40 per cent, of 
the animal mortality. With a view to mitigating this scourge 
for the last few'years, since the institutlm of a Sanitary 
Boai'd in the place, many inensurefi have been taken in order 
to prevent the soil lieing water-loggetl, and draining any 
low*-lying areas within or in close proximity to the citv": 
these have resulted in benefit to the public health in mariv 
ways. Still much remains tii l)e done, and more still remains 
regarding whiidi no meastires, howtiver drastie, would have 
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lury efi'ect, owin^ . i uiitor nxiftely los^'-lyisij^ sittmtiiPis 
ijf the city, su iKii^ i fenr ihe uni/ really feat^shle methipJ 
hy which tJiisi prubleni can be successfully tncklefJi it^hy hiciins 
fjf cinchonmtig iha entire uopiilation and (.L-struyiiirj the 
primaHly, aiilca and secomled where pusisiblc 
with other means ofextiiiL^iiJshin^ the Anopheles mos<|uiri>, 
such as drainaj^^o and filling up uf low-lyin^^landp and wJieie 
tills is not possiblCj by treating the water where these pests 
arc fijuiid to breed, by drugs, diBinroctants, keroshio oil, ko.^ 
liccording to cii-cuinstances. 

It is inosti ijn|Ksrtaut tint the geugraphie-il distribution 
i)f the various species of the genua Anojiheles be aacer taineil^ 
and is a work in which every medical man should be active¬ 
ly oiterestcd. I liave been niakiiig careful observations on 
this subject in iny ow n particnlar sphere of work, and have

that it may bc to avoiil the fierce hot west winds which 
bloM" during the greater part of the year, and that the w^cst 
side of the town is very bare and entirely devoid of slnule 
or vegetation, and further that all along Ihe east and south 
sides of the city outside the rampinrts are situated small 
hnMees coiisistiug of collections of mud-^vallcil ai d thntcli- 
rtiofod huts in close proKiuiity to Btagmint water during the 
greater part f>f the year, and inhnliitcd by clntmarsp sweepers, 
Ac., in the seclusion and darknei?s of ivhicli huts ilie adult in¬ 
sects of this species lie up iu safety during the hot dry iiionths, 
thus a vending the hot wiiuL, only to conic forth at the advfint 
of the rainy season for tiie purpose of l>rec(iing, the pi>ols 
for ivliich* as observation has shown, being found hi elr>se 
jnoxiinitv these (Iw el lings. 
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I have foumi tiuvin^ iiiy olwervutiijim that tliTSspBctca of 
tiiosquitoR alt]ir)i»t any colluctiou uf water for laying its 

eggs, and that no oolleetiuii of water is necessarily an unlikely 
place in which to find its ova, larvas or pupsc ; the tnost un¬ 
likely places often turn out to be the most fertile, and it is 
curioufi how often they will select pools of water which 
collect in the small exeavatiorts tiloug the public roads made 
by c<»oUc8, &c.» of the Public Works Department employed 
in the work of repairing roads in India, As far as my ex¬ 
perience goes in Bharatpur, such places, especially if adjacent 
to fields, hnve afforded certain finds for the larvas of this in¬ 
sect. IhavoWTitten very strongly to tlie authorities concern¬ 
ed, requesting thatsucli practice may be discontlTiucd as much 
as possible in future. The first appearance of the ova of thi.s 
insect in Bharatpur is iisuallv about the middle of August, 
from wliich I have successfully reared many adult insects, 
and identified in my laboratory as belonging to the species 
before incutioned. The several pools in which larvse, ifec,, 
were found were treated with kerosine oil as soon as the 
larvsB had reached to Nvithin a few hours of the pup^e stage 
(this I consider important in order to ensure hatching out 
of all the ova present and before appearance of pupie stage), 
and were in all cases destroyed in about five minuter, care 
being taken to see that a continuous film of the oil was kept 
up for three days afterwards or until the oil had evaporated. 
This method is open to a few objections, and having tried 
coal tar in one or two instances I am inclined to think that 
this article ans wers just as well, ifnotbetter, is much cheaper, 
ami can be used in much smalU-r quantities with nearly' equally 
beneficial eflect, and moreover docs not evaporate like kero- 
sine oil certainly does. By the above means many jwols 
have lieen treated in vrhich larvie, &c., of Anopheles have 
been found by me to exist, and I have been able to account 
for many crores of these pests, 1 trust with corresponding 
benefit to the residents of this unfortunately-placed and 
fever-stricken city. The institution of a pipe water supply 
as above mentioned wdll go far to solve this difficult i>ro- 
bleni, in that it will do away with the necessity for allowing 
the filling up of the Fort Moat, at present an urgent need 
ami necessary for kee])ing up the level ol’ tlie water in the 
wells of the city: it is a dangerous source of supply at the 
bcHt, but under pre.sent eircuinstaiices k the only feasible one 
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Tlic Board coiiijists at present of the follow- 

A President, wlio is a legally-qualified medical iiian and 
acts ill the capacity also of Health Officer, 

The present establishinent entertained by the Board 
to carry on the sanitary duties of the city consists 
of fSecretaiy (jiaid), English clerk, vernacular 
clerk, draftsnmti, hind" clerk, cashier, daftri. 
These coni])riso tlic office establish in cut. 

The estubiisluiiGiit for supervision of the sanitary 
Avork of the city is composed of one sanitary inspec¬ 
tor, one assistant Siinitary inspector, jeinadar 
peons, bliishties, one carpenter, one black- 

Hinith, and sweepers, 

The city is inai-ked oft' into districts for jjurpases of 
Siinitary administration, to which a Jemadar peon with so 
many peons ainl a sufficient number of sweepers is allotted, 
together with bhi.shties according to the dimensions and 
needs of the particulai' ward ; these are again under the 
general superintendciice of a in ember of the Municipal 
Board, under whose orders the above officials act, the Sani¬ 
tary Inspector ainl Ids assisbmt exercising* a genera! swper- 
vjsion over the whole lot; by this means responsibility 
is shared, and I feel sure gi'eater iudivitlual interest is taken 
ID his ihtka by each nieinher of the Board having his oivn 
ward to look after. 

The godowns of the Board are situated within the Fort 
to be in us central part as jiossible, where all the rubbish 
and conservaucy carts are stored, and where godowns for 
storage of disinfectants, &c., are located. 

Dig.-In the year IS 08, at my recommendation, a Sani¬ 
tary lioard was instituted at Dig on the same lines as at 
Bharatpiir, which consists of a Btiard composed of local re¬ 
sidents taking an Interest in the matter, and presided ov^er 
by the Telisildar of the district. Though at present in ite 
infancy a great deal of useful work has been done by this 
Board, and the town presents a very diftereiit appearance 
to what it did a short time ago. As this towm is fre¬ 
quented annually bj’ lakhs of pilgrims from all parts of the 
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country, it is flistinctJy advisable to hav6 an organization 
such as this, capable of coping with out breaks of epidemic 
disease in an independent, manner, and relying on its own 
resources. 
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Bjeths a^'d DEAxaa. 

The registration el' birtlis In the mofussil, like other 
vitjil statistics, is extremely faulty, and consequently very 
unreliable from any scientific staiidpoint. In the city of 
I^liaratpur, liowcver, supervisioti is e.'Eereise<l over it hy tlin 
Siinitnrv Board, wliich though far froni ijeing perfect is 
more or less reliable. Tables showing birth rate per inoiith 
ftir the last few years arc appended. It is interesting 
to note that the actual birth ratfi is greatest in the 
mouth of September, showing that conception takes place 
more frequently about the mouth of January. Tliis fact 
is what one would expoet, as the vitality of the people 
k pritbably greater in the middle of the cold weather, 
with attendant increase of sexual activity, together w'itli 
tlio fact that at such season, owing to the inclemency of the 
weather, as well as the fact that the bulk of the population 
owing to tbe cessation from harvesting opcratioiifl, &c., arc 
living together at their homes, so that greater opportuni¬ 
ties for cohabitation are afforded, with the result noted, A 
reference to the appended tables will show that the liononi-s 
are shareil by the autumn months of the year in this inatter. 
The birth rate of the city of Bharatpur Is, I regret to suv, 
not what it should be, though allowing for faulty registra¬ 
tion, for if compared w-ith the mortiility, it will be noted 
that the latter is usually at a higher rate per mille than the 
former, and this, from my intimate acquaintance and the 
knowledge of the place, I believe to be actually the case ! 
For this alarming stivtc of affaiis there are probably good 
reasons, foremost atnougst w hicli is the fact that a very 
lav'^e mortality occurs iiniiually during the latter end of 
car'll year from malarial fevers, which latter are directly 
attributeblc to UiQ lowdytng f-osltion of ihc city and iu 

onvironst BO much so that w hen i first came to\ho place 
they were inundated for miles, and remained su for manv 
months of the year, practically the whole of the cold wea¬ 
ther, ntfordiug endless facilities doubtless for the propaga¬ 
tion of Anopheles, with resultant disaemination of malarial 
fevers, most of which are ot a x ery severe type. During my 
residence here I have been able with the co-opemtion of 
the Public Works Department of the State to so arratit»e 
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by drainage and judicious treatment of tlie flood waters of 
the Baiu^angii (which were chiefly anawernbte for the cs- 
cessivc Inundation of the environs of the dry in furmer 
times) to iirevent this, so that little or no fltjoding now 
takes place, witli a marked beneticial eflect on The general 
health <if the population of the eil)^. A platiee at the 
table HjipeiKltd will help to thow the marked benetit 
wliidi has occurred to the public health siitce iho 
introduction of suitable and ffBcient drainag^e of water- 
log'^Gtl localities in the vicinity of the city, in that since 
tlie^ year ISihi, that in tthicli the Sanitary Board was 
instituted, the mortality from fevers, which are nearly all 
of malarial origin iu this city, inis markedly decreased, and 
this too notwithstanding the fact that the population of the 
city iroiii immigTatioii has increased greatly every year since 
then. 

2 fortatify.—Th^ registration of deaths like that of 
births in the districts of the State is extremely faulty, and 
mostly unreliable; the returns for the city of Bharatpur 
being" under the supervision of the Sanitaiy' Board are, 
however, fairly reliable, 

A reference to tho table appended Bhow*s forcibly what 
liiivoc makrlal fevers have played nmongat the population 
of the city of Bharatpur, the mortality under the head far 
out-biibinciiig the totals from all other causes put together! 
It will be noticed too on reference to the tables thnt by far 
the greater [lortion ol the general inoi tality takes ]>]acfl^ as 
one would expect at the latter end of the year, ahowdiig 
that the greater bulk of the people Puffer from malarial 
fevers during the autumn iiiimtiis and appear to surcumb 
to it a TJionth or two later, that is shout November.

Tho prefseiit -Tail at ]:Jluwii[)Uv, now known as the 
Central I'risoiu is said to Imve licon built some ttnie \yre~ 
vious to tho JIutiuy, about tlio year 1950 , ami was placed 
umler the charge of a Mr. Arthur Shai plcy. No retionls 
are ovaiUiblo si lowing what elianges took place after liis 
incuinliency, but it U apimrciit that the super]ntendenee 
has passeli through many hands at diftereut t imes. In 
1895 . when I came lirst to the State on special fluty witli 
its Chief, I rccfjllect the prison a dirty iii^iiitarplace, 
tlio outer enelopure ttf which was surrounded with dilapidated 
t7iUj>jX(rs iiife.sted with rats, barracks uver-erowdtxl witli 
prisoners, chiefly loug term anti liters, amongst whom 
thert! was not tho least I’estige of discipline, frequently 
show*!) by assaults; of a serious nature upon the ofliciak in 
charge. This state of idlitira went on till 1397 , w'hcn, upon 
the occasion of an official visit from the then Agent 
Govcriior-Genoral, Sir Robert Crosthwiute, who wna w 
displeased with tlie disgraceful state of iifiaivs then pre¬ 
vailing, into which I need not enter here, I was asked to 
ntilize any spare time I had to superintend and thoroughly 
rc-orgnnize the Prison. This matter I took in hand at once 
and after months of hard work and obstruction, both [massive 
and active, the prison was plactrfl upon line-s similar to those 
in vogue in British territory, anti lias Ijeen In consequence a 
credit to the State ever since, instond tif tlio reverse. As o ver- 
crowding w*aB serious aiul the iiuinber of conviets daily in- 
creasing, I rcco mm ended that the State Ghaoshaitts on the 
opposite side of the Hewar road, which hatl lately been vaca¬ 
ted, might with advantage bo converted into a subsidiary 
Jail, providing accom Inodation for factories, female w'aitl, 
■Tail hospital, lunatic asylum, and warders riuartei's, for which 
no provision existetl in tSie old Pinson across the road. 
The matter was taken in band by the Durliar an<l speedily 
accomplished, so that there is now ample accomiiioclation 
in this Prison; in order, however, to render tha site a 
sanitary one, 9 feet of earth had to be removed and com¬ 
pletely new soil substituted to that depth. A Printing 
Press in conuectiou with the Prison lias also been started, 
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wliLcli pays handsomely, atifl will iucTCH&o its profits consi- 
derablv on the iidvenD of a larger niui more iiiodern type 
»f macliiiio, wliidi will ijhortly he obtjiined from England. 
The fiu'tories startCf.l Jlls^) bring in considerable profit yeaily 
to (be State revenues, uml tlie Frisoii is now a jjaying 
c«*11 corn instead of as formerly a dead loss. Ihe esta_>lish- 
ment origiimlly luaiuturned for the ujikeep of this Fnaon 
was enormous, and there being a total absence ol discip¬ 
line ill any ibrin wit hi a its walls, rendered such perhaps 
iiecessarv ■ it amounted to considerably over one hmidred 
sepoys drawn from Kaj regiments! Upon my takni" over 
the re'Orgaiii»uti<ni, this imiiiber was at once reduced 
to 40, exclusivo of executive stafl*, jailor. Ac., winch, when 
thoroughlv drilled and taught their duties, 1 ioiiud to be 
aninle for the ivork, both tor night as well as day ii j in 
the Prison. The Pi'ison is now managed on hn^ exactly 
sirailar to those on which the Jails in the United Jh'onn- 
eos are run, and the Jail Matiual of tiiat pminnee is 
strictly adhered to here in the niamigemeiit of both Fnsons 
of this State.

In his Report ii>r 1895-116 the iJcAvau 
writes, ‘^Education is very nuiclr ncgleided and is conse* 
fjiioiitlv backward in the Statc.'^ Again in the Report for 
1895-97, lie writes, **TJiere seemed no [jroperly fixed stan¬ 
dard for the sclimi^b, and the m isters taught any book they 
liked, and have clas^ses in l aiiged according to their fancies/' 
To give an idea ns to the state of the teachers employed, 
the following remark niatlc liv the Dewan may be quoted: 
“ Of the ]\Iofrnssil School Teaehei'Sp I can safely say tliat 
many of them cannot write a c^iininon letter without hlun-

To eneciiirage eflucation among theKothrl BandThakurs, 
tlie Dewan awiirde<i from the State, Seliolarships of Ks. 5 
each to the Thakiir hoys who were willing to receive educa¬ 
tion in tho Sfwiar School. Eight such Seholarships are no 
given; schools are also started in villages for tho benefit ot 
the Thakurs in tlieir villages. In 1837 a gymnastic master 
was appointed to teach gymnastic excrcise.s to the hoys of 
tile Sadfir School, the staff of which appear to take great 
interest in the u-clfare i*f its hoys, who are encouraged to 
piny cricket and foottiall on the State Bccreafcioii Cluh 
ground recently made. Sturlents are sent up to compete 
at the Annual School Tournament at Ajmer. Drill is 
taught in many of the mofussil schools. 

Reermtion Chit,—A Cluh in order to encourage manly 
siwrts was sterted in 1838, at my suggestion, by the g^t 
on the part of His Highness the Maharaja Ram bmgh ot a 
cricket ground. Since then a ^i.avilion and racquet court 
have been hnilt and tennis courts and a footi^dl fid 
laid out. The Club receives financial supixirt from the 
State yearly, and is much pitroniaed and appreciated hv the 
people, who also contribute towards its maintenance, 
club as reginxis cricket has made a iianie tor i tselt in 
and can hold its own against most clubs, and has een le 
means of fostering friemlly intercourse amongst the inhabi¬ 
tants as well as contributing materjally towards their 
physical development and health. 


Kotki Kothi Khas is one of the four brauchea 

of the Shagird Pesha Department. Its functions are 
to look after the State guests and State property, t.e., 
palaces, bungalow's and furniture. To this end it keeps a 
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good number of menial servants, such as khansamas, cooks, 
kbidmatgars and fatrashes permanently employed. It 
keeps also a large stock of furniture and storey, &c,, for the 
supply of the various other departinenta of the State, and 
for the State officers going on tour in the district. 

The other three branches of the Shagird Peslia are the 
kabars, chaprasis and larraahkhaua. Kahars are water* 
bearers and ohaprasis do duty as office peons for all the 
State departments. 

The farrashkhaua contains a largo number of farraslies, 
and tents, &c., ready fur the use of State guests and 
State officials.

The services of Rai Sahib Gliatiiandi Lai, Comuiissfiriflt 
Transport Agent were lent to the State by the Government 
of India for the organization of the corps in Xoveinlier 
1899, and it is hoped that the corp will be complete by the 
end of the present year. Nearly 100 transport carts are 
employed daily on State work or duties which in time 
of peace save the State a gi*eat deal of expense and in time 
of war will afford valuable aid to the Im])eria| Governnient 
should necessity arise for their employment on Field Ser¬ 
vice. 

The corps is located at MandUoli, al>oiat 4 miles from 
Bharatpar, in the lines formerly used liy the Imperial Ser¬ 
vice Lancers. They are provided with workshops, ikc., and 
a regimental hospital replete w'itli e<|nipmeiit, which w’ould 
do credit to any British Corp.'s.

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IMPKKIAL SERVICE INFANTRY REGIMENT. 


Rrief Histort. 

Tills regiment wns first enlisted l>y Dhao Gulab Singh, 
the tlicn Mukhtyar of this State, during tho dark days of the 
I^Tutiny in the year 1857, with a view to increase the forces 
of the State in onier to protect Bliarotpur territory from 
the mntineers, being called the Maharaj Paltan, The 
com til and of the regiment has been liekl successively by 
Rakhslu Gangs Ram, Chowdry Gauga Rakhsh, Faujdur 
Mukand Singh, Pandit Xirta Kishen, Azim-ud-din Khan, 
Sardar Mukaiid Singh, and Sardar Giidar Singh Balladur, 
which latter is the present Commanding Officer. 

ToM-ards the close of the year 1883, 800 sepoys were 
selected from this and other Raj regiments by Captain 
E. A. Kettlewell, the officer nominated by Government for 
the purpose, and formed into a regiment for Imperial 
service, the pay of the sepoy being raised to Rs, 7 per men¬ 
sem, Captain Kettlewell was then appointed by Govern- 
tueiit as Inspecting Officer, ami the whole regiment was 
armed with the Snider rifle from the Allahabad Arsenal; 
these were, in 1894, replaced hy the Martini Henry rifle 
supplied by order of Government. 

The regiment was reduced from 8 to G Companies after 
the death of the late Maharaja Jaswant Singh, which took 
place in December 1393, and is now eonstituled as follows: —

GEOGRAPHY; 

1 . Tlie Dhoipur State is an irregular wcds'c^shaped 
territory, situated between 2G' 22' and 2C* 57' Xorfcli Lati¬ 
tude and 77* 26' and 78' 19' East Longitude; it is bounded 
on the north by the Britisli District of Agra, on the east 
and south by Gwalior, on the west by Karauii, Bharatpur 
and the outlying Pergutmah Klieragarh of Agra. Tlie 
Chainhal River forms the southern boundary along its 
whole length. The greatest length of the State is 76 miles 
from east to west, ix., from the Agra to tl>e Karault borders; 
its greatest breadth is 30 miles from north to soutli, or froiu 
the Agra Iwundaiy to the Chaiubal. Its superUcial area 
is 1,193 square miles. 

2, Physical Features^ — Rising from the allnvial plain 
near the town of Dhoipur, wlucli is about 300 feet above 
mean sea level, a range of hills runs w'estwaid pa. el to, 
and from 3 to 5 miles distant from the River Cha,nbal, 
meeting another range w'hich passes along the western 
border ; between these ranges there are many spurs amt 
isolated groups of hills. 

The formation of the rock, w'hich dates from the pre- 
Cainbrian Geological Era, is sedirnentHry red and white 
simdstoiie, in some places herd mid CT}'stalline, in others 
soft and la minuted (these latter make an excellent stone 
for building and decorative purposes), overlying and inter¬ 
spersed with shales of the same jieriod. Tiio higficst {joint 
of the range, within the bordem of the State, is 1,07a feet 
above mean sea level. 

Another feature of the State Is the vast numW of 
ravines due to the friable nature of the alluvial portion of 
tlie soil, the depth of the river beds below the natural sur¬ 
face of the gioimd, the quick iJiainage ct" ’ ’7 the heavy 
slofie of the drainage area and the arid cl. acir.i of the hills, 
which are practically devoid of vegotjition. These ravines 
are esj>eciaUy developed on the bniiks of the Chambal, 
whose low summer level is 150 feet ixdow surface level and 
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liable to very heavy and violent floodis; the record flood 
is said to have been 112 feet in the year 18S7, but the 
highest of late years was 88 feet in the year 1900. These 
ravines, except where prevented from cutting further by 
the range of hilJ% extend for some miles inland and are 
yearly extending. Ravines also border the Parbati River, 
which rises in the Sir Muttra Talooka and flows through 
the Bari, Baser!, and Kolari Pergunnahs into Agra, where 
it is Called the Banganga ; these are nothing like so exten¬ 
sive as those of the Chainbal,

north to south, parallel to the Grand Trunk Road from 
Agra to Bombay, A aiding runs up to the quarries at 
Chandpur, a distance of five miles, a here is a proposal 
before the Durbar to e.xteud tliia siding to the Tehsil town 
of Bari. 

With the exception of a short length of metalled road 
connecting the Munia Station with the Grand Trunk Road, 
and the Grand Trunk Road which runs across the State, 
^e only other pucca roads are in the immediate vicinity of 
Dho^r. Good "fair-weather" cuteha roads connect all 
the Tehsils; these roads are more or leas impassable after 
heavy ratn, owing^to floods in tlie numerous nullahs crossing 
them. In the hill tracts mule, and in a few cases, cart 
tracks are the only means of communicatioii. 
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ADMINISTRATION OF THE STATE. 


Tlic administration of the State lias been usually carried 
out by a Council composed of men of influence in the Stiite, 
under the guidance of the Ruling Chief, which for the last 
fifty years has been shared, in the first instance, by His 
Highness the Maharaj Rana Bhugwaut Singh, and from 
the year 1873 by the present ruler, Maharaj Rana Nihal 
Singh, the grandson of the former. During the minority, 
however, of the late Chief the adminietration of the State 
was carried on from the years 1874 to 1883 by Colonel 
Deiinehy, on wht^e departure a Council was superceded 
by the appointment of a Dewao, who until recently 
carried on the administration under the guidance of the late 
Maharaj Raua. Owing, however, to the death in July 19D1 
of Hie Higlmess, the late Maharaj Rana Nihal Singh, 
changes in the administration are likely to ensue until such 
time as Ms son is considered fit by the Government of India 
to be entrusted with executive authority. 

The State is divided into six Perguunahs or TehsiJe; (i) 
Gird or the home Pergunnah in which Dholpur is situated, 
(h) Munia, {hi) Koiari, (iv) Bari, (v) Baseri, and (vi) 
Rajnthera. Rjijakhera lies due east; more west come 
Muuia, and, south of this, Gird, West of Munia is Koiari, 
still further west and south-west are Easeri and Bari. 
Beyond this to the south-west are the Talookaa of Sir 
Muttra and Rajhauni, which pay a quit-rent to the State, 
but are independent of the State as far as administration is 
concerned, ^ch Tehsil Ima a Tehsildar in charge, with the 
exception of Mania, which has only a Naib working under 
the Tehsildar of Gird,

U— (i). f Dholpur, the capital of the State, is situated on 
^ the Indian Midland Railway, about 34 miles 
from Agra and Gwalior. The Grand Trunk 
Road also runs close to the town. It consists 
of four detached portions : (a) Shergarb and 
Sagapara or old Dholpur, of which yeiy little 
now’ remains except the old fortified Serai, 
the rest having disappeared into the Chauibal 
ravines; (b) The Shcre or city, which is now 
I>ein^ encroached on; (cl the Kothi or present 
Civil .station, which contains the Cute berry 
Hospitid, the Agency, and the old Palace, aitd 
(d) Purana Chhow ni, four miles distant, ivlitch 
contains a large Palace, partuf which has hither¬ 
to been utilized as the Jail. Kesar Bagh, the 
residence built by the late MahsTaiia, is situ¬ 
ated on the crest of the hills, is abtmt seven 
miles from Dliolpur and three froui Puriini 
Chhowtii. 
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TUrcc miles from Dholpur is the snored tank of Much 
Kund, said to have been made by the god Krishum The 
tank, which is sqrrounded by temples, lies in a valley snr* 
rounded by hills. The population of Dholpur is 19,230. 

(ii) Munia iis a village with a population of 1,796, 

and is Bituutcu on the Grand Trunk Koad to¬ 
wards Agra, 10 miles from Dholpur, 

(iii) Kolari is 13 miles from Dholpur : its population 

is 907. 

(iv) Barb Next in importance to Dholpur, and 

situated about IS miles to the wefi, is the to^'n 
of Bari. Built in the time of the Moghuls, it 
is composed mostly of large and pucca houses, 
which gives it the appearance of a large and 
flourishing town. On the western boundary 
of the town is a large puoca-built Port, which 
contains a fine Palace in a good state of pre¬ 
servation, in which the Tehsil is at present 
situat^. The population is 11,603. Three 
miles to the south-east is the KLanpur tank, 
the largest lake in the State, which was built by 
order of Akbar i three large Palaces stond on 
the edge of it, which are all more or less in a 
ruined state, w'lth the exception of one lately 
repaired. It contains the usual State depart¬ 
mental offices and a branch dispensary, 

(v) Baser! is a town of 2,735 inhnbitants, situated 

29 miles from Dholpur; it contains a mud Fort 
or Ghari, inside of ivhicli is the Tehsil and 
Cuttiberry. 

(vi) Rsgakhera is the third largest town in theState, 

w'ith a population of 6,609: it has a mud Fort 
the same as Baseri. It is the head-quarters 
of a Tehsil, and contains a branch dispensary. 

Sir Muttra, as has been before mentioned, is adminis¬ 
tratively independent of the State. The piincipal town 
of the same name has a population of 4,819, I hope that 
a branch dispensary may be started here shortly, financial 
reasons having hitberb* jireeluded the realization of such; but 
times have changed, and it is to be hoped that the interest 
of the local Thakur will be enlisted in the matter and his 
active sympathy and accord obtained to the scheme, as at 
present his subjects are far removed from any chance of 
obtaining nietlical and surgical relief within hia territory.

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HISTORY OF MEDICAL INSTITUTR>NS. 


From informatioti 1 have been able to obtain, it seoniH 
that in the year 1S67 the late Mabaraj-Raim Bliagfwant 
yingh by the advice of a Mr. Martin, who appeared tn 
have acted in the capacity of his Private Secretary, wroto 
to a (inn at Agra for a com pounder. Tlie coiiipouiidor 
came, bringing with him a sapply of medicities. Ho w.is at 
first located in the Travellers' Bungalow at Dliolpur, wlieru 
merlicinee were dispensed and provided for the benefit of 
European travellers, but were not, it ap|H.m’s, given to 
residents of the place. Tliis urnnigenient seems to have 
I anted for a vear and a lialf. 

In July IBbf u latter was addressed by Colonel EJen, 
the Agent Covernor-Gencral in Hajjniiatm at the tiiiic, to 
Major Walter, the Political Agent, advising the estabbsh- 
inent of dispcnsaricB in tlie State, to which suggestion tlie 
('liief willingly agreed: accordingly in t,be year IRljJfa hos- 
iHtal was Ofieiiod on projier lines, and cstablislnncnt, Ac%. 
sanctioned in tlie time of Dr. Harvei', the Aginiey Surgeon. 
Tlie original sclicme provided for the institution of diS’ 
pciisaries at Dholpur. Bari, Hajakbevn, iiiul Sir jMiittra. 
Tliese were all ei'eiitually opcneil with tlio c\cerition of 
that at Sir ^^lutti n, where it was deciiK.'il itiiidviimble to do 
so. owing to the pecuniary difHcuItioe of tbo Wal Thitkur. 

r will hrieHy describe the present institutions in order 
of their origin as far as jiossibic, 

AW«>' Dholpur, —Tlie rp|il ili^peiisary liuifd- 

ing was situated on the city ixind, Just opixisite tlie Gird 
Tehstl Court, niul which, as before statoil, was openod in the 
year JSfilt. The present building is iNiinparativoly iiioderii 
in structure, and %vas erected in iJu* yc-ar in the time 

of Colonel N, C. .Martelli, J’olitical Agent. It appears to 
have been Hilly partly completed theii,in tluit no sulniiditiote 
<^a»rtci's or i!ven compound wall were erected at the time, 
uml the wliole building eecins to have been allowed to irut 
into a state of disiepnir, for want of completion and the 
entertainment of a staff sulHctcnt for its upkoc[). On inv 
advent fla Agency Surgeon J represented this etatu of 
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Ground Plan 
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afTuirs to the Durliar, sliowinif what a false policy it wiis 
to have a buiJdiiio unocciipied and {lnftiti*y into (iisropatr, 
i^ioiplv for want of a Jittio oX|)C‘iKlttiiro in the way of 
ojitublisliinent, fixtures, or appliances neceissary for* the 
ellicioiit treatment of the aiek, ]tly sng^restiorj's ;vere at 
once taken up seriously, and upon them extensive altemiions 
mill additions I'o!' iliis purpose wero sanctioned anil Imve 
now Ijccm coiii[)leted, Tfiey consisted of tlie following :— 

(I.) Erooiion of a coinpotindwall, (2.) Completion of 
ijiiiurtci'S for lucdical subordinates aiul menial 
stair. A mortuary luid waril for infectious 
eases. ^o.jA Jatriiio tor in-pntionta. ((!,) An oper¬ 
ating room. (7.) The supply of bods and lied- 
ding for aeeom modal ion of TJ in-piUents, wdtii 
the eiitertahinmnt of an extra estabJislmieTii, 
such as cook, kaljar, <Src., ueoeawy for such, 
and t he supply of some much-needeil siiigical 
appliances, such as operating table, and a few 
vitgen11 }'-1 oquired instrumeuts. 

These latter Jiavc now not only all been sanctioned, but 
snpidied, and I have the gratification of bting able to 
[jcrfuriii a few opeiations at my visits, ivtiich 1 trust will • 
open up n new ei a of' u.scfu]ness for tins insiitutioii. A more 
highly qualihcd medical Mubordiiiktc W'as much ref|uiral for 
the cijiii'ge of thi« institution, wbinh has since been pnivided 
aiifi will, I feel sure, materially enhance its po|iularity with 
iim resilient.SI, and bo also of yreat iicln to the Ageiicv ytir- 
gcon ill the w'ork of popuiariring Kuiopean medical skill and 
treatineiit in this State, wdiieh, 1 fear, lias dw'indk'tl to a low 
obl>, nw'iiig to the inferior class of subordinates liitherto 
cm ployed, wlio, for want of inspection for years, had lajised 
into a vei v retrograde condition. A few words alaiut the 
present hospital building will not be out of place here, for 
exact delaik of which i must, however, refer the reader b> 
the excellent jilaii attached. 

7'fie 8adar Dispensary is situatetl on a nictalleil road 
mill way between the old city and the Xni Chhaoiii, on a 
piece of ground at the junction of two roads, the main build¬ 
ing being to the west and the sulmitlinates’ quarters. Ac., mi 
the oppo.sitc side oi' the roiuJ to the east, but lacing the 
main building.

The hospittil building consists of a cent ml dispensary 
with two\v'ards on the south jispect allotted to male patients, 
and those on the north to female patients, the verandahs 
of whidi arc all protecteil from public view by ei'ection of 
wire gauze screens.

Itajakhera is situatwl about 28 miles to the north¬ 
west of Dholpur, arul is connected therewith by a kutcha 
road. It is the head-quarters of a tehsil, ami contains 
a police thana as well as a dispcnsar 3 % This latter is 
a kntcha-jiucca building, and has a ward or shwl for in-pa¬ 
tients and was opened in June 18/1, It is utisuitetl to its 
purpose, and I have recommendeil. when funds permit, to 
have an entirely new building elected for a dispensin', 
with accommodation for iii-jiatrents, which is necessary 
owing to \ts long distance from the Sadar and tlio diJticult v 
and at times even iriiposslbility of transit of the connectin'’-

There is no Mefceorologicd Observatorj in this State, 
an<i no observutiotis are couseqiieiitly recorded, with the 
exception of rainfall. 

Rain gauges exist at the towns of Dhojpqr, Hajahtiera, 
Bari, Bascri, and Kolari, the three former of which are under 
the superintendence of the Medical Subordinates stationed 
there, who record all observations and forward the same to 
the Agency Surgeon's Office nionthlyj and b^' which officer 
the inetrumeuts are yearly Inspected. The average annual 
rainfall In this State isabiuit 30 Inches, but of late years 
this average hfis not been maintained, resulting in the 
recent fauihies of 1807 and 1900. 

Appended are tables showing the anjoutda registered at 
the recording stations of Dliulpur, Knjnkhera, and Bari, 
the gauges at the other stations named not being under the 
Medical departineiit but under that of Revenue, the recorefa 
of which are not available.

Vfteeiiiation opomtioii.9 were iutrodiiced into this State 
by A^islant Surgeon Harvey in 18G0, the year in whicn 
he took over charge of the appi>intiiieDt i:>f the A'^eiicv 
Surgeoncy of the Basterii Rajputaua States, A'T the 
rainruencetiiont the operations of the depnrtnient seem to 
have met vvnth a great deal of obstruction and resistance 
on the part of, not only the people generally, but from all 
accounts by the late reig,iin|f Chief’s father. To accentuate 
Wis t may quote a few lines from reports made by Assistant 
Surgeon Harvey (Indian Medical Service) at the time in 
which he sa 3 ;s, *• grofit difficulty has been experienced in at* 
tempting to introduce vaccination, which faa.s never been tried 
until this year, llicir supplies of lymph failed in coji- 
wqueiice of the Native doctor being unable, im he says, to 
use It for ten days after ,t reached him, and the insult to 
the end of the year is as uif" In the year 1874. during the 
time of A^istant Surgeon Spencer, Indian Medical Service 
who vaccinated the late Chief (Maharaj liana NiS 
Smgh) when a eliihl, vaoci.iation seems to have berrun to 

asa NativeSupermteiulent of Vaccination for the whole 
“Ppoiuted to the department. Since then their 
number has h^n increased to six, which is a very fail- 
percentage to the popffltioti existing, and the work should 
now improve Vaccination is still very backwaM In thl.*

JAIL DEPARTMENT. 


The State Prison till quite recently was located in a 
serai amonirst the ruins of old Palacesj etc., built by 
the late Chiefs grandfather at Parana Chaoni, The 
buildings utilised for this purpose, however, wei’e cramped, 
low, ill-ventilated aiul totally un suited for the aceoiiinio- 
datioii of ]iii isoiiora. there being no facilities for exercising 
them, and resulting iti iiii abnornmily higli mortality 
amongst the eguviets, 30 that altogether the condition 
of this prison was by 110 iiieutis creditable to the State, 
At my urgent representation of the state of atlairs to the 
Administration three years ego, during the time of the late 
Chief, it was decided to construct an entirely new prison on 
an approved site and upon the latest modern and. hygienic 
principles I was then requested to draw up a plan and 
wojeet for the same, and with the skilled aid of the State 
Engineer this was speedily done, a good site selected, and 
at the present moment the Dholpur State possesses a pri¬ 
son for accommodation of its convicts w nich would do 
credit to the most enlightened administration, in fact I am 
sure in all its details it has no equal at any rate in this 
Province, It is located on a healthy raised site on the 
other side of the railway line to the south of the Agency 
residence, is proviiled with factories, printing press, hospi¬ 
tal, women's ward and solitary cells, and an extensive outer 
enclosure in which a large garden has been laid out. This 
prison was con^leted for ocenpatiou in 1903. The old 
State prison at Pnrani Chaoni, as before mentioned, appears 
to have been instituted in the year 1874, but beyond this 
fact I have not been able to ascertain much or anything 
regarding its history. As is usual in State Institutions of 
this kind, as large numbers of raj sepoys from different 
corps were employed in the maintenance of discipline and 
control over prisoners, their ideas of such were, however, 
crude, and in the new prison a properly trained guard of 
warders for both inner and outside duties has been enlisted, 
showing a very marked improvement already in every way 
in the management and behaviour of the convicts. This 
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prison should shortly become a model institution of its 
Kind, and besides affording plentiful and necessary employ¬ 
ment for its inmates should ultimately prove a source of 
ineome to the State instead of, as heretofore, a dead loss. 
A ground plan of this prison is herewith appended for re¬ 
ference, showing all details.

IRRIGATION, 


The totttl are«. of the Dholpur State is 1,19? square 
miles, or 7G6, 237 acres. This, however, includes Sir Muttra^ 
which, though dependent on Dholpur, is self-iulministrative, 
having an area of 286 square mileg, or 185,467 acres; of 
this area no figures are availahlo. 

In Dholpur itself the laud is classified os follows:—

I'rom these figures it will he seen that nearly half the 
State is waste land, consisting mostly of the range of hills in 
the south-we.st portion of the State, and the ravines bor¬ 
dering the Chambitl and other rivers. This waatc land affords 
good grazing for cattle, and has some tanks for M aturing 
purposes, although no irrigation is done from them. 

The total cultivated area amounts to 42*8 per cent, and 
is classified as follows:— ’

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EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 


L There are six schools in tlie Sfcrite—one at Dholpur, 
one at Rari^ one at Baseri, one at Rajukliera, one at Eolari 
and one at Angai. 

2. There are five schools in which vernacular languages 
are taught, and they are situated in Bari, Baseri^ Raja- 
hhera, Kolari and Angai. 

3. In Dholpur school 0 teachers are working. Head 
master gets Ks. 30 per mensem. He has been educated 
at Agra College, and has a fair knowledge of English; 2ud 
master gets Rs. 20 per mensem, has a fair knowledge and 
long experience in teaching; 3rd master gets Hs. 15 per 
mensem, has a fair knowledge and experience in teaching; 
4th master gets Hs. IS per mensem, has a good knowdedge 
and a good experience in teaching. Head pundit teaches 
well in Hindi, and gets Rs. 15 per ineiisem; 2nd pundit 
teaches lower classes of Hindi, and gets Rs. 10 per mensem. 
Head nioulvi teaches Persian well, and gets Hs. 15 per 
mensem; 2Md nioulvi teaches Persian and Urdu well, and 
gets Rs. 10 per mensem. 

In Bari there are two teachers, one of Urdu and the 
other of Hindi; both have a fair knowledge, and got Rsl 10 
per mensem each. 

In Baseri there is one Hindi teacher who has a fair 
knowledge, and gets Rs. 8 per mensem. 

In Rajakhera there are two teachers, one of Urdu and 
the other of Hindi; both have a fair and long experieuce, and 
get Rb. 10 and 3 per mensem respectively. 

In Kolari there is a Hindi teacher who has agood know* 
ledge, and gets Rs. S per mensem. 

In Angai there is a Hindi teacher who has a fair know- 
ledge, and*^gets Rs. 8 per mensem. Tliorc is also a Hindi 
teacher who has a fair kniiwletlge, and gets Rs. 5 per men¬ 
sem from the State and Rs, 3 per mensem from the

GEOGRAPHY. 


Karauli> — ^Tho Jadi>n Bajjmt State of Karauli, which 
Ocncntt Aowuiit. hos a capital of' the aaine name, lies between 

a«ui]darii.-ji. t[je 26tli and SFtli degtties of latitude and 
70" 30' and 77" 30' loii^itiidCj and hasi an area of about 
1,2G0* sijuarc miles. It stjietcheii for 40 miles along the 
left bank of the river Chambal, which fiows in a iiortli- 
easterly direction. From the -sou them most point of the 
State the border line runs irregulai'ly 28 miles to the north- 
wt'st, and is partly Ibrmed by the river Morel. The line, 
still irregular and ilbdefined, iben turns to the north-east 
and runs nearly parallel to the southern boundary for 75 
miles, and bending southwards, becoming more sinuous than 
ever, returns to tlie bank of the Chambal, Jaipur territory 
lies along the western and northern btjunduries, except at 
the noruiernmost point, which liharatpiir touches, IJhoI- 
piii' is on the cast, wdiile Gwalior territory on the south is 
sepsruted fronpKaiJUili by the Clminbal, A topographical 
survey of the State on a scale of one inch to the mile has 
been completed, and the majis are available. 

Hilts ami broken ground characteme almost the whole 
Cl»nian<r oi tii* territory. Most of the tract in which it 
cotuiir^-, MiiK lies is locally termed the “Uuiig,” being the 
name given to the rugged region ivhich lies above the 
nan ow valley of the Chambid, and par cxeelleiicfc that part 
w bieb lies nearest the valley. 

Tlie most praiiiiiiciit and continuous Iiills in the State 
are those on the northern bolder, wliere several ranges exist, 
rutini ig along parallel to the Irontier line for a few' miles 
uninteiTuptcdly and form formidable ImiTters; but there are 
no hbdi peaks, the highest being loss than 1,400 feet above 
the level of the sea. There is littio beauty in these hills, 
but the military advantages they present caused the selec¬ 
tion of one of their eminences as the scat of Jadoii rule in 
times p^st.

Along the valley of the Chamba.1 an irregolar and lofty 
ivall of rock separatee the lands on the river bank from the 
uplauda, of which, the border of the river ezcepted, the 
southern i>ai‘t of the State consiste. From the summits of 
the passes to the higli ground, fine views are often obtain¬ 
able, for the rocks stand out in striking contrast to the 
Gomparatively rich and undulating plain below, through 
which flows the winding and glittering river. For some 
miles the country north of these passes is high and too 
rocky to be much cut up into ravines, or to be pierced for 
water, and the few iulii;bitants have to depend upon tanks 
and dams for water, but further north the country is lower 
lying, the alluvial deposit is deeper, level ground is joore 
frequent, and hills stand out more markedly, while in the 
vicinity of the city of Karauli, the low ground is cut up 
into labyrinths of ravines, which though often during the 
rains converted by josaaimnes, spider ivorts and cueurbita- 
ceous plants into pretty lanes, are usually most monotonous 
and wearying to a traveller. 

In the rocky country where streams falling over rocks 
occaisioualty wear their way until deep and broad ravines 
are formed, with a soil composed of the detritus, pleasing 
spots are often found, the natural attractions of which are 
increased in the eyes of the neighbouring population by 
temples and tanks. 

Rivers. —The river Chambal, sometimes deep and slow, 
aometiinea too rocky aud rapid to admit of the safe passage 
of a boat, receives during the rains numerous eontributioua 
to its volume from Karauli; but no considerable perennial 
stream flows into it within the boundaries of tins State. 
The shori nala'i from the neighbouring irills are locally 
called *‘Sii.uts,'’ and become dry as soon as the rains are over. 
None are deserving of special mention. The Eanas and 
IMoret rivers belong more properly to Jaipur than to 
Karauli. The Panchana is the only river which rises in 
Karauli and does not flow into tlie Clmmbal. It is bo 
called from its being formedof tivo streams which unite two 
miles north of the city. All these Bve rivulets rise in 
Karauli territory, aud all but one do not csease to flow in 
dry weather, though often but a few inches in depth and 
never navigable. That most useful and important to the 
city is called the Badiaoti. It winds up from the south, 
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and €dw 3 past the two eastern gates of the town, and 
about two miles north of it receives the i^Iachi from the 
north-east, A few hundred yards beyond it unites with 
the Barkiiera, which, within the last two miles of its course, 
receives the Ram pur Nadi from the west, and from the 
south tho Mendkbi, a mere rain drain, which flows j>ast the 
Gut gate of tho city, and the bed of which is famous for its 
limestone. 

The Panehaiia winds away to the north and joins the 
Banganga. The Kalisat or Danger and the Jerota Nadi 
drain the country to the south-w'est of the city. Both are 
insignificant streams, dry or nearly so during the greater 
part of the year." They flow into the Viorel or the Jaipur 
border. 

The sub-surface water tlirougbout the territory is for 
the most part good; that of the tanks in the 
high rocky country above the passes to the 
valley of the Chambiil, becomes unwholesome in the hot 
weather, and the inhabitants with their cattle are often 
driven down into the valleys, w'here abundance of sweet 
water exists throughout the year. Wells also in some 
parts aflbrd the source of supply, which is usually of good 
quality and easily obtainable. 


MATERIAL CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 

The Thakurs, or arjetocracy of the State, are as a rule 
poor, though there are a very few exceptions. Nor are 
there believed to be amongst the Mahajans any extremely 
rich men. However, in the city half-a-dozen houses may 
perhaps be found who are possessed of as much as from 
10,000 to a lakh of rupees. These are, with few’ exceptions, 
Saraogis and Aggarwalas. Money is constantlj7 flowing 
into the city in coosequenee of the officials living there, 
who are in a position to make and to imend it. In several 
of the villages, Moholi and Kursai of the Huxur tehsil, 
Naroli, Jerota and Machilpur, for iustauce, there are one 
or two officials, or Brahman or Nandwmni traders who 
are said to be wealthy, and Pat war is or village accountants 
of four or five villages ore reputed to be men of substance, 
Every well-to-do trader lives in a masonry house built 
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e:(terna11y with the hue saudstone alaba described else* 
where. These face the walla and cover the roofs. Their 
inmates lead a simple Jlfe^ varied by aii occasional ''picnic'’ 
(gdt) in favourable weather to some pleasing spot in 
the neighbourhood, where dancing and singing men and 
women attend to amuse the pleasure-seekers, or perhaps 
they join a party of Thakur.s, who sit shooting at a deorl 
mark, and with whom there is genial intercourse, not with 
standing that the refre-shments have to he kept sepcaratc. 
Sometimes they refiesh themselves by an evening stroll 
with a party of friends to visit some saint in a neighbour* 
ing ravme, whose austerities have excited interest. The 
petty traders and heads of villages, and a few other agricul¬ 
turists in most villages, may bo said to possess a compe¬ 
te nee. 

The head.s of the villages live well, eating three meals 
a day, in which milk aud ghee, especially in the cose of 
Gujars, are largely consuined. A Gujar headman begins the 
day by swallowing a pound of buttcr-iuilk (dahi). At 13 
o’clock he makes his chief meal, consuming a pound and 
a half of hour, some vegetables, and half a ]jound of ghee. 
In the evening he eats a little bread and takes a little more 
ghee, or perhaps takes the ghee alone, A Mina headman 
has not the same appetite for ghee, and at his principal meal 
in tlie middle of the day probably substitutes dil for it, aud 
in the evening will eat bulter-niilk {KUTidgo frabri) or 
some meat, unless he has sworn not to eat meat. Nouo 
would think of killing or eating the sacred animal of 
Karauli-^the sheep. In the Dang the abuuduuce of cattle 
and goats enables the people generally to live w’ell, ami 
the scale of diet above-mentioiietl would ordinarily apply 
to many others besides lieadmeu. The poorest classes 
depend to an extent little known upon wild grass seed. 
The ** bharut," so plentiful an<l valuable to the poor in the 
sandy tract to the north-west, is not abundaut m Korauli, 
but “ Makra ” and " Sawak,” especially the latter, is col¬ 
lected in maunds a household will sometimes collect and 
store as much as six maunds after the luins. The abodes 
of the poor ate, where stone is plentiful, of that material, 
the roof being formed of slabs a.s described elsewhere. 
This IS prefeired to thatch, as lioiiig safer from fire aud need¬ 
ing fewer repairs. 
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The following table shows the population as estimated 
at the Census of 1901:—

Tho worship of Sri Krishna, lu various forms, is natur¬ 
ally the prevalent religion of Karauli, the aristocracy of 
w'hich believe themselves to be descended from tliat deity. 
Accord ingly we find 300 temples of Vishnu in the form of 
Sri Krishna throughout the State, and only 20 or there¬ 
abouts to Siva and eight to Devi. The red figures of 
Bakji or Hauuiuan ai'e common enough at the corners of 
streets or under trees, and the other deities are not 
altogether neglected. 


CHIEF TOWNS, 

Karailli, the capital of this State, has a population of 
28,000. It is surrounded with a red stone wall, and contains 
the Palace of the Maharajah, 

Machilpur, IG milea north-east of the city, has a 
population of 1,935. It is chiefly noted for its betel-leaf 
cultivation, and possesses a branch Dispensary. 

IKIsindra.il, 20 miles south-east of the city, is best 
known for its FortA It has a population of 2,825, and 
possesses a branch Dispensary. 

N3.rolt, 30 miles south-west of the city, has a popu¬ 
lation of 1,953. 

SapOtra, in Jeiota Tehsil, has a population of 1,576, 
and possesses a branch Dispensary. 


City op KAnauLi. 

The city of Karauli is nearly equidistaut, t.a, 70 miles 
from Mattra, Gwalior, Agra, Alwar, Jaipur, and Tonk. 
It is said to have derived its name from Kulianji, a temple 
built bv Aijun Deo, who likewise founded the city. Sam bat 
1405 (A.D. 1348): but it did not prosper owing to the 
depredations of a class of Mina.s until these were put down 
bj Raja Gopal Dass, in whose time Karauli became a con¬ 
siderable town, and fine buildings began to spring up. It 
has now a population of 28,000, and viewed froiu some 
points, whence the Palace is seen to advantage, has a strik- 
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ing appearaiiee. The citv, which is surrounded by a wall 
of sanastone, is ako protected ou tlie north and east by 
the remarkaijle ravines of wliich I have written. These, 
if defended by men who know them well, would form an 
obstacle such as would probably prove insuperable to any 
unscientific invnders. To the south and -west the ground 
is comparatively lev’el, but advantage has skilfully been 
taken of a conveniently-situated nallah to fomi a vnoat for 
tlie eity, while an outer wall and ditch defended by bas¬ 
tions has been carried along the other bank, so forming the 
double line of defence. These fortifications are due to 
Eaja Gopal Dass, and though too much for the desultory 
attacks of the Marhattas, would be far less formidable to 
regular troops thiu were the mud walls of Bliaratfiur, The 
sandstone wall of Karauli, in spite of its handsome appear¬ 
ance, is unsubstantially built, being composed of ill-cement¬ 
ed stones, faced by thin slabs after the flishion which 
prevails throughout the State, wherever sandstone is 
abundant and buildings of any pretension are erected. The 
distance round is something under 2^ rniles, and there aro 
six gates besides eleven posterns, all of ;yhich are clearly 
shown in the map of the eity of Karauli prepared by the 
Government Survey Department. Brahmans and Mahajana 
are the only numerous classes. The streets of Karauli are 
narrow and irregular, impossible for carriage^ and difficult 
for any wheeled conveyance. To a new comer the most 
Btrikinir characteristic is the superabundance of sandstone, 
of which the poorest constructs his dwelling-place without 
the aid of thatch. The roofs of the poorer houses are 
formed of slabs, sloping and overlapping one another very 
roughly, but uot ineffectively arranged and supported by 
logs of wood or long triangular pieces of stone. The 
princi|>al bassar stretches east from the westernmost gate 
towards the Palace, and is about half a mile in letigth ; it is 
irregular and ill-paved, and altogether W'auting in ueatness, 
There is no better street, but many fine and costly houses 
and handsome temples. 

The Palace is about 300 yards from the eastern wall of 
the city, and occupies a space of about 150 yards square, 
It was founded by Arjun Deo, but little or nothin^ of the 
original building can now be traced. Within the " Eaola, ” 
or residence of the ladies, however, a “ Khirni and *' Ituli ” 
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tree etm esist, which are said to haTe been part of Arjun 
Deo-fi Palace garden. Tl^a Palace in Us present state 
erectetl by Raja Gopal Daas, who ad<>pted the Delhi style 
of architecture, with which his residence m the imperial 
city had made him acquainted. The abundance of red 
sandstone similar to that of Delhi rendered imitation e^y. 
The whole block of buildings is aurroonded by a lofty 
tioned wall, in which there are five gates. One, tmlled the 
“Bich Darwaza," is beautifully sculptured, but has been 
lamentably disfigured by paints. The flowers out on it are 
evidently by an Agra artist. Over this gate is an elegant 
triple “ Chhatri ” or pavilion. Within the Palace pamtio^ 
has been applied more successfully, and the Ran^ Mahal 
and “Dewani Am,’' wntli their mirrors and bright colours, are 
beautiiul specimens of their kind. Indeed, Colonel Keatiuge, 
Governor^General’s Agent, spoke of the Palace as in some 
respects the finest building of the sort" ho had seen m

It may be useful to note the names of the principal 

streets and quarters, although they are not marked on the 
city map, but it would bo easy to enter them, and the 
reird might prove useful. There are “Tin Nimri-ka- 
Bazar,” where “Sarrafs" or pawnbrokers, bankers, and 
money-lenders live 5 '* Anaj blandi, or gram market, Phu- 
tai Darwaza-ka-Bsiaar," so called from a ruin which is a 
relic of Raja Arjuu Pal and five hundred years old (Pathans 
chiefly dwell here); “ Chalikna Bazar,” which is occupied 
chiefly by sadus, Brahmans, and banias] “Parrasa ma- 
hiilla,'’ where Brahmans predominate ; “ Jat-ki-Jori,” where, 
however, scarcely an^ Jats live ; “ Kayathpura," which is 
Shah Inayat’s Khirki or postern, and is occupied by Kay- 
Bsths; “Chaudripura” and “Gosainpura,” where the here¬ 
ditary chaudris of the Durbar andGosains respectively reside; 
“Tamba-ki-Tsri," Brahman quarters mostly: “Chobepura," 
occupied by Brahmans; “DuliKhat” and “Kuwa Kor," 
where Musalmans and low-caste people dwell. 


JiaoTA Tehsil or Collector ate. 

The Jerota Tehsil lies west of Karauli. It is chiefly 
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formed of the estates of the great Thakiirs descended from 
Chiefs of Karauli. Tlie people of the district (iro locally 
termed “Pakrata, ” bat I have not been able to trace the 
origin of the term. It is very hilly and rocky. Minas 
are the principal tillers of tho soil, but Brahmans and banias 
cultivate to some extent. The poor Riijpats depend much 
upon Raj service. The depth of wells varies very much; 
ill some villages it is as much as 60 cubits, in others not 
more than 20. The population is about 24,000. 

This town of Jerota, if it may be termed such, consists 
of 300 lionses, a bazar of about 15 shops, and is the head’ 
quarters of a tchsil, and contains also a thana, and is situated 
28 miles south-west of Karauli city. Here, as in the Huzur 
Tehsil villasfGs, the Lorlhis formerly owned the land, but 
Minas siip|>lantctl them four hundred years ago. Water is 
to be found from 30 to 45 feet from the surface. 

A considerable Raj Fort is here garrisoned by 50 men, 
gapotr*. Jc-roti and possesses a good water tank. It is 

TelmiL seven miles east of Jerota. This is one of the 

largest find most prosperous villages in the tehsil, having 
400 houses; the poorer ones often have the “ pfithor ” roof 
of “ cliura ” or yellow sandstone. Have Us, or houses en- 
tirelv of masoniy. are many. There are 50 shops in the 
bazar and a weefely market. Clihipis, or cloth printers, are 
numerous, and gunpowder is manufactured here by Jogis 
and exported to Kotah and Bnudi; water is 25 cubits from 
the surface; Minas hold the Ziiinindari; the fort was built 
200 years hack by Ude Pal, son itf Ratan Pal, and till about 
75 years ago, the village, winch up to that period had 
reuviined in the hands of It is descendants, was escheated to 
the Raja ns lord paramount. A branch Dispensary exists 
here also. 

These villages adjoin one another; they have iron smelt- 
Gu t^i a flini Bcrdha lug furunccs to wliich theHiudatin ore is 
Dana Tniuk*. brought as it is to Langai'a, in consKquence 
of the abundance of fuel. A mile south orGurda there is 
a temple of Devi situated near a spring, and beside the path¬ 
way between Karauli and Sir Mattra. On Bhadon Sudi 5th 
there is a Fair held here, which is sometimes attended by the 
Maharajah. Maharajah Partab Pal invariably went, it is 
said. Berdha is said to be the oldest village in the Dang. 
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Machilpur Tehsil or Collectoratr. 


This lies to tlie,n*^rth-eust of the city of Karauli. It lias 
two perounofths; the first, called Chaurasi, contains 86 parent 
villages and 81 hainlets. or lfi7 in all; the second, Sairni, 
which lies on the Dholpnr border, has hot eight. The 
population is about 254,200. When held by the lloha- 
inpdaiis the firet pergunnali was con&idered a dii^trict of 8 4 
villages and got the mime Chaurasa, a favorite nuinber with 
the Xfusalmans. It was granted to Raja Gopal Dass by 
the Emperor Akhar for his services in the Dakhan, and W 
laying the foimdation of the Agra Fort> aud Gopal Daas 
tlms recovered thtt teri'itory which had been lost by hia 
ancestor five bundrc<l yeai-s before. In A,D. 1812 Dun' 
dill Khun and Haninast Khan, of the family now represent* 
ed by Kawab Faizall Klian, a late minister of Jaipur, plun¬ 
dered Marhilpur. In those days, the ppple say, the district 
was visited by marauding bands every sis. months. For some 
twenty 3 ’ears previous to the treaty between Karauli and 
the British Government in A.D, 1817 the Maphattaa under 
Setndia held Machilpur and twelve other village.^ iif" the 
pvrtjuniiab as security for tribute (nalbandi) imposed The 
principal knd-holdere of the district Avere formerly the 
Gonj Tliakurs who abandoned their chief, KaAA'arFal, after 
his expulsion froiu Tamangarh ill the 12th century, and 
accepted the j-okc of the Musaliuans in order to retain tlieir 
own lands. They were driven out in their turn by Maha- 
raiab Gopal Bass, and now* have no “ bapoti.” ^ The district 
has but one valley of any width, and speaking generally 
that lies between the chain of hills on which Fatelipur is 
situated, and which marks the north-western border of 
Karauli and the hills from two to five miles east of it, 
which sometimes form short parallel ranges and sometimes 
are spurs of irregular ranges. This valley is tar froui bcin^ 
interrupted, aud tho rest of the district is hilly and 
rocky. At many points the altitude of the bills is between 
1,000 and 1,300 "feet. Gujars hold the Zainiiidari of most 
of the villages, but Minas have many i Jats one. Machil¬ 
pur used to have one hereditary official of position called a 
Pardhan,” who diacbatgiid the duties of a Kanuugo, or 
accountant, and received 250 a year. 
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A town of more than 1,000 houses and a bazar of 60 
shops; but 20 of them are unoccupied at

Karauii. Tlieve are 20 temples, 19 of them Viahnu Eitid 
one Sbiva, and a pandit tiained Chatr Daas Baira;;! bad a 
reputation for Sanskrit learning. Good houses of masonry 
are numerous and belong to the Eorars anti banias, who io 
Jlanbilpur form a large class, and some of whom are well 
off, though none very wealthy. Of the other classes two 
or three may be e.specially mentioned, namely the 15 old 
Alusalman families who were called “Xasbati” (or cispeeially 
belonging to the toum), and were employed as tehsil sepoys 
and measurers of land, for which they got a monthly lutnp 
sum of Rs. 26, and the 140 families of “barahis”or 
“ tambolis," who cultivate and sell betel. The betel vine 
gardens are called “barejas," and are numerous. Forty 
tanks have been dug to supply them with water, and the 
trade in betel is considerable. In the barejas some excel¬ 
lent VegetaV>les are produced, such as lUaguifiL'ent yams, 
*'palwals, kanduras" The barejas are described under 
" Agriculture.” The neighbourhood of il.ichrlpur is very 
rocky. The valuable red sandstone abounds, aitdallthe 
liousesareconseqiientlybuiltofstone. Eleguntlittlearcados 
are commonly seen, aud how little costly they are may bo 
judged of from the fact that the total cost of the prepared 
materials for the comniou-toot lied arch, six feet three inches 
liigh and seven feet wide, is, including some simple ornament, 
but three rupees. There are many old bnihliiigs in and near 
the town. Amongst them may be noticed the ruins of 
IMabarajah Gopal Bass' Palace, with a garden attacheiL 
Near the riiliii,:e i.s a temple of Mahadco, with a pyramidal 
dome, and a ^ladan Mohan temple of the same period, 
A t w'el ve-pillared tomb of the Pat ban period stands on a 
little bill north of the tnwn, atid there is another tomb re¬ 
verenced by th.^ Saiyads. A mile north is an old vrell 
called “ Chor-ki-BaolL” a favourite reinlezvous for thieves. 
Temples are many aud north of the town; there are several 
gardens, one of which U called the “ Dukhanis’ Gardens/’ 
having been made by tlie Mavhattiis wbon they lit;Id pos¬ 
session of iliichilpur. “ Keora or screw-pine irocs, li'oru 
which the rich Durbar perl ume is made, grow in the gardens. 
In the tank singharas grow, aiid tish atxmud. The latter 
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BJ'e easily cauglit with a rod and line. Tamarind, hair, 
and luaii^o trees are plentiful. They are the property of 
the Stiite, and their fruit is sold by contract, Minas are the 
proprietors. Water is but cnbit^s from the surface, and 
there is fine wlieai land titar the town paying Rs. 5 a bigha 
to the State, or about Ks. 14 an acre, A branch Dispensary 
e^^ists here also. 

Oil the Karauli and ilachllpur road, about sis: miles 
ch..in,,ur, Chii«.^i the former, is the village of Chainpur; 

Tdubm, MdoLilpur it IS a Han Diias ihakur village of some size 
Tciimi. note, for there are more than 200 houses 

in it and seven bunias’ Bhops, Much hemp is produced here, 
and “ tat uiatiufiietured. On the liigii ground above the 
village staudB the Thakuis’ Tort, and in the village is a fine 
handsome well built by Thakur Samir 8iugh about thirty 
years ago. Water is from 40 to 4& cubits b^ow the surface. 
'* Thakurs Chhatt is” stand in two gardens near the village. 
Iron is smelted from ore brought from Hindaun, where wood 
is scarce. Tlie Raj grass and game preserve of Ata adjoins 
this villbige, and the shooting tower is within its boundary, 
A ['lace of much interest already mentioned in the his- 

TaiiiuuLuriL. CJiio- ^^oricul section as having been founded by 
^ai Tululw, itaeiiii- Maharajah Jaman Pal, who here ei^tablished 
piir ioiisjL hilijself after the expulsion of Ids family 
from Biana, The fort stands on a hill difficult of appioach, 
butiLaudalltheoldbuildingsaro no win ruins. Agateealled 
the Jagan Pal is the most complete portion of theremaitts. 
Near it is a mosque and dargah, and there are traces of 
many other tombs and musc^ues, hut they are now the 
bautjis of panthers and. of a solitary Hindu hermit of the 
Sat Nath order, A large tank covered with sing haras and 
abounding iu fitrli and wild fowl lies below the fort. A^ 
stream ti um title piece of water irrigates the village of 
Bhojpura, and joins the Jambura Nala mentioned above. 
On Jeth Sudi lOth (June) a Pair takes place on the banks 
of tlie tank, and 10,000 people assemble there usually. 
Little irading is dune, the business of the day being to 
hatbe in the lank. A good road now passes through this 
teliail into Bharatpur territory, via Eajua, connecting up the 
two States, 
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Utoihh Collectorate ok Tehsil. 

Tliis district occupies the south-west corner of the 
State, but .villasres belonging to it are within three miles 
of the city of Karauh. It coqi prises 94 parent villages 
and 32 limulets, and has about iuhabitants. Its tw'o 
normal divisions are, as in ^landrail, the tract above the 
"ground scarp,” and tlie tract below it upon the banks of 
Uic ChambaL The country was anciently Jicid by Lodhia, 
who probably paid tribute to the Imperial othcials at Maii- 
drail and Utgirh. ''Bands” and tanks still exist which 
are attributed to them, though they have ceased to hold the 
land for four hundred years. It is rumoured that treasure 
has ofteti been dug np in their old luvunts, tiu>Ui:h special 
search for it has produced nothing but disappoint men t 
Kaja Arjun Deo, aUjut A.D, 1340, is said to have brought 
the Dang under hia authority, and to luvve exacted a latiii 
revenue from the Lodhis, whose expulsion he comtiicnced; 
but the present Xamiiulars say that tliey derived their 
title from Maharajah Gopal Dass, suid there is little 
doubt that previous to tlio time of the latter, the authority 
of the Jadoii Kaja was weak and precarious. Now Gujors 
predominate in the Dang, Minas in the valley below'. In 
the Dang wells are hiipo.ssible, but by means of *'bands” 
built across drainage lines, where two or three feet of earth 
lie upon the rock, erop.’i are produced. In the hot weather 
but few tanks retaiu any water, and the struggle for what 
remains often leads to bloody adrays. In unusually dry 
seasons the people have to retreat wdth their cattle to the 
banks of the Chniiibal, but the uuliappy wild animals, 
deprived of their usual supply of water, iiinl ignorant where 
to search for more, perish by hundreds on the banks of the 
tanks they have been accustomed to frequent. Nor as 
regards water are the villages of the lower ground alto¬ 
gether w'ell oil! Near the “sauts, ” or short water courses, 
which form deep ravines, and carry off drain age of the hills, 
water is indeed found at a depth of 20 oi' 25 cubits, but iu 
other places, even on the river banks, wells have to 1)0 sunk 
to a depth 70 or 80 cubits, and.often access to W'ater at 
all is barred by rocks. In dry weather the residents of some 
villages situated at a distance of two miles from the Chambal 
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have to procure their water supply froni the river, whicli, 
however, is nut accounted wholesome. Dropsy is a coiiiiiioii 
disease at some points on the river bank. It is locally 
attributed to the deep holes of stagnaut water which have 
a thill surface of running water, and which receive and 
retain all kinds of impurities 1 In the same way the water 
of the tanks is often pernicious ; the sepoys in the fort, it is 
said, suffer from guinea-worm from this source. Thegrourid, 
however, is generally rich and good, crops'are raised, but 
except on the very verge of the water, fertility, such as 
that of the British districts on the great rivers to the east, 
is never met ivith. Tigers, bears and other large unimaU 
abound amid the thick brushwood which covers the glens 
and passes, where the dan ” and chabeiii shrubs are the 
moat abundant, but trees of all the common kinds are met 
with. The fort of Utgirh is the inoiit remarkable place in 
the district; it forms a striking object in the view of the 
traveller many miles lower down the Cbanihal, and it has 
been looked upon as a safe retreat to whicli the KarauH 
Chief might securely send his treasure and his family in 
times of peril. There is not a single place deserving of 
being called a town throughout the whole tract, and no 
villages have three hundred houses, while in the Dang they 
often do not contain more than three or four, i Where the 
sandstone is abundant, It of course forms tlie entire 
material for the houses; where it is wanting, uuinortared 
stones form the walls; and the roof consists of ** dhak ” 
leaves pressed between poles fastened together; more artistic 
thatching is hardly ever resorted t«». There are five Ghats 
over the Chambal, w'ithiu the limits of the Utgirh Tehsil^— 
Gota, Gusai, Tods, Si wars, Kaaeru. 


MaKUBAU. TeHSIL OB CoLLBCTORATE. 

This division is situated south of Kaiauli. It has 
65 villages and 74 hamlets, or 139 in all. There are two 
talukos, the **l.arrara” and the “Dang.*’ The popula¬ 
tion is about 19,665. 
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The first of these ttvo divisions lies along the Chambal, 

Tamn Taluk*, H&cket terms “ the grand scarp" 

on the left bank of that river. It is undu¬ 
lating or broken by the beds of nalas, and water is often 
too tar below the surface for practical use. The bed of 
the river is, in the cold weather, cultivated dow'n to the 
water's edge, so that an emerald fringe marks the course 
of the stream. The two most remarkable “ khos" or 
glens, which open on to the Tarrara are those of Ninda 
and G ho toll; a small stream runs down each, and there 
is fine cover for large game—bears, tiger^ panthers, &c., 
which abound. These glens are Raj preserves, and the 
grass is the property of the State, 

The " Dang" talnka comprises the elevated country 
Daiig Taiaku. above the scarp, and extends northwar<jn 
to within 5 miles of the city of Xarauli. 
The people are entirely dependent on tanks for Avater, and 
cultivation is scanty. All the villages i>f the pergunnah are 
Mina, with the exception of two, which are Gnjai-s. Cattle 
abound, and even In the Tarrara fodder is so abundant that 
the stalks of the jawar arc often left after the heads have 
been cut. 


Famous chiefly for its large old fort described else- 
MsDriiBii Tariun Avhere. This was the first important strong- 

TiiuiiH. JjqJj acquired in modern times by the 
Karauii family ; but it is said to have beeu originally built 
ill prediiatoric times by a Tadon. 

The town contains 1,000 houses and 70 shops ; about 
40 families of Musalm.ans, chiefly in the service of the 
Durbar, live in Mitndrail. Boras and banias prosper 
here, especially the latter. They have a trade with Saiu- 
bhar in salt, which they export, cloth goods from Agra, 
aud ghee, aemss the Chambal to Sabmgarh and Sho'jmr 
Bmoda. Brahmans have the Zamindari, and have held 
it for more than a century ; formerly it was in the posaeS' 
sioti of Minas. 

Water is 70 cubits below the surface, and in the hot 
w'eather there is often ditflculty about drinking water, 
which is sometimes brought from the Chambal, 2^ miles off. 

The land consequently produces only one crop of grain 
regularly, the rain or kbarif, but one is good. Gram is

sometimes raised in the rabi, The principal officials who 
live here are a Tehsildarj Eilladar, a £otwal and Customs 
official and a Jfedical suiwrdinate. The notable buildings 
are a rampart round the town, built by Maharajah Harbaksh 
Pal, a Dargah of a Mohtiinedan relation, Bahadurji (who 
after his perversion been me a saint of repute)^, a Chhattri, 
temples and two tombs. COn the hill which rises from the 
plain abont 1,500 yards west of the fort, is another Dargah 
called “ Mardan Ghaib."' A branch Dispousary exists iiere 
also. 

Adjoining the town is the village of Raiiipura, where 
lives a Thakur and a bania of some note, 
Fitfflpura. considered distinct from Mandrail, but 

in the estimate of bouses !□ the town those of Raiiipura 
arc included.

LAND REVENUE. 
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The fiscal history of this State is more or less obscure. 
Some records, however, do exist, hut are scant and f|uite uii* 
reliable, and in some instutices are fdtogether absent, so 
that it is difficult to trace the history of this imporUmt 
department back to any ver}' remote date. No proper 
^Mamabandi,*’ or rent roil, of past periods is forth conn iig. 
Land appears to have never beeti properly ineasurefi, and 
different varieties of “ bighaa " obtained in different parts of 
the same State! There existed no accurate records of 
“iiiuati” lands, nor of any new Ijind brought under cultivation, 
and owing to such circumatancea us well as the want of maps 
and survey records, the State has fared badly in the settle¬ 
ment of boundary disputes with neighbouring States from 

time to time, . 

As a result of the above-mentioned state ot anairs me 
condition of the ryots became deplorable, and with a system 
of ever-shifting rents, they received no incentive for improve¬ 
ment of their holdings. To put an end to this state of affairs, 
the present Ruler was persuaded into introducing a Revenue 
Settlement for his State ; accordingly, one Assistant Settle¬ 
ment officer, one Sadar Jtmisarim, &c., with a full stan of 
Ameens, under control of the Deputy Collector, subject to 
direct supervision by the State Council, were thereupon 
appointed, and operations wore commenced in dauuary 

tljjs way regular Settlement work in this State 
commenced, and continued with steady progress for four or 
five Years, til) the close of the year 1895-I89t>, when the 
at dour of the Chief unfortunately cooled in the matter, and 
in place of regular Settlement operations, only surveying 
ami mappin*^ of villages tvere kept up, the establishment 
beintf simulfoneously likewise reduced to the lowest work- 
iufr margin possible, only one officer and two or three 
Burveyors being kept on, who carried on the work in a 
leisurely fashion till the close of the year 1902, when it wag 
ultimately put a atop to, and all operations in this connec- 

From the above history of the Settlement in this State, 
it will be evident that there has never been any regular 
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or complete revenue Settlement, and that although such, 
was taken up nt one time in real earnest, it waa unfortu¬ 
nately never carried through to a successful coii'clusion. 

Up to the end of the Sam hat year 1955 (A.I). 1899) 
the “ ryotwari ” system prevailed in this State, as will be 
mentioned later on, in which assessments were ruiide 
directly with the ryots of each village through Tehaildars. 
At the close of the year 1899 the system of collecting 
revenue directly from the r 3 'ots was changed, and the 
“ Luinberdari" flystem or farming out of revenue under 
contracts to lieadmcn of villages was introduced shortly 
afterwards, under which system contracts wore given for 
periods of live years to Lumberdars, This latter s^'stem 
was not altogether an innovation, for it was in vogue in 
this State daring the early eighties, when the adniinlstration 
was carried on under the supervision of the Political Officer, 
When, however, the present Ruler was invested with full 
administrative powers in 1399, the old method of collecting 
the revenue directly from the ryots was revived. The 
recent change in the system of revenue collection above 
alluded to was introduced with a view to ascertain whether 
such could be permanently adopted. The revenge accruing 
from the above-mentioned quinqennlal contract at a fixed 
assessment amounted to about three lakhs of rupees, but 
the actual collections, it appears, never i^uite reached that 
figure. This fjuinqennial contract, however, ceased at the 
close of the last financial year, and the State has now entered, 
into a decennial one, which gives an amount slightly less 
even than the last, so that on comparing the two there is 
clear indication of s fall in the total revenue of the State. 
TJie reason for such is not, I think, difficult to find. 

During the first year of the quinqennial contract the 
period was^ marked by the occurrence of the greatest cala¬ 
mity to which any State can full a victim, viz,, famine, which 
pressed severtdy, especially upon two Tehslls in this State, viz., 
Mandrail and Utgirh, these practically comprising the 
“Dang" area of the country. The people iu these parts 
suflered greatly, not, however, so much actually for want 
of food grains as they did from a water famine. From 
facts previously'' mentioned under section Geography, it will 
be noted that the physical features and configuration of 
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this jiart of the country are chiefly rocky hills und iiftllaha, 
where wells and tanks too are by no means nuinerous, and 
consequently owing to defective rainfall the distress was 
more acute here than in other parts of the State, resulting 
in extensive migration of its inhabitants across the CliiLinbal 
into Gtvalior territory. Many of the villages in the fltglrli 
Tehsil especially have thus been entirely dcseited, and the 
cultivators have not as yet returned to tlieii' old homes. 
For the above reasons the agricultural po[>ulatioii t>f these 
two TehsiU have not hitlierto shown mncli indication of 
recuperation from the hanelu! eU'ects of the period alluded 
to, and this factor has undoubtedly tended, in great measure, 
towards reduchig the revenue of this State, whieJr during 
recent year^, instead of showing signs of expansion, has 
evidently diminished I 

There w-a.s till the above-mentioned period no attempt 
at any real Settlement in Karauli State, the assessments 
being annually made by the Tehsildar, the village lieadniau 
and the village “shena.’* 


The office of headman, giving the holder or joint-holders, 
as it did, a part in fixiuu the annual assess- 
Vitiligo Hoarimah. {jg ag the duty and resporisibility 

of collecting the land revenue with their attendant powers, 
was much coveted, and in many respects placed the possessor 
in the position of the landlord of the village. Amongst 
Minas and GuJmfs the headmen are called “ Mihtars,” 
amongst Jats Chaudliris." In botli fiscal and rent-free 
vilkgea they got two per cent, on the revenue and a tiir ban. 

The “shena” is the paid servant and represeniative of 
the Durbar in the vilhiges, all of v hich, 
except the smallest, have one of these func¬ 
tionaries. 


Except in the Saiii taluha of ilaehilpur where the 
“ Kanungo,” or pergunnah accountant, kept 
nit«i-an. village accounts, a “patwari" was con¬ 

nected with all the Villages. He got one per cent, on the 
collections, and this allowance, called “dami," bein^j inauliicient 
for his maintenance he was usually a “ bania " glad to 
H 02 )plement the income of his business. In two villages of 
Utgirh and one of Machilpur Gujars w ere "patwaiis, ” and 
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liere and there & Mina “patwari” was to bo met with. 
‘'Putwaris” sometimes got rewards from the Durbar for 
furthering the increase of the revenue. 

In the mouth of Aanrh (June) the headman and *'sheita” 
ABSJusdhiLht Kill of a vlUfto^e determined what the revenue 
should be, after which they went to the Teh- 
eildar, who came to convenient spots for comraunicatitig with 
Buri'ouuding villages, and usually confirmed the^ proposed 
assessments, and graiited "parwanas ” or deeds, which practi¬ 
cally were subject to modification in Kartik (October), when 
the Tehsildar visited the villages to observe the state of the 
crops. When grain was cheap the revenue was exacted in 
money at crop rates, but when grain was dear, " butai, ” or 
share'in the crop, was taken, ami it was always taken on the 
“burda” OT alluvial land, on the verge of the Chainl)aL 
This share varied from a fourth to a hall, and it was usually 
collected in kind, but its value wa& exacted at market price. 
The “ Kiets,*’ or instalments of the revenue, were collected 
usually in the mouth of Kartik and Chet (October and 
March). 
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ADMINTSTBATION OF KARAULt STATE 
DURING THE LAST FIFTY YEARS. 


Mnhftrnjah Naraing Pal died in 1852 without an heir, so 
the {question arose whetlicsr the State waa to be eoui^idered 
to have lapsed to the British GovernmeDt, there beiug no 
heir to the Gaddi, or it should l>e given to either of the rival 
claimants, Bharat Pal and 2i.Iadan Pal, who were not direct 
heirs to the deceased Prince. This question was debated In 
the Council of the Governor-Geueral, nnd tiimllj^ it was 
decided to appoint llaharajah MadanPal as Ruler of Kanmli. 

Thus in 1854, Sir Heury Lawrence brought Maharajah 
Madan Pal from Jaipur and installed him on the Karauli 
Gaddi. He ruled over this State for tlfteen years and died 
on iTth August 1869. He left no sous ■, only one daughter 
survived him. 

Maharajah Lachluuan Pal succeeded him, but he siu-^ 
vived only a few weeks, after which Mahamjah Jai Singh 
Pal succeeded. This Prince ruled over the State tor nearly 


live years, and died in 1875, ^ 

He was succeeded by Maharajah Arjun Pal, who wag 
called upon to rule this State wht-n lie was ovei tifty. He 
died in August 1886. His nephew and adopted son, Maha¬ 
raja Bhanrvar- Pal, the present Ruler, Iheii succeeded him. 

Method of AdminUtration , — Thougli a Council was 
appointed in the time of Mahavajidi Madan Pal, yet it was 
only in name. To a great extent .Maharajah Madan Pal 
was his own Minister. The rule was entirely arbitrary. 
Diwans, ton, were evety now and theu appointed and were 
changed several times during his reign. TJie tollowiug aie 
the naint;» of some of the prominent Diwaiis of his time:— 

N. Ballu Kivm held office for some years under Maharajah 
Madan Pal, who eventually disgraced lum for his collision 


with the Daknits. , , t» n 

Pardlian Sita Ram succeeded Ballu Ram for a time. 
His fmiiily is known here as the hereditary “ Kanungoes” 
or accountants. However, he failed to satisfy Maharajah 
Madan Pal, who threw him into prison lor some time. 
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He was succeeded by ThakuP BrlgbbhaTi Singb, who had 
little real authority. He only kept the seals of btate. He 
gave his daughters in rnarriage to the iraharajah Mad an Pal. 

Baldeo, son of Sewa Ram, was in high iavour, and was 
constantly about the person of the Maharajah, but he never 
acted as Hiwaii. Bihari, Diwan, succeeded his father 
Bsldco after the death of the latter and held the title and 
acted a.s such during the time of the Maharajah Arjun Pal. 
Much confusion arose during the late reign, and the 
Administration of the State was taken over by the Pf>li" 
tical Agent who reconstituted a new Council and appointed 
five members in January 1882. ^ 

Since that date the ndrainistratiori of this State has 
been carried on by a Council consisting of five members, and 
after the death of Diwan Bihari Singh, which took place in 
1889, no one has acted as Diwan in this State.

The exact areas cannot be stated. For the names, num- 
her, and population of viU^cs of each tebsil see page 34$. 
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The Karauli forces organized in their present form by 
the late Maharajah Madan Pal, amount to 2,50 Cavalry and 
1,500 Infantry, and 32 Artillery, witli about 40 light guns, 
none of which are pr<>bably fit for much use. They aio 
only fired a few times once or twice a year. 

The peculiarity of the Kai'auli force is'that it is com¬ 
posed for the most part of natives of [\arauli. A large 
proportion are Jadons, especially in the risalas. Of the 
others the most remarkable class are the Pathans. The 
mounted portion of them are the remains of the Trans- 
Cliambal Putlians, whose lot was oast with Imam-ud-din 
of Nurabad and his suooessors (uicie chapter on OflScial 
Classes). But the Pathans of the Gol have by their own 
account another history. Their ancestors were of the 
Emperor Alia-ud-dln’s army, which took Rantharabhor in 
A.D. 1290. After ita fall Cantonments were established 
at Knrgaon and Jerota under the Subah of Madhopur. 
These remained till the anarchical period of Mohammad 
Shall, when Maharajah Kawar Pal of Karauli brought over 
the Pathans, who are uow^ in the service of the Durbar or 
theThakurs, or otherwise established in the city.* The “Gol” 
is looked upon as the most reliable portion of the infantry, 
and to it is entrusted the guardianship of the Palace and 
duty in the thanas and tehsils, where experience has shown 
that JodoD sepoys are not to be trusted. Except a few in 
the city speci^ed above as Gashti ” there is no body of 
police in the State. 
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Besides the various families of Jadons there is no other 
important Kajput party settled in ICamuli. Many a Jadon 
from Sabaigftrh across {lie Clmuibal pressed by a tax-gather¬ 
er comes to Karanli for a loan or a grant of mouov> which 
is not unfrequently granted. The Jadoti, like other Rajputs, 
is a brave soldier but a had agriculturist, and that those of 
Rajputana would seem to be woise than their brethreu to 
the east, for wherever he has to compete with cultivators 
of other castes on equal terras, he manifests Ins inferiority, 
and this is remarkably illustrated by the pi^sition of the 
Gonj and Khichri and Fir Thakurs in Karauli, who, being 
out of the caste, are not allowed the advantages enjoyed 
by respectable Jadons, and are consequently on a lower level 
than Minas and Gujars, The present |>o&ition of the Tha- 
kurs of the village named Mina-XLera exhibit the estim¬ 
ation in which Karauli Jadons are held by Rajputs in the 
east. The Thakui' who held Minu-Khera was persuaded 
to give his daughter in marriage to a Raja of the Chandel 
race, who lived at village Khera in the Gidar pergunnah of 
hfonghair. The Thakur was not a person of special consi¬ 
deration, and yet the Raja, who has a large estate, offered 
him great ad vantages if he would not only give his daughter 
in marriage, but also emigrate to ^longliair. The tempta¬ 
tions held out wore so great, that the Thakur was induced 
to go with all his family, although he knew he would have 
to give up his estate in Karauli, which was accordingly 
sequestrated by the Durbar, for it would have no absentee 
landlord. Twice they have pretended to retum and have 
received hack the village, but they soon turned back to 
their new home in the east, leaving a Kamdar or agent 
to represent him, w'hercupon the village was again con* 
fiscated by the State, 

Many of the sons of the ,fadon Rajas founded clans which 
bear peculiar name’s, the origin of some of which is curious 
and interesting. The Karauli Thakurs are very illiterate ; 
very few can read and write; and this is not to be wonder¬ 
ed at, considering the backward state of education in this 
State. 
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It will be noticed that most Jadons’ names havo the 
affix “ Pal, ” instead of “ Sinjijh.'’ It has been preferred 
becanae Sinsh means lion, which, with all its noble qualities 
is no respecter of cows, whereas » Pal” si{?nifies "protector 
of cows, and is thought a more bofittinj^ designation for tlie 
children of Sri Krishna, Another deriviition of the word 
Pal is considered by Tod. a groat authority on such matters, 
to signify pastoral or nomadic. , . , ,. , 

the origin of the section of the Thakur caste to which 
® the family of the ruling Chief of this State 
j^doii Th»tnri related, is somewhat obscure, but legend 
has it that there was a Kaja resident in Bengal in Orissa, 
Juiad by name, who had tive sons, the eldest of whoin, Jad, 
years after became Raja of Mathura. This man had sons, 
one of whom, Jiadra Pal, became Raja of Biana in the 
Bharatpur State. History does not say how Jiiidra Pal liatl 
progeny; it is said eleven sons, the eldest of horn, S y® 
Pal, succeeded him, who again had a son, R'J^ 
succeeded his father. The latter had a son of the name o 
Ten Pal who eventually came to the Gaddi, and had a son 
oHhrname ofDhnrranfPal. who became Raja of Biana, 
but afterwards transferred hie capital to Karauh, booming 
Raia of Karauli; it is from him that the presmit ^lefs of 
Karauli are descended. It would appear that Ten Pal had 
a number of sons, of whom Dhurram Pal above mentioned 
was the eldest: this latter had a pitched battle with Abu 
Batar a Mohamedan Chief of some note, probably a 
warrior belonging to the Mohammedan dynasty at that time 
prevailim^ atMhi and elsewhere. In this battle Dhunam 
Pal was defeated, and for this reason fled south to Karouli, 

making that his future t 3 «i u-n- 

A younger brother of Dhurram Pal s, Madan Pal by 

name, after the defeat of his brother, also fied, but to the 

north, eventually coming to a village m^r Smsim, m Bbera,t- 
our territory, and thence nltimately to the latter village itself, 
where he appears to have died. Madun Pal had ^ 

five 8ons.thee]destof which,Suni Thakur, became adakditand 
lived in this fashion for years. Generations passed in which 

the members of this family followed these pursuits until 

one of them, Balchand Thakur, in one of his predatoiy 
excursions, came across a man of the Sohrat section of the 
Jat caste, whom he murdered, taking his wife as a concu^ 
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bine. This wonian it appeurs extracted a promise from 
Balchttnd at the time, that fshould a eon over be born to 
them at any time, it should be called a Jat and not a 
Tbaknr, As a result of their marriage two sons were born, 
byname Surd and fiurd; these latter became fairly wealthy, 
probably on account of the loot which their family, for 
generations, had accumulated as a result of their depro- 
cations. They owned considerable land also, which was 
possibly acquired in the same predatory fasliion. It is in 
this way that the two families of the Ruling Chiefs of 
Bharatpur and Karauli are probably connected, for a fur^ 
ther description of which I must refer the reader to page 29. 
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ANTHKOPOMETRY, 


Tlie following series of arithropometrical measurements 
of the Thakur caste were taken by me during the Ethno¬ 
graphical survey of the North-West Provinces and Oudh, 
and comprise a series of four hundrod and twenty adult 
males of a number of sections of the caste, which were too 
n u m crous to detail. The m easti rements appended have heeu 
copied irom the table in Mn Crooke’s booK on the “Tribes 
and Castes of the North-West Province and Oudli,*' to be 
obtained at the Government Press, Allahabad. 
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At: a l&ter ptitiod, liowever, I took the ottaal indices and 
facial angles of seventy adult mnlea of the Jadon Tbakvir caste 
resident in these parts, details of which are here appeiided 
in extenso; in which it will be seen that the measuremonta 
slightly vary from those above, the average facial angle 
being about the same, fl4'5, but that of the nasal 
index coneiderably larger, mz., 72-91, Indicating the presence 
of rather a less leptorrhine nose than is apparently existant 
amongst the members of the same caste in the adjacent 
province. 
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HISTOKY OF THE ItEDTCAL INSTITUTIONS 
OF THE STATE. 


Scant records exist regaiding the Medical Institutions 
of tliis State, hut from those nvfiilabie it seems that the first 
medical institution to be opened in this State was the Sadar 
Dispensary in 1854, at the time when Dr. JIathias was Medi¬ 
cal Officer, apparently of this State only, and when Captain 
Monck Mason was Political Officer. At that time there does 
not appear to have been any Chief actually on the Gaddi, and 
the institution seems to have been established solely at the 
suggestion of Dr. Mathias, who appears to have been a 
great favourite amongst the people, and well spoken of to 
this day, The Dispensary when opened seems to have 
been very popular, and was well patronized by the people, 
who tmpear to have had about as great faith in his powers 
as a Surgeon os they' had in him as a Shiiart. 

The Eastern Hajputana States remained without an 
Agency Surgeon for many years till the year 18Q9, when the 
appointment was resuscitated, and the WTiter was aelcoted 
fitr the charge. Previous to that yeai' the Medical De¬ 
partment of this State bad not been directly under the 
charge of any European Medical Officer. The Adminis¬ 
trative Medical Officer of Rnjputana in his annual cold 
weather tour used to visit some of the Medical Institutions of 
this State at irregular intervals, but these visits were usually 
coulined to the Sadar Dispensary. So, to that extent, the 
depurtriient was under the charge of that officer in that he 
used to check and countersign the pay-bills, &c., of these 
Institutions, as is now done by the Agency Surgeon, 

Tiiere was no Municij>ality at Karauli before the year 
1384. In 1882 the political administration of this State 
was taken over by the Political Officer of tills Agency 
owing to nial-administratiou. Col Sir Euan Smith was ap¬ 
pointed Piditical Agent two years after, and it was during 
his incumbency that a Municipal Board was set up to loot 
into the sanitary arrangements of the town. 

The first Municipal Board was started in this way. In 
the month of September 1884, cholera broke out in an 
epidemic form, ana the want of a Municipality was keenly 
felt. Sir Euan at once took up the question in right ear- 
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nest and a Muincipiil Board ou a smalt scale was soon estab¬ 
lished. To meet the iminediak: exijeas^ for the upkeep of 
the Board a smalt fund was rat sea by means of subscrip¬ 
tions at the rate of 10 percent, from the salaries of the high 
officials ofthisSrate, ThethflnSecretary Agra Municipality 
was itn’ited here for a few days, and with his active co-oper¬ 
ation and valuable advice and ripe experience of Municipal 
Admiiiwtratioii, a set of bye-laws was drawn up. In tli is way 
this institution was launched, and after it had worked iiiirly 
for a few months, and liad passed through the initial stage, 
steps were taken to make it a permanent institution of this 
State. In consultation with the princifal citizens of the 
capital to w'hom Sir Euan Smith explain^ the ■advantages 
of Municipal Administration, an Octroi duty on cereals was 
introdticedj and began to be levied at the fbllowhig rates:—

'Wheat, f»ram, kc., constitute first class grains, bejhat t.e., 
wheat and *grara mixetl, form second class grain, whereas 
muiig, moth, juar,&e., are considered third class grains. 
Kiee and paddy are exempted from Octroi, but customs 

dues are levied on them. . , 

Ill this way permanency was inipaHcd to Kurauli 
Municipality, and carts and sweepers were engaged lor the 
sanitation and [iroper cleansing ol the town. _ ^ 

A re'^ular Mnnieipal Boaid was then foi ined, coihSistmg 
of the ^even prineijjal citiisens of the town, a selected 
iminberof vvhoni formed tliemselves into a Bench of Honor¬ 
ary Magistrates. They work lijM'otatioii, and decide all 
cases pertaining to the breach of Muuicipal laws. 

Dr. Bhawani Singh, first class Hospital Assistant (now 
on the rt'lired list), was brought down Irom Abu and put in 
charge of the Municipality. He still holds the^me cliargo 
in his dual capacity as Secretary and Health Officer, Karauli 
^1 uuicipalty. Eunw'ar Surjau Pal is the President, and 
Bhola Nath Cliatterji is the Vice-President of the Board. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Board, the Budget esri- 
timate of tlie Municipalitj' is discussed and passed. Its 
funds, arisiijg from Octroi and other soiirties, are kept i^ulto

separate from the income and expenditure of the State, anti 
tills of course is as it should be. 

Ill the year 1883, in the time of Colonel Euan Smith os 
Political Olficei: in this Agency, dispensaries were npenetl 
at Mantlrnil, Machilpur and Stipotra, the most Iin[’orlaut 
towns in this State, during the rcigu of Maharajah Arjun 
Pal. lieyond this iiiformation there appears to he little 
or nothing nii record. 

In the year 1891 at the wish of His Highnes.s the 
ilaliarajail i Bhaiiwar Pal) a female Zenana lios|iital was 
opcneil for affording medical relief to women in connection 
with the Dufferin Association, A female nicdical practi- 
tioner {liibi Aslu-aJ!) was placed in charge, and the institu¬ 
tion, tViOiigh it has been unfortunate in having many changes 
of its staff during recent years, hag since done good work 
nevertheless. A hiief description of each mstitntloii wdll 
now be given in order of importance. 

Setdar Dispensary, karCMii Otty, — This diai)engary is 
situated outside the city, though within the earthworks on 
the southern side, in close prosiiiiity to the State Prison, 
wliich practically adjoins it- It w’as founded by Maharajah 
Madan Pul, G.C.S,!., in January I8a4, and was placed iu 
charge of u native doctor on a raouihly salary of Ks, 3a, who 
retired in 1879, when Hospital Assistant, T.Konmre, was ap¬ 
pointed, w'ho still continues to hold charge. It is composed of 
pid ka stone-built buHdingS: tbrined more or less into a square, 
in centre ef which is the dispensary. On the west are the medi¬ 
cal subordinates’ quarters, and on the east the wards, com¬ 
posed of four small rooms and an u|>per and lower story, pro* 
vidingucconitnodatioiifor a few patients only, w'hich, however. 
Is hardly suificietit for the iiee<ls of an head-quarters hospital, 
and I hope by degrees to get it extended. Till recently 
there was no room for the performance of surgical opera¬ 
tions, &c., or even a proper dispensary, and an element of 
chaos existed. I have, how'ever, persuaded the Durbar to 
erect a suitable room for performance of surgical operations 
on the ea^t side of the building, and to make a proper dis¬ 
pensary room. The dispensary has been provided with a 
proper operating table, and with other suitable instrutueuts 
and npiiliauccs, which I hope will greatly extend the useful- 
iicBs of tills institution, us under present circumstauces 
little or no surgical aid is nor con be aifoided to the'puopl«|

except at tlie visits of tl^e Agency Surgeon, owing to the 
absence of sonic of the most ordinary surgical appUances 
and instruments, and sufficient accoiuuiodatiou for surgical 
cases, 

Machilpur .—At a distance of about 17 tniles from 
Karauli is situated this toivn, connected by a kuchka road 
passing for tbo first few miles tlu'ougb endless ravines pass¬ 
able only to foot traffic, but eivsily rideable for the whole 
distance. The dispensary ia situated on the outskirts of 
the town, composeu of a pukka building facing south, which 
at present is liardly suitablu for its purpose, I hope shortly 
that a more suitable building will be erected for its location, 
A further description of this town will be found at jxige 303, 

Mandraii ,—This town is situated about 1!) miles from 
Karauli, being connected witli it by a track, suitable only for 
horse or pony traffic, and passing tlirough hilly country till 
within about five miles of Mandrail, when thick forest Is 
entered, and the ti-avcller suddenly, after {^lossing down a 
very steep ghatt over which it is impossible to do anything 
but walk for some distance, enters into the valley of the 
Chambal, when the town, with its fort crowning a hill, comes 
at once into view. The dispensary is situated just within 
the western gate of the town at tbo foot of the hill, it con¬ 
sists of a few' unsuitable low buildings, with accomniodatioui 
for two or three patients, which I hope will be enlarged 
at some futm e date. If or a fur ther description of the towu, 
fort and environs, see page 307. 

Sapotm .—This town is situated in very hilly country 
due auuth of the capital, and connected therewith by a huch- 
ha road in some places impassable for cart traffic, at a dis¬ 
tance of about 25 miles. 

It is situated m the Jerota Tehsil, of which it is the most 
important town, though owing to administrative reasons tbo 
tebsil offices are not located here, but at Jerota, about seven 
miles away. 

The dispensary is situated in tiie centre oftlic t!}wn, and 
consists of pukka stone buildings in the form of a st^uare, in 
which the dispensary, wards, &c,, such as they arc, are locat¬ 
ed. A conaiderable tort exists here, iicgardiiig which and 
auy other facts I must refer the riader to page 301. 
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Female Hospital, This is located in a pnHa 

buildiii"' within the town, and consists of a double-storied 
edifice,*^the lower portion of which is utilized as a ward 
and the upper storey for residence of the medical ^subordi* 
nate and focation of the dispovisary* The building is not, to 
my mind, altogether suited to its purpose, being dark and ill- 
ventilated, as well as draughty; it could however, I feel sure, 
be made suitable were money spent judiciously upon certain 
alterations and additions. This hospital appears to be popu¬ 
lar with the residents, and affords a large atnount of inefli- 
cal relief to that class of patient for which it is intended. 
It has, however, of late years, ow'ing to many reasons, been 
very unfortunate in frecjuetit rtkI constant changes of its 
medical subordinates, which have somewhat handicapped 
its utility at times. 

The Muncipality of Karanli was one of the first to take 
advantage ofthe Countess ofBufferin's Fund and scheme for 
affoi'ding female medieal aid to the vromen of India, From 
1st June 1886 the Board offered a scholarship of Rs, 10 a 
month for the medical education of a lady pupil at the Agra 
Medical School Bibi Ashurfij a Brahmin lady and a native 
of Moriidabad accepted the scholarship. After obtaining 
her diploma she came down here and took charge of the 
Female Dispensary on 18th October 1891. She was an in¬ 
telligent lady, who worked very satisfactorily for nearly 
three years, when, owing to domestic reasons, it was consi¬ 
dered prudent by the State to eft'eet her transfer from the 
place. AccOKlingly, she left this place under orders from 
the Residency Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer, Bajputaoa, 
on 6th September 1894. K o other female medical prac- 
tioner beiug available at that time, His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja was reluctantly obliged to close the Female Dispensary 
for some time. 

The institution remained in this moribund condition for 
nearly a year, when in August 1895 one Axtandi Bai scut 
ill a ^letitioii applying for the vacant post. She did not hold 
any diploma, not had she attended tlie full course of lectures 
in any of the (Joverument Medical Schools either in the 
N.-\V. P. or Punjab, so the Municipal Board at lii'st ap¬ 
pointed her on six months' probation. 

During this period her abilities were found very poor, 
and she proved herself utterly incapable of discharging her 
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tiuties ©fficientlf. Therefore her seryiees were dispeiwed 

with in February 189G. . ^ 

After the difiiiussal of ADandi Bai the institution was 
a<rain allowed to rentaln closed for a pretty long time, tliere 
heiofl' no fresh hands available. The Administrative Medi¬ 
cal Officer of Rajputana wm several times communicated 
with, but he replied that owing to plague and other causes 
mecUc^ suhortliivftteB were in unusufil request* and were not 
available for the salary <ittered by the State. j 

Thus passed away the whole of the jears 1896 and 1897, 
Early in 1898 Mrs. “E. Bose, a Bengalee Chri^ian, and a 
passed female medicaJ practitioner of Hardoi (Oudh) was 
secured ; she came down here and took charge of the mepen- 
sary, and work went on regularly for some months. During 
the summer of 1898 she found that her children couKI not 
bear the heat of this part of the country, and being in affluent 
circumstances, she threw up the appoiutment of her own 
accord, and left the station abruptly, Mrs. Samuels was 
soon after appointed in her place, 

This lady worked on smoothly for over a year, when un¬ 
happily friction took place between her and the State 
officials, resulting in her transfer in November 1900, 

The institution wne again threatened wvtli extinction. 
Happily in December 1900, Mra George came here and 
instilled new life into the dispensary. Since then, I regret 
to add, tliat another interv’al occurred on the departure of 
Mrs. George. The appointment has now been filled up 1 
hope permanently by the advent of another qualified medi¬ 
cal subordinate, who seems popular and inclined to stay. 
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# 

Vaccination*—The exact date of comnieneemerit of 
vaecination operatioTis in this State Cflunot be ascertained, 
aa few records exist; there is, how'ever, some record of such 
having been carrit3fl out froni the time during which As- 
siistant Surgeon Harvey, LM S., was Agency Surgeon 
of these States, From existing records it ^soiild appear that 
at the coinnieTtcement vaccination operations were carried 
on for some years in the district by one vaccinator, and 
at Karaidi itself by the native doctor in charge of the dis¬ 
pensary there. As«istant Surgeon Spencer, I.II.S., the 
Agency Surgeon in 1873, writes that “Vaccination is 
slowly making pi'ogress." In the year 1886 a Municipal 
Board was established at Karaiili, from which time a sepa¬ 
rate vaccinator has been emidoyed to carry on this duty 
w'ithin Municipal hrnits. Since that time three more vaccin¬ 
ators have been outeL'tained for district work as permanent 
subordinates of the department, whereas in former days 
these men’s services were enlisted only for work during the 
Bcason, and were dispensed wuth on cessation of vacciitation 
operations in the spring. 

No sHtisfiietory arrangements for the superviaion of the 
working of this departnieut existed till recently, when upon 
my argent recommendation a native Sopenivtendent has been 
appointed for the whole State, whose duty it is to supervise 
all operations within its limits, under the direction of the 
Agency Surgeon. Tlierc are four vaccinators employed 
at present for district work, allotted to each Tehsil as far as 
passible, the native Superintendent for the present taking 
the w'ork at head-quarters in addition,to his other duties, 
which are not likely to be very onerous, nufl for wliich he 
will find plenty of time. Vaeciimtion has till recentlv been 
backward in this State, but has taken a turn for the better, 
owing to the interest displayed in the matter by the Durbar, 
80 that we may iiopo for better results in the future,

JAIL BEPABTMENT. 


Tlie building' of the jail wag taken in hafid ' along 
witli that of the Sadar Dispensary, i.e,, in 1B54*^ Before 
tills there was uo regular building for purposes ot a prison. 
Convicts loaded with heavjr shaokles were getierally lodged 
at a place wiihia the preciucta of the city called ** BriKai- 
ka-baghJ' The word fuvXaS is, I uuderetand, perhaps a 
corruption of brigade.’* 

However, the late Maharajah Madan Pal caused the pre¬ 
sent jail boil cling to be erected, but uo regular jailor ap¬ 
pears to have been placed in charge of the prigoii. Prom 
time to time officials of the State have been specially 
deputed to look after the jail in addition to their other 
duties. 

Tills was the practice followed up to the early eighties, 
when, owing to internal mal-administration in the State, 
the executive authority of the latter passed into the hands 
of the Political Agent. It was during this period that the 
first jailor, named Abdul Lateef, a retired Govertnneiit ser¬ 
vant, who had pretty considerable experience of jail nianage- 
nient, was bmught from British territory and appointed 
to take charge, the date of his appointment being 3ith 
March 1834. 

Abdul Lateef left the service of this State in 1839, 
and for a period the old order of affairs again asserted it¬ 
self Gobind Singh, a Subadar of the State Forces, was told 
off temporarily to discharge the work of a jailor in addition 
to his own duties. He continued to discharge ill is dual 
work for over a year, when on 3rd March 1890, Haridai 
Xarain, a Mobuirir of the Rawalpindi Jail, was appointed 
jailor. He letl the service of this State on 38tb Septeinbtir 
1897, w*hen again Gobind Singh was appointed jailor. On 
l&th May 1393 Moulvi Abdul Aarim, a near relative of the 
late Civil and Criminal Officer of this State, was appointed 
jailor. Ill November 1900, some inis-appropriation of 
jail money was discovered, and the Moulvi made himself 
Eicaj ee, and has not since been heard of, although a warrant 
for ills arrest was iasned 1 
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Prabhu Lai, the Tlianadar of Gurla, who has a fair ex¬ 
perience of criminal work, was then appointed jailor in 
place of Moulvi Abdul Karim, He has since been ho ldin g 
this post 

This jail though excellently looked after in most ways, 
requires re-organization in minor details. These have been 
brought by me prominetitlj before the notice of the Durbar, 
who have shown much interest in the matter and issued 
orders for their introduction at once, and with that end in 
view directed the jailor to proceed to Sharatpur to learn 
all details of jail discipline and work in the Central Pnson 
there. I hope very soon to have this jail on a par with those 
in the Bharatpur State. 
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EDUCATION. 


Col. Powlett in his Guzetteor on Knriiuli says : — 

“ An English and Persiuti schoul Wius estul>lisliod in 
May 1364. In July 1871 there were 16 buys studying 
English, thirty Tone Persian, tliii"ty-nini© Hindi and five 
English ami Persian. The English teacher is a Bengalee 
related to the Gosain of one of the temples. He has 
taken trouble with the school, though none of his pupils 
have as yet attained to any proficiency, and most are 
very inattentive.” 

The above had been the condition of the school down 
to the year 1886, when its wretcherlne-ss first attracted the 
attention of Col. Sir Euivn Smith, the then Political Agent 
of this State. He caused a new Head Mitster 1 University 
graduate) to be placed in charge of the school, with instruc¬ 
tions to re-organise it on a sonud basis. His eSorts at 
re-organization have been so far successful that during the 
course of the last teu years it has been raised from an 
iitdigcuous primary school to a high class wehool, w'hei'e 
now instruciion up to the Matriculation Sttmdard of the 
Allahabad University is irnpartetl. There is an Oriental 
Dupartmeutin eouneotion with the school, which is alllliated 
with the Punjab University. Students from this depart¬ 
ment have sometimes attained the highest places in the 
Punjab University Examination in Sanskrit and Persi/ni. 

In l&88-8y when the present Huler of this State wosuot 
yet invested with full adiuinistraiive powers, Coi Martelli, 
the Political Agent, caused five new primary schools to be 
set up at the head-<iuarters of each Tehsil, and thus 
piaeeu, education within easy reach of even the humblest 
peasant. 

Heading, writing and arithmetic are taught in these 
Mofu^sil schools, which are utider the direct control of the 
Head Master of the Sodar School at Karnul), Lately an 
Inspector has also been appointed from among the teachers 
of tlie Sadar School, who, in addition to hia usual duty of 
teaching, inspecta these Moiussil schools from time to 
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im\\% and reports their progress or otherwise to the Head 
Master. There are nearly 150 boys who receive tlieir 
education in these village schools.

A new feature has been added to theMaharajah*s School» 
Kara nil, in the matter of education ot Patwaris since 
Jannary 1893, and a Patwari class has now been opened. In 
Jaiiiunry 1K87 the late Col. Walter, Agent to the Governor- 
Geueral, Rajputaaa, during his annual tour in this State, 
visitctl the school^ and in his remarks in the inspection book 
ol the school, threw out a suggestion to open a Pat war i class. 
In 1891 settlement operatiODS in this State ivere taken up, 
a 1^1 as a matter of course the necessity for well-trained Pat- 
waris arose. His Highness the Maharajah then most gladly 
gave effect to the valued snggeation of Col. Walton Old and 
illiterate Patwaris are now being replaced by new ones pass¬ 
ing out of the school, after going through a course of regular 
instructictL TIib entire Khalsa State has been divided into 
53 Patwai i circles, of which nearly 35 have been filled up 
by trained Patwaris, Their status htis also been iiuprovcS 
Their salary npw rangci from Rs. 8 to Rs. h2 a moDfih, 
according to the area of the circle.

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Utgirh.’—^The Tehsil Ut^irh, like that of Mandrail, has 
two irntJural iliviaions, a rocky aofl elevated tract and the 
tract below it, extending down to the Chambal. In the 
“ Dang ” wells are impossible, but by means of " bunds ” 
built across drainage sources, two or three feet of earth are 
de|)osited, which produce crops. There are tanks, too, in 
this Tehsil, but water in most of them fail during the boteea'> 
son, when people with their cattle retreat to the banks of the 
ChambaL But the villages on the lower gi'ound by the 
banks of the river are not entirely well-offi for even here, 
in many spots, wells linve to be sunk to a depth of 70 or 80 
cubits before ivater can be found, and often such herculean 
efforts at reaching the underground water are rendered 
futile by the sudden appearance of some protruding rock. 

The Banas and Morel belong more properly to Jaipur, 
The Pancbna is the only river which rises in Karauli, and 
does not flow into the Chambal. That most useful and im¬ 
portant to the city is the Bhadraoti; it unites wdtli the 
Barkhera, and tlie united water then disehargoa into the 
Panehna, As none of these rivers are navigable at any 
Bcaaoii of the year, the extent of lielp that is actually 
derived from these small rivers for purposes of irrigation 
can be easily iraa^ned. 

To sum up, this State derives vei^ little help from the 
rivei’S in the irrigation of land. Besides tlie rainfall, there 
are three different modes of irrigation — from tanks, from 
w ells and from the rise of the Chambal — but the last mode 
is only resorted to on the very verge of the receded water, 
and to this extent only a crop is pi odueed through the 

in lluence of the Chambal. ^ 

Tanks formed by ** bunds or dams throwrn across the 
course of a line of rain drainage are the princiml means of 
irri'mtion in the rocky and hilly portion of Karauli, In 
the’^beds of these tanks rice is grown. 

Wells are the principal source of irrigation in the level 
portion of the territory. The average depth of these wells 
M from 30 to 40 cubits. In the hilly portion of the country 
the water-line descends to a depth of 70 or SO cubits from

Brief Aocoitnt of FrevioesJ Famines. 

In 1897 tlie State was undor the shadow of this calaniiity, 
but not of the worst type. It was a year of scarcity hut 
not of actual famine. The case would have been very bad 
indeed had the winter rains failed, but the calamity was 
averted by the timely fall of winter rains, though in very 
light showers. 

Such had also been the case with the faiiiine of 1876. 
which is .still hjcally known as the famine of Banibat 1934. 
The only faniiue known laere, within the memory of men 
still livino', which bears a close resemblance to the one of 
1899 , was the famine of Sambat 1925 or A.D. 1868. It 
was in those days, pre-railway days, when the Hajputaiia- 
Miilwa Kailway syetem wan still uncompleted. The cause of 
this famine was the entire failure of the monsoou. There 
is no connected report in the State with reference the 
fiimine of the year 1868 ; but ao far we are sure that the 
transport of grain in those days was not so easy as it is 
now, and therefore it can be easily imagined that the famine 
of the sixties pressed more severely upon the people of this 
State, Maharajah Madan Pal star ted relief works indifterent 
part-s of the country, and the bundst at Dabni and Malpura 
stand to this day aa monuinente of the generous ettbrts of 
the ruling Chief to mitigate the sufferings of his numeroua 
Bubiects. He also did his hest to mitigate the sufferings of 
the"^ poor. Kitchens for the distribution of food were estab¬ 
lished and irrigation works begun ns above stated, to meet 
the expenae of which the Durbar receiveil a loan of two 
lakhs of rupees from the British Govemmeut. 

The prices current of grain went up to a rupee for seven 
Karauli seers, or between eight and nine British seers. In 
the hi'dilands of the ]3ang nine-tenths of the cattle died. 
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Bkief Accoitn'T of the Famine of the Year 1899 - 1900 , 

In noT-iiial years the rains iieually set in nbout tho second 
week of .Tune, and fall intermittentf}’' till about the middle of 
.Tuly, when heavy rains set in and lajst till the close of August. 
Ill September the showers arc less freriaenfc, and in the first 
half of October, after a shower or two for the sowing of 
^ram and other early S}>rmg crops, it ceases to rain except 
in the shape of light cold-weather showers. 

It was in June 1899 that the monsoon burst over the 
little State of Kurfluli, earlier thaii in ordinary years. The 
total rainfall recorded during the rainy season of 1S99 was 
19 inches, of which ten inches were recorded for the month 
of June only. At the close of July the monsoon current 
suddenly fulled, atidwith it the rainfall utterly ceased in the 
State, and not a drop fell with the exception of a litflit 
shower or two in tlie Macliilpnr Tehsil in the month of 
August. 

A.s the result of this unequal distribution of rain the 
early antumu crops, excepting the Indian corn (Bajra), 
suftered to a marked extent, and the rice was a complete 
failure. 

From the experience of the past it has been observed 
that failure of rainfall during the month of June is not so 
prejudical to the crops here as It is in the month of August 
or beginning of SeptembBr. The latter rains are very 
viihiable, as the crops of Moth, Til, &:c., entirely depend 
upon them. 

However, wholesale failure of autumn crops was re¬ 
stricted to the “ Dang " area, where rice is extensively sown, 
and the distress was thus confined to nan'ow limits. With 
the failure of autumn crops, people rested their hopes on the 
Rabi out-tnrn, and therefore tried their utmost to bring as 
much land under the plough for Rabi cultivation as possible, 
but the winter rains fiilleu as ’well, and the out-turn of Kabi 
was only an eight anna one. 

Thus in this State, out of a total population of 1,50,000 
ill round numbers in an area of 1,242 square miles, the area 
a fleeted was about 254 square miles, with a population of 
about ten thousand souls. And this tract was entirely 
limited to that portion of this State known as the “ Dang” 
area. Throughout the whole territory there was severe 
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pressure on all the poor classes oiving to the hij^h price of 
all food grains ; but in the area ■actually ofi'ected, tho distress 
was due to the utter failure of the autumn crops following 
on a succesKion of two inferior harvests. 

The peculiar feature of the “Dang” area Is rock and ravine. 
In a country full of rocks and jungles the proportion of 
irrigated area can never be large. Cominuiiiejitions are here 
carried on “over high vales and down dales,’* thi>iug]i sjig* 
Kig paths. To some places grain, &C-, can be transported 
by camels and other beiists of buitlen, and in otticr easc.s this 
even can be done witli difficulty, notably in some obscure 
corners of the Utgirh Teh si 1. 

When the winter rains failed, the necessity arose to 
open some relief works on a small scale; for among the 
chamar classes distress to some extent began to be felt. 
This relief at first took the shape of grass-cutting, and in 
this work sonic three or four hundred ehamars were em¬ 
ployed, Gradually, as summer advanced, relief works in 
the shape of excavation of tanks, or bund construction, or 
sinking of wells began to be taken up one after another 
ill the “Dang*' portion of the territory. 

To mitigate tlie general distress at the time, a remission 
of nearly Its. 50,000 in tlio land revenue w-as allowed to 
tho ryots, and Tokkavi advances, amounting to nearly 
Rh;. 25,000, were made. During the month of March, 
people numbering one thousand were employed in tho relief 
tvorks, and as summer advanced this number increased to 
two thousand. 

The bunds and tanks were generally constructed at such 
spots where they were likely to bring^ more land under 
irrigation, and allow the people living In the surrounding 
villages a sufficient supply of w'ater. 

In the “ Dang " area works were invariably started on 
the svstem of task piece-work, becau-se this system had the 
advantage of supporting a large number of peojile. In the 
level portion of the country, works in some places were given 
out on contract, in order to helji a little knot of jiei^plc com¬ 
prising a few families locally resident there, who ivere mostly 
ill nec<l of such help. 

Wages w-ere ahvays paid in cash, sometimes daily and 
eoinctiines weekly. In villagee, in ordinary times, day 
labourerE generally earn 2 to 2^ annas per day, and that 
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WHS tiiG scale of w’ages allow'cd to men on the relief 
works. 

Poor-houses, owing to famine, were not opened at any 
place. There are certain poor-houses here \rhic_h are 
mail)tallied by the State. The fixed quantity of grain and 
flour that are allowed to be distributed in these poor-houses 
in ordinary times was supplemented by additional grants 
to meet the exigencies of hard times. 

The famine of 1899-1900 was peculiar in this respect, m 
that it w'as not a famiiie brought on by the scarcity of food 
gi'ains only, but it was a famine in which water and fodder 
w'ere almost unobtainable either for love or money, in 
many parts of the country. The cousequence was a heavy 
mortality also among the cattle, the loss being estimated at 
20 per cent, all round. Utgirh Tehsil alone repotted 33 
per cent. 

Veiy few deaths among natives from actual starvation 

were reported. . 

The famine of the year 1899*1900 has, however, left ite 
mark on the general condition of the people, which will 
take some time to obliterate. 
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ga:me and grass preserves. 


Tho jjame ftud ^rass preserves, ciiQed ‘'runds/’ arc at 
present under the inaaagenient of a Janiadar, wlio belongs 
to the ban<l of trusted attendants of the Maliarajuh, called 
orderlies, distinguished by a “kantha” or gold ueeklaee. 

The depirtment is known by the name of “bagar/’or 
rick, and under the Jamadar Uinre art* thr( e mutsadis or 
w riters t o ke ep accounts, u iid 60 m ndia s or fores turs. These 
last, though their pay is very small, have facilities for 
keeping cattle, wliich makes their position a desirs ble one. 
The object of the department is, firstly, to provide stocks 
of grass for the Raj elephants and cattle; secondly, to pre^ 
serve and find fjatne for the *Chief and his Ibllowers; and 
thirdly, to provide a revenue by exacting grazing dues, 

Altliough in ordinary years the supply of grass is very 
plentiful, the stock in store would be insntlieient to 
meet a famine, as, indeed, during the last great famine was 
found to be the case in nearly every State in Rajputana. 
Notwithstanding the means of securing an ample store 
possessed by all, the amount of grass annually stored is 
c«dculated at something under a hundred lakhs of ‘*pulisi, ” 
or small bundles, scarcely more than a handlxit each, 

Tho deserii>tion of grass most valued is that called 
“ganthil,” so much perhaps from its conspicuous top knot, 
if is a low fine grass. Those next in repute are “ jarga" 
and “raujena.” The first is a bright green running grass, 
with a soft ciliated sliort broad blade; tho second is a long 
slender bent, dark-coloured fine-looking grass. The com¬ 
monest kinds ore the “edo” and “lamp. “Edo” makes 
a useful thou^yh not first-rato fodder, “Lamp” has a bod 
name, and the inferiority of the Karaoli cattle breed is 
attributed to its predominance and abundance. It is a 
fine uIisubstantiul-looking gross.

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The “rands’' moBtl^ resorted to for game are those with’ 
in a few miles of the city, bat, as before stated, Utgirh is 
the heat hunting ground for tigers, and perhaps aambiiur 
too, 

Fmifi£t .—Tigers and panthers are to be found within 
most parts of tnia State, especially the latter, who inhabit 
caves and holes, which exist in sach abundance in most of 
the rocky hills to be found almost everywhere in this State. 
Hy®nas and bears are oIeso met with, as also occasionally 
wild dogs. Chinkara (ravine deer) as weU as black buck 
(in some places) are to be found in fairly large nutnbers, 

Sambhuralso exist in the forests along the banks of the 
river Chambal. Wild fowl exist in large numbers in the tanks, 
as idso do sand grouse on most of the rocky hills in abund¬ 
ance. The common grey partridge and in some places, 
where high grass ia in abundance, black partridges are to 
be found, but the latter are not plentifnl. 
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TRADE ROUTES. 


The principal trade routes are:— 

(1) North-east, from Earauli to Ag;ra, Machil- 

pur. 

(2) West, to Khushalgarh and Madhepnr in Jaipur, 

(3) South-west, to Shopur Rnroda. By this route 

merchandize intended for Eotah is carried. 

(4) South to Gwalior and Indore, To the latter 

place the route is either by JIandraiJ or Jhiri, 
occordmg as the Gwalior '‘Sayar" contractors 
:6x their dues. 

(5) North to Hitidann. 

(6) North Biana. 

(7) East, Sir Muttra and Dholpur. 

(8) South, from Naroli to Sholpar, Baroda^ via 

Raontra, Anargarh, Daulatpura, Maharajpura 
and across the Gota Ghat, near Utgirh, Of 
these routes that to Hindann is by a circuitous 
road passable for carts. The direct road to 
Madhopur and Khushalgarh is passable for 
carts, those to Machilpur and Sir Muttra are 
barely passable, while the rest can only be 
traversed by bullocks and camels, Indeed, 
the latter progress with so much difficulty that 
the bulk of the goods are carried on bullocksL 
The routes to Hindann and Khushalgarh are 
apt to be often closed during the rains by 
floods, and travellers are sometimes detaixn^ 
on the nala banks for days. 
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Commercial am> Relicious Fairs asd Festivals. 


Commercial ifai:'j?.—Tho only Commercia] Fair of any 
iiuportance which is held here ia the one kncwn aa the 
Slieoratri Fair. It is generally held in the beginning of 
March. It takes place on a piece of ground outside the 
city called “ Calcutta/' lasting fifteen days. For the first 
three er four days it is almost entirely ft cattle fair. 
Bullocks and buffaloes numbering from fifteen to twenty 
thousand change hande. Customs dues at the rate of 
i annas per bullock and 4 annas per buffalo are levied' 
hence the number of cattle sold annually in the fair can 
be accurately known. 

For the remaining period It is esclusively a fair for 
the grain merchants and banias, food grams, and all 
commodities for daily consumption of the people of the 
town for the whole year. As during these fiftisen days 
of the fair no customs dues are levied, it is difficult to 
give accurate figures regarding the amount of sale and 
purchase effected. It must not be less than forty to fifty 
tliousand. even more. The gathering must be one of four 
or five thousand men. The Maharajah rides out to the 
fair in procession for two or three days, and on the last 
day of his visit orders the batiias for weighmeut, when 
wholesale purchases are made. 

Religions Fairs.—-A considerable fair is held at the 
shrine of Kaila Devi in April. It commenees from Chait 
Badi llth aud lasts about a fortnight. The celebrated 
teniple of the goddess is situated about 13 miles south-west 
of Karauli, on the way to Utgirli Fort, on a hill surrounded 
with nalas. His Highness the Maharajah annually visits 
the shrine duringthe fair. People from the neighbouring 
States and the districts of Agra and Etawah attend this 
annual fair end present offerings to the shrine, which 
during the fair amount to from .‘iiiK to eight thousand 
rupees. Sacrifices of goats and buffaloes take place. 
Wheeled conveyances such as bullock-carts can jjass from 
Earauli to Kaila. The shrine is visited during the fair 
by people numbering from fifteen to twenty thousand, and 
sometimes even more.

At the temple of Anjsoi at Bivwas, close to Karaali, 
nem" Panchoa, a fair of some note is held in the month of 
October. This fair is also visited by His Highness the 
Maharajah, who drives there with all his attendant and 
Sardars, and takes his bath. The probable gathering is 
from three to four thousand men, all usually natives of 
this State. 

At Timangarb in the Machilpur Tehsd, renowned for 
its fort, a fair la held called the “ Sagar " Fair, in the month 
of June. It is not visited by His Highness the Maharajah. 
There is a large tank amidst the ruins of Timangarb where 
people, mostly Gujars of the Machilnur Dang and the 
neighbouring States of Bhai atpur and Jaipur, take their 
bath. The gathering is from four to five thousiind men. 

—There are certain festivals on whieb the 
Maharajah either proceeds in State to some point or holds 
a Durbar. These are 

(!) TheKakhi or Salono festival. It takes place 
on Sanwau Sudi Punawa (August). On this 
occ^^^ion B Durbtir is htsld in ths pfilficfip. bhu 
the Brahmins and court minstrels, commonly 
known here as the Raos, tie pieces of silk 
called the rakhi round the sviord hilt of the 
Chief instead of round the wrist, as is done 
with others, 

/2> ThcJaljatra, or water festival on Bh ad on Sudi 
' ^ nth (September). On this occasion the Ma* 
harajah walks with his followers with flags in 
hand to the Bhadraoti. There the procession 
stops and cocoa nuts and green vegetables are 
thrown in the stream as a sort of oftering to 
the river. 

The Dusserah festival on Aboj Sudi lOth (Octo^ 
^ her.) This festival is held throughout India 
in some shape or other to commemorate the 
slaying of the demon Rawan by the mytholo¬ 
gical hero, Rana. On the day of the festival, 
His Hit^hness the Maharajah rides outside the 
town with all the paraphernalia of State, to hold 
a review of bis tro^s, and to see the common 
shots fired at the effigy of Kawau. 
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(4) The Sard-ka^Durbar, held to celebrate the 

going out of auluniTi and the comicig in of 
the coJd season. The Durbar is held ia 
October in the palace, and eveTy man puts on 
white dress. 

(5) Go-dhul'ki-Sawari or Go*rftj-ki-Saivari, or Cow- 

dust festival—Go*dhul (cow-dnst) and Go-dhuli 
twilight—for it is just in the evening when 
the cattle return from the grazing field 
kicking up a ctoud of dust. As the names of 
tiie festival indicates, it is held in the evening 
of Katik Sudi 8th (October), when the cattle 
return from the jungle. The Maharajah on 
this occaaion goes down in the evening outside 
the Mendki Gate of the town, and stands in the 
dust raised up by the returning cattle. This 
festival is held in remembrance of Sree-Erlslina, 
who was a^ cow-keeper, and tlie Jadavas of 
H.araull claim to be his direct descendants. 

(6) Na^ar-Parikram^ on Katik Sudi 9th (October). 

On tbe occasion of this festival the Maha¬ 
rajah makes the circuit of the city in State. 
Tlie origin of this festival is shrouded in 
obscurity. Some say that it originated in 
honour of the building of the walls round 
the city, while others assert^ with some de¬ 
gree of rational explanation, that in old 
predatory times, when war and looting were 
the^ order of the day, the Princes thought it 
their dutj' to take circuit round the tf>wn at 
least once in a year, to see with their own eyes 
that the walls were not falling into disrepair, 
and thus ensure the safety of their capital. 
In course of tirne, a degree of sanctity was 
attached to this practice, and it has now 
become an annual lestival 

(7) Kana-marne-ki-Sawari. the festival of slaying 

Kans, the maternal uncle of Sree-Krishnaji of 
Muttra, on Katik Sudi 10th (October). The 
Chief on this occasion rides out to see the image 
of Kans destroyed by cannon, after which 
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the boys of the town Bcrainble for the frag¬ 
ments of the ima^e, As Jadavaa, or direct 
descend ants of Sree'Krialinaji,the Chief and his 
clansmen are bound to celebrate this festival, 
whicb is ivothing more than to commeinorate 
the war which Sree-Krisbiiaji carried on against 
his uncle, and ultimately slew him in a duel. 
The Withering is from two to three thousand. 

(8) Base lit-Pan ch mi, the spring festival, is Magh Sudi 

Punch ini (Febrtiai'y.) It is held in honour of 
the coiuing in of the spring season^ and the 
going out of the winter. A Durbar is held in 
the palace, and the palace and the people 
generally wear mageuta-colonrcd garments on 
the day of the festival; winter clothing is also 
generally dLscarded from this day. 

(9) Holi festival on Phagun Sudi Punaw (March). 

This great Hindu festival is celebrated at 
Karauli with the eclat and obscenity custom- 
aiy elsewhere. On the previous day of the 
festival the Maharajah proceeds to a place 
called Nila Dongar for boar bunting. On the 
day of the festival a grand procession is formed, 
and His Highness rides out to a spot outside 
the town called Sadya Ghata, There a feast 
is held, in which the hunt of the previous day 
forms the chief bill of fare, to which the Raj¬ 
puts do full justice. Sw*cetmeats are distribut¬ 
ed to the troops and to those who have a 
repugnance to meat. The gathering must be 
five or six thousand. 

(10) Ganger or Chait Sudi Teej (March). It is 

exclusively a festival pertaining to the females, 
and especially to those whose husbands are 
living. But it is held nn a grand scale, and 
males most cordially teke part in it. In this 
festival tho Maharanis worship the image of 
Goura Parbati, the consort of god Siva, one of 
the trinity of the Hindu creed. In the even- 
iDg the Maharajah issuea from the Nadi Gate 
of the town to proceed to the Sukh Bilas 
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Garden^ where the images are taken iu proces¬ 
sion and placed, and the nautch ^irls danoe he* 
fore it in the presence of His Highnese. The 
gathering in this festival outside the Nadi Gate 
must not be less than 6ve or six thousand. 

(11) The birthday festival of the ruling Chief is the 
one when the biggest Durbar is held, and all 
the Sardars and State servants are called upon 
to pres*ent “ nazars ” to the ruling Chief. 
Go^s and coins are given away to Brahmins, 
and a knot is tied to the Chiefs string of life. 

fl2) The Janam Ashtami, or birth of Sree-Krishnaji, 
is perhaps the greatest religious festival of this 
State, owing to the fact that the Chief and his 
clansmen are the direct descendants of god 
Sree*Krishna, who was bom at Muttra at dead 
of night on Bhadon Bad! 8th (September). 
The religious ceremonies are held at midnight, 
and hence no Durbar is held, and the day is 
* passed in ooroparative quiet. 
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
